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Senate bucks 
tuition increase 


In rebuttal to the nine percent tuition 
increase for the fall semester, the Student 
Senate will be sending student fee receipts 
to the state legislature. At registration, the 
Student Senate set up a booth with a xerox 
machine. Students were asked to put their 
name and address with their fee receipt. 
These xeroxed copies will be sent to the 
state legislature along with a cover letter 
explaining the purpose of sending the fee 
receipts. 

According to Dave Conn, Student Senate 
president, the reason for the tuition hike is 
the refusal by the state legislature to give 
the university system $10 million out of a 
$500 million surplus. 

‘Wisconsin has the third largest 
education system in the nation,” said Conn. 
“That’s quite a cornmitment on the part of 
the people. We feel that there should also be 
a commitment on the part of the legislature 
to help keep the system going.” 

Conn said he does not expect a cut in 
tuition when they send in the fee receipts. 
Whe!-be.dnes want is for the legislature to 
rea.ze that the student population is one to 
de“il with and they should have a voice in 
w at they pay for education. 


Bad check artist 
apprehended here 


Ten Menomonie merchants fell victim to 
a phony check-writing artist, August 11 and 
12. 


Julian Wolf, alias Joseph Broussard, a 45- 
year old Eau Claire man was apprehended 
by the Menomonie police August 18. Wolf is 
charged with writing of worthless checks. 


Wolf opened the checking account at the 
Bank of Menomonie and was said to have 
cashed the checks with the aids of false 
identifications. 

“T chased the guy a day and a half before 


I caught him,” said Arresting Officer 
Sergeant Robert Zebro. 


Wolf was apprehended’ through 
descriptions given by clerks who accepted 
the checks.

Students living in university residence 
halls will no longer be allowed to have 
barrels of beer on the floor. 

_ This is the major change in the new 
alcohol policy approved by the chancellor 
which took effect this semester. 

According to Anne Ramage, assistant 
director of residence halls, the change was. 
made because of complaints from both 
parents and students. 


“We got complaints from students who 
were in the appeals court stating that the 
dorm environment was not condusive to 
studying” she said. Ramage also said that 
she received many calls from parents. 

Ramage said that the barrels will be 
allowed in the party rooms. 

“There is an area that serves as a party 
room in all the halls,” said Ramage. ‘“‘We 
would like all larger parties held there.” 


Chancellor forecast 


Ramage emphasized, however, that the 
policy does not restrict small parties in the 
rooms, “We’re not preventing students 


. from drinking,” said.Ramage. “We don’t 


want it to be an inconvenience to other 
students on the floor.” 

Ramage received input for the new policy 
from IRHC, the COPE Committee, the 
housing staff, and the Student Senate. 

According to Ron Freeman, ad- 
ministrative assistant, the administration 
was very fair about listening to student 
input. 

Other changes in the policy, according to 
Ramage, is a more defined definition for 
Wapituli. There must now be a recipe for 
the Wapituli and advertising will no longer 


- be able to display the amount of alcoholic 


beverage available at a dorm party. 
The policy also strongly recommends 
that food be served at all dorm parties. 


a good year 


U.W. Stout will head into the school year 
in the best condition the University has 
enjoyed in 86 years, faculty and staff were 
told here Monday. In remarks prepared for 


- delivery at the University’s annual staff 


orientation sessicn, Chancellor Robert S. 
Swanson said there is an abundance of 
evidence to support that claim. 

“While other schools are at a period of 
decline, Stout is experiencing record 
enrollments,” Swanson said. ‘At the 
present time, Stout can still enjoy the 
luxury of asking itself whether it wants 
increased enrollment or not. The choice 
doesn’t present itself to most schools.” 

The Chancellor pointed out that in the last 
four years, 2,300 students have been turned 
away. because of lack of room. He said 
enrollment this year could go as high as 
6,800 and will result in ‘‘a tight fit, with 
some overloads in already scheduled 
classes.’’ But Swanson added, ‘‘The hard- 
ships associated with enrollment increases 
assuredly will not be as severe as the 
hardships associated with declining 
enrollments elsewhere.” 

Swanson cited several other examples to 


show the healthy condition of the univer- 


sity: 


While the state has tightened up new 
construction elsewhere, Stout has several 
major building projects pending. 

As other campuses cope with the problem 
of empty residence halls, Stout halls are 
filled to capacity. 


Although other campuses have lost 


dollars, Stout has received new enrollment

funding in the last two years. 

University staff members have sub- 
mitted a+ record number of research 
proposals. Of the 168 proposals submitted 
last year, 86 were funded. ‘We rank only 
behind Madison and Milwaukee in ex- 
tramural project funding,’ Swanson said. 

While graduates from many universities 
struggle to find employment, placement for 
Stout graduates is very high. 

In recent years, between 93 and 96 per- 
cent of the University’s graduates were 
placed, somewhat remarkable figures in a 
period of declining economy,’ the Chan- 
cellor said. ‘‘During the 1977-78 academic 
year, a record number of companies 
recruited on campus.”’ 

Swanson cautioned however, that the 
ony does have some difficulties to 
ace. 

“We are not without problems and we 
face new ones daily,”’ he said, citing issues. 
such as budget squeezes, construction 
cutbacks and a ceiling on the number of 
employees that the state can hire. 

“We don’t have all the answers, but we 
are not avoiding the problems,’’ Swanson 
said. ‘We have been at this long enough to 
know we must make decisions and not 
await miracles.’’ 

Swanson said that the University cannot 
remain stagnant. 

“To remain attractive, Stout must be 


‘able to change old programs and add new 


ones,’’ he said. ‘We want to be in a position 
to create new programs, not merely repeat 
the old because that is the only thing we can 
afford to do.”

Head of security resigns

UW-Stout has no secuirty head. William 
Blumer, former head of Stout’s security, 
resigned August 5. 

According to protective services head, 
Dennis Foegen, Blumer’s replacement has 
not yet been found. Until he is, Foegen will 
act as head of security. 

Blumer accepted a job with a Madison 
area firm selling security products. He will 
be vice president of the firm. 

The former security head joined Stout in 
1976. He came here from the Fox Valley 
Technical Institute in Fond du Lac. In his 
two years at Stout, Blumer initiated 
programs to keep theft, vandalism and fire 
at a minimum. 

The chief of security supervises a staff of 
six officers, a secretary, a parking clerk, 
and two to three short-term officers who 
are called in for sick leaves, vacations and 
special University events. He oversees all 
building security on campus, including 
classrooms, offices, athletic areas and 
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residence halls. The head of security must 
also make sure that all University rules and 
state laws are honored. In criminal of- 
fenses he hands the case over to: higher 
authorities. 

The chief of security frequently 
recommends changes in campus 
procedures for protecting students’ rights 
and safety. If these changes are instituted, 
it is his responsibility to see that they are 
enforced. A major responsibility of the 


chief is to establish emergency procedures | 
in the event of a natural disaster, a bomb | 


scare, or a national alert.

brand new location with tasty foods

Fresh herbs and spices, a large assort- 
ment of earthy teas and many specialty 
foods have sprung up at a new downtown 
store. 


Menomonie Food Co-op is celebrating its 
grand opening in a new location at 524 South 
Broadway, August 24, 25, and 26 (Thursday, 
Friday, and Saturday). 


Actually, the store is not so new. The Co- 
op originated here in the basement of a 


private home seven yars ago. It relocated- 


‘to the balcony of the United Methodist 
‘Church and now to its new store front 
location because of an amazing growth in 
popularity and tremendous demand for 
health foods. 


Browsers in the Co-op this weekend will 
sample baked goods and teas made from 
‘co-op ingredients. 

A “collective’’ of 11 persons operate the 
non-profit organization. This group 
schedules voluntary workers, helps train 
new members, and takes changes of or- 
dering the cooperative products. 


All of the food at the Co-op is bought in 
bulk. The buyers must supply jars, sacks, 
and cartons for bagging their own goods. 
Customers also weigh and price their own 
purchases. 

A Minneapolis store house supplies the 
Co-op with dried fruits, whole grains, 
beans, seeds, peanut butter, nuts and a 
large assortment of teas and spices. 


Local contributors supply fresh cheese, 
honey, eggs, and maply syrup. 

According to Judy Olsen, a member of 
the ‘collective’, none of the foods sold at 
the Co-op contain presertatives and several 
types of grains are certified organic. 


“Ty order for a food to be certified 
organic it must be grown on pesticide-free 
soil,” said Olsen. ‘‘Most organic flours will 
cost about five cents more per pound.” 

New specialty products offered at the Co- 
op include tofu and pocket bread. 


Tofu, or bean curd, is a protein source 
made from soybeans which is low in 
saturated fats, calories, and free of 
cholesterol. It can be eaten alone or added 
to salads and other dishes. 

Pocket bread is a brown Lebanese bread. 
Each loaf is round and just large enough to 
serve two. An air bubble in the center 
provides a “‘pocket” to stuff with favorite 
sandwich fillers when the loaf is broken. 

Health food enthusiasts who want foods 
they cannot find at the Co-op can list their

Anyone can buy from the food Co-op 
although the prices are higher for non- 
members than members. 


Members of the Co-op pay a five dollar 
annual fee. They are also required to work 
2-214 hours a month either in the store or on 
a committee. Committees pick up supplies, 
cut cheese and write the monthly Co-op 
newsletter. 


Members pay the price marked on each 
of the bulk barrels in the store. This price is 
about 10 percent over the wholesale price of 
the goods. Non-members pay a 30. percent 
mark-up. —

Kasten says his tax reduction proposal 
will not affect the U.W. System. ‘‘Due to the 
tax surplus, the U.W. System will not be 
affected,’ said Kasten. 


Kasten also said he would like to see 
better work-study programs for students 
within the U.W. System. He also felt that 
students should be more involved in the 
system’s decision-making process, and 
would be in favor of appointing a student to 
“ach of the three Board of Regents com- 
mittees. 


Speaking on other issues, Kasten favors 
decriminalization of small amounts of 
marijuana but would like to have set 
penalties placed on the dealing and use of 
harder drugs. 


According to Dave Conn, Student Senate 
president, Kasten described Stout’s 
placement record as ‘‘incredible.”’ 


Kasten says he’ll support Lee Dreyfus, 
Chancellor of UW-Stevens Point, should 
Dreyfus win in the primaries. Dreyfus is 
also a Republican gubernatorial candidate, 
and Kasten’s opponent. 


Kasten says he is confident in winning the 
election, but student votes are a big factor. 

“I really beligVe’that I'll win in the 
primaries,’’ said Kasten. ‘‘The swing vote 
goes to the students. Their votes are what 
will really put us over.”

B.O. on Campus 


B.O. has hit campus, and its odor is 
stronger than ever before. B.O., for all the 
non-education majors, stands _ for 
behavorial objective. B.O.s are the funny 
little sentences instructors put in a course 
syllabus. In their natural form they are 
innocent, harmless creatures, but lately 
they have been misused and are becoming 
dangerous. 

B.O.s were born out of B. F. Skinner's 
Behavioralist movement. The movement 
stipulates that in order for ‘‘learning’’ to 
take place, there must be a change in the 
student. A behavioral objective specifies 
the desired change. The change must be 
observable and measurable. 

I agree with the basic idea. Teachers 
should be able to state what they expect 
| from students. By doing this, there is an 
opportunity for a student-teacher dialogue 
to design a class that meets both parties’ 
needs. 

The Problem 

“Observable and measurable’ are the 
parts of the behavioralist theory that are 
the problem. Unfortunately, the student 
behaviors to observe, measure and specify 
are usually trivial. A typical B.O. might 
specify that ‘‘the student will be able to 
identify and explain five parts of the 
overhead projector.”’ While it definately 
fits the criteria for objective, it isn’t one 
of the more important things to learn at 
college. 

In my opinion, valuable learning includes 
becoming an accurate observer, a critical 
thinker and a good problem solver. It 
means appreciating the truths of today, yet 
being prepared to accept or formulate new 
truths in the future. 

Because the area of what can be 
measured is limited, B.O. classrooms are 
narrow, restricted ‘‘learning’’ situations. 
Significant learning cannot, however, be 
translated into narrow behavioral ob- 


jectives. 
Classroom Limits 
The most dangerous aspect of classroom 
B.0.s is that they emphasize-even limit- 
class instruction to measurable activities. 
The underlying message of B.O:s is that “‘if 
it can’t be measured, it isn’t worth 
bothering about,”’. and even ‘‘if it can’t be 
measured, there is nothing there!”’ 


Watchin the river flow 


Love? 
Imagine a world where the 
bahavioralists taken over, and have 


erected a statue to the god of measurement. 
Interpersonal relationships would be very 
interesting. Love would be eliminated 
between a man and a woman because it (in 
itself) can not be measured. Only the ob- 
servable behaviors would become im- 
portant: to hold hands ten times a week; to 
kiss three times a day; at least a 85 percent 
performance level. It would be superficial 
world, a place without human dignity. 
Behaviora! vubjectives aren't all bad. 
They shouldn't be abandoned because of 
their limits. Their limits should be 
recognized by instructors and students. 
They should be taken for. what they are 
worth—and nothing more.

Senior Year Again

A belated welcome back from this space 
in the Stoutonia. In the rush to get things 
rolling last week I didn’t do a piece for the 
paper, but from now on my musings should 
occupy this, or a similar place for the 
duration.

It was a topic that I didn’t have to 
research and was eager to write about. 


That leads to point two, and that’s the 
important part. Narrow the topic down to 
where it’s manageable enough to work 
with. A friend who is an English teacher it. 
my old high school remembers a piece she 
received as a graduate assistant at a 
Minnesota college. She was teaching a 
section of freshman composition and one of 
her people wrote about why war is bad. I 
have no argument with the premise that 
war is bad, but how to handle that in four or 
five pages is beyond me. . 

Third thing I want to say about doing 
English 101 ina painless way is to make the 
paper do double duty, or even triple duty. 
An English effort can be done on a subject 
for some class in your program. The ruler 
are the same, and try this along with it: 
Read the paper aloud a couple of times and 
imagine yourself delivering it as a speech. 
Most papers will work in your fundaments 
of speech class if they are within the 
guidelines of persuasion, discussion, 
comparison and contrast, etc. It works very 
often and will help to reduce your work load 
in the process. 

Being a senior again enables me to speak 
from experience of sorts. Try these ideas to 
see if they'll] work for you. But remember 
that they aren’t cure alls..

North erid Students are still waiting for the 
construction which will alleviate their 
parking problems. 

Last April the Stoutonia printed an ar- 
ticle describing some improvements to be 
made on campus over the summer 
vacation. Not all these imporvements were 
accomplished. 

. One improvement was to have a stop 
light installed at Third Avenue and 
Broadway to make it safer for pedestrians. 
The second improvement was to build a 
driveway directly in front of JTC. Instead 
of parallel parking there would be per- 
pendicular parking. This would add seven 
more parking spaces. 

Thirdly, the driveway that runs in front of 
- JTC and behind the Louis Smith Tainter 
building would be made even with Third 
Avenue. Instead of the driveway running 
behind Tainter, it would be taken out and a 
dead end parking lot will be made even with 
Fourth Avenue. This would provide a net 
gain of 13 stalls. (See diagram). 


In addition to these improvements 220 
feet of curb from the corner of Third 
Avenue north on the Fleming Hall side 
would be replaced.

Guthrie Theatre costumes from famous 
name plays like, “A Streetcar Named 
Desire,” ‘‘Arsenic and Old Lace,” 
“Oedipus the King,” ‘‘Private Lives,’’ and 
Shakespeares’ ‘“‘Midsummer Dream,” are 
now on exhibit in Stout’s Gallery 209 in the 
Applied Arts Building, Sept. 5 through the 
15. 

The exhibit features hand-crafted, world 
famous theatrical designs from more than 
twenty Guthrie Theatre productions. 

According to Jeff Jamison, exhibit 
coordinator, each piece js a ‘‘work of art,” 
having it’s own individual story behind it. 

Even though many of the costumes look 
as though they have been well preserved 
for many years in somebody’s old. dusty 
| trunk, they are really no more than a few 
years old; the oldest is from a 1967 
production. 

“Coffe and tea dyes, scissors, and even 
cabbage graders, have been used on some 
of the costumes to give that old and worn 
effect,’ said Jamison. . 

At the exhibit one can observe things 
about the costumes the audience never 
saw. “‘The designer takes a lot into con-

sideration when creating the costume for 
the performer,” said Jamison. 

In “Waiting for Godot,” the designer 
sewed newspapers in the. lining of the 
costume worn by a bum in the play; During 
the period in which the play was set, bums 
wore newspapers under their clothing to 
keep them warm. Jamison says that the 
costumes are historical and very true to the 
period in which the play is set. 

Another designer wanted a costume to 
make a “rustling’’ sound as the actress 
moved across the stage, so a certain kind of 
silk was used to give that particular sound 
effect. 

Hand quilted and intricately em- 
broidered designs are sewn on_ the 
costumes, where only the closest observer 
will notice them. : 

According to Jamison, the exhibit has. 
been traveling since Feb. of 1977 in the five’ 
state region, and is booked solid through 
April, 1980.

Axelsen went on to say that an exact date

“Safety has been extensively discussed,”’ 
said Axelsen. ‘‘The contract states that 
there must be one way traffic each way 
maintained on Broadway during con- 
struction. This is a precaution for the rush 
hour and emergency passage must always 
be available.” 

“We haven’t solved the parking problem 


completely. The old site of the Consolidated — 


gas station, located across from Fleming 
hall will be open for parking,’ said Dennis 
Foegen, Director of Protective Services. 

“We also want to get space from the city 
so that drivers can park downhill on the 
JTC driveway and boat landing” said 
Foegen. 

“There will be some inconvenience,but 
the contractor is doing his best to condition 
his workers to work with the students, not 
against them,” said Axelsen. He went on to 
say that. the students should cooperate with 
the workmen as well.

When they say, ‘‘cut taxes,” ask 
them which ones, by how much, and then 
ask them how. they intend to replace the lost 
service or supply. Be critical because as 
S.R.C.-used to say, ‘‘That’s why they get the 
big money!”’

Zodiac News Service 


(ZNS) The five major tobacco companies 
have launched an all-out campaign to kill 
an anti-smoking proposition that California 
voters will decide at the polls. on Nov. ?.- 

Proposition ‘‘five’’ would restrict 
smoking in most enclosed public places 
such as stores, restaurants, and worksites. 
These would, in many cases; provide 
separated areas for smokers and non- 
smokers. If passed, the measure would 
make violators of the new law subject to 
citations and $50 fines. 

Business Week Magazine reports that 
tobacco companies are running scared. 
Recent surveys indicate cigarette sales 
could drop ‘as much as 15 to 20 percent if 
Californians vote ‘‘yes’’ on proposition 
“five.” a 

According to the magazine, the tobacco 
companies are underwriting their costly 
campaign through a group called 
“Californians for Common Sense,” and are 
expected to spend up to 5 million dollars in 
efforts to kill the measure. 

Californians for common sense. argues 
that proposition ‘‘five’’ is an invasion of 
personal freedom, would hike business 
costs up by providing smoking breaks and 
separate smoking areas, and discriminates 
against smoking employees. Proponents of 
the measure, on the other hand, say far 
from costing businesses money, the 
proposition would actually save-more than 
$1billion a year in reduced medical costs, 


less cigarette-caused fires, and fewer sick § 


leaves by workers who smoke. 

Meanwhile, despite the tobacco com- 
panies hot efforts to defeat proposition ‘‘5,”’ 
Business Week claims the cigarette 
manufacturers are breathing easy. The 
magazine quotes one tobacco executive as 
saying, ‘‘We’ve been under attack for 
hundreds of years, but have continued to 
grow for one simple reason — people enjoy 
smoking.” :

A survey of 2200-children,-by.-the: Foun-—...-- 


dation for Child Development, showed 90 
percent liked their teachers and their 
classmates, and felt good about school. 
Only 10 percent said they hated schoolwork. 
Another survey by the National 
Education Association, however, reported 
that teachers are’ dropping out of the 
classrooms in record numbers. 
-Fhe Association found-only-60-pereent of 
the teachers they contacted planned to stay 


in their field until they retired, and only 38. 


percent said they would choose a teaching 
career if they had it todo over again. 

The teachers cited negative student 
attitudes, disciplinary problems, in- 
competent administrators, and heavy work 
loads as the reasons for their disillusioned 
exodus from the classroom. 
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$220,000 theft loss prompts 
electronic security system

Because of theft problems, an electronic 
security system will be installed at the 
Robert Pierce Library- by the end of Sep- 
tember. Electromagnetic strips will be 
installed in all library resources by 


‘ ‘December;- 1978... a 
“National libraries of all kinds are Josing 
said Brooke Anson. coor-’ 


materials,” 
dinator of public services at Stout's 
Library. *‘Each year the rate increases.” 
“The staff members of Pierce Library 
have strong enough suspicions of resource 
loss to install protection for the collection.” 
said Anson. “There have also been spot 
inventories that verify this."’ said Anson. 
“A rough ‘estimate of the value of 
materials lost is $220.000 since the library 
began.” said Anson. From several spot 
inventories Anson reported that the most 
materials lost were in education areas. 
“The industrial technology collection is 
missing at least 1470 titles.” said Anson. 
The present security system involves book 
and bag inspection at the turnstyles. 
Anson cited four possible reasons for 
students taking materials: 


1 There is pressure on a large number of 
students for the use of limited materials, 

2: a small group of students use the 
library as a way of getting back at society, 

3 there is a small amount of accidental 
loss. Sometimes books are returned 3-5 
years after they have been checked out. 

4 some students have a selfish attitude of 
‘why shouldn't I take it. I paid for it with 
my fees’ : This is not true since the fees pay 
only for the use of the materials!) 

In 1976 a student initiated investigation 
called The Library Ripoff Committee. and 
suggested the installation of the new 
security equipment.

detecting gates will be jinstalled in that 
area. 


“If a student passes through the gates 
with a resource that has not been desen- 
sitized a light will flash or a buzzer will 
sound,”* said Anson. 

The second part of the equipment is a 
sensative device to be installed in each 
resource. To install this in the present 
collection will cost close to $5,000. 


This thin strip is capable of carrying an 
electromagnetic charge which will be in- 
stalled in each resource, The. megnetic 
charge is desensitized by the library staff 
when the book is checked out. 


“This library security system can be 
easily transferred to the new library, that is 
proposed for 1981."" said Anson. 

“Few changes will be made to ac- 
commodate the new system" said Anson. 
-’’There will be arms rather than turnstyles 
and a differnt method for exiting. There 
will also be no briefcase inspections.” 


“Would you believe we don’t like to go 
through briefcases." said Anson, ‘I’ve 
stuck my fingers in too many sandwiches.” 

“With the new system the user will be 
effected in positive ways,’’ said Anson. 
“Electronic systems are not threatening 
except to a thief." 


“Users should be able to find more 
material with the new system”’ said Anson. 
The library will be able to buy more 
material also since less money will be spent 
on replacement. 


The library staff can be more efficient 
since they will spend less time searching 
for materials. It will also be easier for 
students to exit with no book and bag in- 
spection,’’ said Anson.

The new computer is a PDP-11-70, 
manufactured by the Digital Equipment 
Corporation and cost the University 
$150,000. 

The Department of Academic Computer 
Operations owned two computers prior to 
the purchase of the PDP-11-70. One of the 
computers was four years old and limited 
in speed. The other computer was ten years 
old and overloaded. There was no more 
room in the computer for new class ap- 
plications, programs, student files and cost 
of equipment. 

‘It’s been a very dependable computer in

Communications haven’t improved since 
school started either.

Mathy Construction Company of 
LaCrosse, Wisconsin, has received a 
special 28 day exemption permit to build a 
hot mix plant 500 yards from the Devil’s 
Punch Bowl. The area is zoned agriculture 
and Mathy Construction Company received 
their permit for the purposes of 
manufacturing hot mix. Hot mix (asphalt) 
is used to pave roads. The Board of Ad- 
justments of Dunn County granted the 
"permit. 

The Devil’s Punch Bowl is a park owned 
by Dunn County. The Punch Bowl and 
Paradise Valley are popular areas for sight 
seeing, biking, and hiking for students, 
_ Menomonie residents, and visitors. 4 

Presently, large equipment is in use at 
the site. ‘‘30 thousand yards of rock is being 
crushed to mix with stone for asphalt,” said 
Ken Volk, crushing foreman at the site for 
Kraemer Construction. : 

According to the August 20 Dunn County, 
News, having an asphalt mixing site in 
Menomonie would decrease the cost of 
paving roads in nearby towns. The trucks 
would have fewer miles to travel so it would 
cost less to-haul the asphalt. 

“Tf the plant is not moved to the 
Menomonie site, costs will increase $2,600 
per mile for paving roads in five town- 
ships,’”’ said Commissioner Olbert. 

A public hearing was held and many 
people who attended the meeting were 
concerned about environmental effects of 
the plant on the surrounding area. Citizens 
were also concerned about possible 
decreasing property value of the 
surrounding area. 

A temporary restraining order was given 
on Sept. 1 due to several petitioners not in 
favor of the hot mix plant. 

According to Bob Walter, attorney at law, 
a Writ of Certiovara was also given. This 
allows the court to find out how the decision 
was made for the hot mix plant site in 
Menomonie by the Board of Adjustments. 
Walters Mas several clients who are 


landowners in the area of the hot mix site, 
interested or currently building near the 
site, or concerned about the esthetics of the 
site. A complaint is that the plant will 
smell, be noisy, pollute the air and traffic 
will be increased.

Enrollment is up—another six percent 
this year. With almost 500 more students 
this year than last, the preliminary student 
count for this semester is 6,812. 

Where did Stout put these students? How 
did ‘they fit? What happened ‘to the 
curriculum already strained with heavier- 
than-normal student enrollments? The 
Stoutonia asked a random selection of 
faculty these questions. 

The prevailing views was that the 
enrollment increase has compounded work 
for the staff. Individual attention must now 
be stretched over an additional 478 
students. Generally, the faculty feels that 
students are graduating less qualified than 
formerly and they must spend more time 
on campus just juggling overloaded 
classes, 

increased enrollment seems to have the 
mest impact on classes that require in- 
tensive lab work. Most instructors agreed 
that the six percent student increase not 
only put an extra strain on their work load 
but also forced students to use their time 
more efficiently. 

“Tt creates more team work,” reported 


deals with studen 


Betty Viens, professor of foods and 
nutrition. “‘Of course. it creates more 
paperwork for the instructors, but most 
detrimental to the students is the lack of 
time we can allot to each student in- 
dividually. Stout’s majors have excellent 
reputations because our. students graduate 
with extensive practical experience; 
however, with more students in each lab, 
the practical experience students par- 
ticipate in is minimized. 

“The high placement ratio is likely to 
decline if the student’s qualifications slack 
off from lack of practical application. 
Stout’s reputation has been built on the fact 
that we have graduated highly qualified 
students, I hate to see this reputation 
jeopardized by increased ratio of students 
to faculty,”’ Viens said. 

“This year we are offering 14 sections of 
beginning foods whereas we usually offer 
between 10 and 12,’ she continued. ‘“‘We’ve 
enlisted graduate assistants, but generally 
the increased enrollment coumpounds the 
work for the entire staff,”’ Viens concluded. 

Dr. Anita Wilson, another professor- of 
foods and nutrition, reports that all her 
classes are full too. ‘‘Overloading the labs 
causes the students to: work harder as a

Chancellor vetoes students 
paid attendance at athletics

Chancellor Robert Swanson vetoed the 
SSA plans to charge for football games. 


It was reported Tuesday night that 


Swanson said the policy did not have

team. We’ve risked overlaoding for their 
sake, to accommodate the major’s 
requirements.” 

Dr. Douglas Wikum, biology professor, 
admitted that he had to “turn away a 
substantial number of students because we 
are limited by the number of Jab stations, 
but the workload for each is the same.” 

Ron Verdon, an art metals instructor, 


reports that he had to “turn a lot of students 


away for lack of space and equipment. 
Increased enrollment takes more of the 
instructor’s time. We can only allot so 
much time per individual and with that 
many more students it decreases the in- 
dividual attention which is- so important. 
Our facilities are geared for fewer students 
so it is up to them to juggle their time more 
efficiently.”’ 

Jerry Upward, graphic communications 
instructor, noted,‘‘It’s more work for the 
instructor to have larger classes plus it 
decreases the time we can give each 
student individually.” 

There were those, however, who felt no 
additional strain. 

Frank Hebi, a business math instructor,

I was 
anticipating putting the changed policy into 
effect immediately but the Chancellor had 
‘a point..We should have prepared to enact 
the polfcy last: spring. Now we can only 
hope to prepare it in time for the basketball 
season.’ 
Even though: senate members were 
disappointed by Swanson’s veto, the funds 
were not essential to athletic department 
survival. :

WILL OFF-CAMPUS HOUSING IMPROVE? 


eWith all the new rentals that are up (or still going up, in some cases) 
in Menomonie, it is hopsd dewntown housing will improve. Students 
will no longer have to put us with run-down off-campus housing simply 
because they are sick of the dorms and there is no place else to go. 

The rentals, while a good distance from campus, offer a clean and 
new environment to live, in comparison to deteriorating downtown 


housing, often for the same price. 

For years students have complained about run-down housing, 
inadequate space, and poor landlord-tenant communication. How 
terrible, we all thought, that students should have to put up with 


housing of this type. 


But, according to John J. Jax, president of the city council, many 
times it is the students who create these probiems for themselves. 

Menomonie does have a Rooming House Ordinance which states that 
any establishment which takes in two boarders which are not related 
must have a license and must meet state code. The license subjects 
these estblishments to regular inspections which should keep the 


landlord in line. 


However, not all landlords may have licenses. Sometimes no one is 
more to blame than the student tenant. Some students may think that 
they‘re ahead of the game if they don’t report their landlord. They like 
living closer to campus and they think if they do talk to the building 
inspector, the extra cost of the Jicense may be reflected in their rent.

lf you don’t get any place there, talk to the Menomonie building in- 


spector. 


The student is, after all, the person who has fo live, eat, and sleep in 
the off-campus housing. It is his responsibility to see his place is safe 


and inspected.

(ZNS) With schools around the nation 
beginning to open their doors, students and 
parents should brace themselves for more 
“F’’ grades this year than ever before. 

At least this is the warning from the 
National Education Association which says 
that téachérs “nationwide ‘are ‘being en- 
couraged to flunk unqualified students 
instead of just automatically sending them 
to the next grade. 

Association leaders say that teachers 
have been heavily. criticized by parent. 
groups in recent years for not flunking 
students who fail to learn. Says an 
Association spokesperson: ‘‘I just hope the 
public is ready for the consequences when a 
large number of pupils fail.’’ 

(ZNS) Bomb-sniffing rats may be 
replacing the sharp-scented german 
shepherds and other dogs which currently 
smell out explosives and drugs. 

The Los Angeles Times says a research 
laboratory in Danbury, CN, has discovered 
that white rats have better sense of smell 
and are easier to train than dogs are. 

What’s more, The Times reports, 
researchers with neurocommunication 
research laboratories have been able to 
wire the brains of rats directly to com- 
puters—thereby turning the white rodents 
into sophisticated living bomb detectors. 

According to the story, whenever a rat 
recognizes a smell—such as T-N-T or 
marijuana—its brainwave pattern signals 
to the computer the presence and identity 
of the odor it has recognized. The computer 
not only flashes a warning to human 
authorities; it also rewards the rodent by 
sending back an impusle directly into the 
pleasure center in the rat’s brain. 

According to the reasearchers, the rats 
like this ‘‘electrical brain stimulation”’ 
even better than water, food or sex, so they 
keep on sniffing for more contraband, 
eager, for another bit of electrical 
stimulation from the computer. 

(ZNS) Two french astronomers are 
reporting that the earth and-the rest of the 
solar system are speeding towards an 
encounter with a dense cloud in interstellar 
space. 

The scientists say that if their 
calculations are correct, the encounter with 
this cloud is likely to trigger massive 
changes on both the earth and the sun, 
including the beginning of another ice age. 

Their calculations indicate that the solar 
system is moving toward the cloud at the 
rate of about 12 miles every second. 
However, they add, we won’t reach the 
cloud for another 50,000 years or so. They 
suggest that similar encounters in the past 
have been responsible for previous ice ages 
on the earth. 

A British doctor says he has developed a 
special medical gel that will permit parents 
to determine the sex of an unborn child. 

Doctor John Pollard, a Manchester 
anesthetist, says that a women simply 
inserts one of two different kinds of gels— 
either a‘‘boy’’ gel or a ‘‘girl’”’ gel-before 
intercourse. 

The doctor claims the gel then deter- 
mines whether male or female sperm cells 
survive to fertilize the egg. The name of the 
new gel is ‘‘Choice’’ — and Pollard says he 
plans to begin marketing it next year.

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(ZNS) A British animal breeder has 
raised the possibility of crossing a sheep 
with a pig to produce a new animal that 
could provide wool and bacon at the same 
time. 

Doctor John King told the British 


-Association for the Advancement of 


Science that ‘‘such attempts will probably 
be made and eventuelly he successful,” 
Doctor King said that pigs will probably 
be given genes that will make them grow 
wool. He stated that the refashioned animal 


- -would-also be made-to-breed at the rapid- 


rate of pigs, rather than at the slow turn 
over of sheep. - 

Ordinary lambs are likely to be kept 
around, Doctor King said, — in his words — 
“if only to keep the Sunday dinner table 
full.” 

(ZNS) The Martin Marietta tion 
recently filed a libel suit against The 
Washington Star after the newspaper 
alledged that Martin Marietta entertained 
pentagon officials with prostitutes in order 
to win defense contracts. 

The suit was eventually dismissed in 
court by a judge, but that hasn’t stopped 
Martin Marietta. 

The company is now asking the pentagon _ 
to pay all the legal costs it incurred in the 
suit ; it contends that they are a normal cost 
of doing business with the defense depart- 
ment. 


(ZNS) A nationwide poll of high school 
‘“leaders’’ picked by their principals and 
counselors reveals a turn to the right 
among these students. 

The student leaders were polled by an 
organization called ‘‘Who’s Who Among 
American High School Students.’’ A sur- 
prising 88 percent said they had never used 
any kind of drug, and 70 percent reported 
they had never engaged in intercourse. 
Nearly half said they had never tried beer, 
and 61 percent stated they had never drunk 
hard liquor. 

54 percent listed national defense as the 
number one tax-spending priority, com- 
pared to only 8 percent in a similar poll five 
years ago. 66 percent reported favoring the 
reinstatement of the death penalty, while 64 
percent said they believe in some form. of 
censorship over movies, TV programs, 
books or magazines. 


(ZNS) Political terrorists in Europe and 
the Middle East are reportedly ‘‘shopping 
around”’ for small atomic bombs that can 
be carried in a suitcase. 

The San Jose Mercury News reports that 
several hundred of the suicase-sized atomic 
explosives were quietly produced by the 
Pentagon in the mid-sixties. They were 
built to be carried behind enemy lines and 
reportedly can be placed and detonated 
quite easily by a two-person team. 

The devices, called ‘“‘Atomic Demolition 
Munitions” or ‘‘A-D-M’s,”’ could reportedly 
level the White House if placed in a nearby 
park or parked car. The Pentagon, 
however, insists it would be ‘‘very dif- 
ficult’’ for terrorists to get hold of one.

Motor vehicle provisions 
changed with the times 


Two provisions of the State Motor Vehicle 
Code, the point system - and the 
probationary license, are unnecessarily 
penalizing motorists and should be 
changed, according to Bob Gregory, 


_ Colfax, a candidate for the 69th Assembly 


District seat. 

When the Federal speed limit of 55 mph 
was adopted by the State as an energy 
conservation measure,Gregory says, the 
Wis. Dept. of Transportation applied its 


- existing point system to the new speed 


limit. Although the rule by which points are 
assessed for ‘“‘mph in excess of the lawful ‘or 
pgsted speed limit” was not changed, 
Gregory believes the effect of the law was 
changed. 

“We are assessing the same points for 
someone going 65 mph on the freeway as-we 
did when: they were going 80,” Gregory 
says. ‘‘That’s not right and we should 


change it.”’

The other area that needs revision, ac- 
cording to Gregory,. is the probationary 
license provision by which points are 
doubled for every violation after the first. 

‘As of Dec. 31, 1977, there were almost 
300,000 probationary licenses in force, 
according to DOT figuresThe age of the 
drivers ranged from 16 to-89. 

“Officials in both the attorney generals 
office and the Division of Motor Vehicles 
have told me this provision needs to be 
changed, "Gregory said. ‘The. legislature 
has neglected this issue but it will be.one of 
my priority items if elected.”

Guidlines given for Stout ea 


Stout has been identified by various 
names.as-it has evolved frem a small 
private institute to its present status. It is 
important that it be identified as one of a 
confederation of universities that make up 
the University of Wisconsin System. To do 
so, the'following guidelines apply. Usage is 
necessarily governed by -application and 
context. However, general adherence to 
these guidelines will ensure proper iden- 
tification for the University. 

1. The official name of the institution is 
‘University of Wisconsin-Stout. The words 


“University of Wisconsin” and ‘Stout’ 
should be separated by a hyphen (-), with 
no spaces. ‘Menomonie’ a only in 
addresses, _datelines and where 
clarification of the University’s location is 
important. The official name of the 
University should appear as a_ first 
reference on all legal documents, let- 
terheads and publications in which a 
shortened version of the University’s of- 
ficial name might cause c ion to the- 
reader. Stout’s legal and official name is 
not preceded with “‘the” although this may

There is a need by many institutions to 
indulge in self promotion. Last year this 
book -was eriticaly-acclaimed “The great - 
American novel.’’ A cover story by Time 
insured. best seller status for Cheever’s 
sardonic tale. I found myself however 
uninspired by his prison bound characters. 

Today’s novelists have shunned— the 
romantic aspects of virtue and heroes. He 
has addressed a social order that cleanses 
it’s citizens witha perioxide of irreverence. 
The characters of ‘‘The Falconner’’ are 
shadows of the Steinbeckian style of the 20’s 
and 30’s. I had a. feeling that this was 
merely a collection of soap opera outcasts. 

If one is to gain an empathy from the 
reader, there needs to be an effort to 
humanize the events of. story. Cheever’s 
purposely created a hollow man concept 
which related unfortunately to the book’s 
lack of climax. The main character was a 
homosexual drug addict and a college 
professor to boot. It seems ridiculous with 
. such credentials he would act with the 
enthusiasm of a manikin. 

The strength of the book rests in the 
exchanges that take place during visitors 
hours. The prisoners are finally offered the 
chance to show some signs of their con- 
tainment. They are contemptous of their 
pemnants of life in the real society. 
Prisoners develop a counter-cultureto 
maintain a shred of respect among, 
themselves. é 

Outside the walls, the same forces that a 
led to their imprisonment threaten. The 9-2 < 
necessity of sexual love from fellow in- 
mates is accented with a _ geniune 
psychological dependence to be comforted. 

Cheever handles this aspect with com- 
passion. I was moved to accept for the first 
time in my life the pRanbiy of 
homosexuality. 

There cannot be contempt for men forced 
to seek affection in an emotional vacuum.

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| Bar owners and police to 
curb Homecoming antics

There will be more Homecoming ac- 
tivities this year than in the past, according 
to Menomonie’s Chief of Police, Wayne 
Heikkila. In recemt years there have been 
difficulties in accommodating the amount 
of students in the downtown area of. 
Broadway and Main. With the expanded 
activities program, Heikkila hopes that 
some of the congestion will be alleviated. 

“With such a lack of social. space 

downtown students go outside to socialize. 
This atmosphere, combined with drinking, 
breeds problems which occasionally oc- 
cur.” 
_ ‘Homecoming is the perfect setting for 
such problems. Past Homecoming 
weekends have been remembered by 
blocked traffic; both in town and near the 
expressway, vandalism, and irresponsible 
drinking. 

According to Heikkila, drinking is not the 
problem, it is the activities involved with it 
if someone has consumed too much alcohol. 

“The people involved are responsible for 
controlling activities and behaviors. The 
cooperation and participation of many 
people are needed,”’ said Heikkila. 

Lack of social facilities is not the only 
problem; dirty streets littered with empty 
glasses and beer cars, and the large 
number of people visiting Menomonie for 
the weekend also cause difficulties. 


“It would not be fair to put all the blame 


“on the students. Many Menomonie 
_ residents and alumni are sources of the 


problem, too,’’ said Heikkilc. 

Chief Heikkila has been working with the 
Tavern League, Stout’s administration, 
and the Student Senate. In these meetings 
alternatives to the bar scene and preven- 
tive measures to the problem are being’ 
discussed. Some items talked about are: 
increasing the police on duty, controlling 
the number of people in an establishment, 
closing the bars earlier, and planning 
activites at night as an alternative to being 
uptown. 

According to Tom Ehlers, vice president 
of Student Affairs, several activities have 
been planned. On Friday, Oct. 6, a 
marionette show will be at Harvey Hall at 8 
p.m. Saturday, Oct. 7, there will be a 
concert in the Snack Bar featuring the 
bands ‘‘Judd’’ and the ‘‘Jeff Harrington 
Band.”’ The scheudled time for that is 7:45 
or 8 p.m. As an alternative to the concert, a 
disco dance might be held in the ball room. 
The dance is still under consideration. 

“This is not a problem unique to 
Menomonie. It is everyone’s concern; the 
townspeople, bar operators, university 
employees and students,’’ said Heikkila. 
‘‘We need to talk in terms of responsible 
drinking in order to have a_ safe 
Homecoming. With the planned activities 
we are hoping to prevent the problem 
rather than contain it.’’

Utilization of energy 
resources topic for NSP —

The fears of nuclear power opponents are 
groundless, according to Lynn Moline, 
NSP’s Public Relations Specialist. 

“We are confident that our advance 
technology can isolate radioactive waste 
and control it to the degree arsenic is,”’ said 
Moline. 

Lynn Moline was the first guest speaker 
for the Society for the Advancement of 
Management which met Tuesday the 19th 
in the Renaissance Room of the Student 
Center. Future speakers include Joe 
Herman of Control Data Corp., and Howard 
Bowers of Co-op Association. The next 


meeting is Oct. 3. 

“All utilities companies recognize the 
need for utilizing all energy sources,” 
Moline went on to say. ‘“‘NSP is not planning 
any more nuclear power plant sites after 
Tyrone. We are seeking an equal division of 
energy sources between coal and nuclear 
power. In this area right now. coal is 
utilizied 51 percent and nuclear power is up 
to 43 percent.” ; ; 

Moline went on tosummerize her position 
at NSP as an educator of the public, to clear 
up the misconceptions of nuclear power. 

One misconception is the vast amount of 
waste disposal. Nuclear power is left with 
only $4 cubic feet of waste per year where 
as coal has 16 million cubic feet of waste. 


Advocate claims Sig Tau case against city is strong 


The Sigma Tau Gamma Fraternity 
Housing Corporation battled the city of 
Menomonie to save their house in a con- 
demnation proceeding in Dunn County 
Circuit Court last week. 

While both sides presented their case 
during the eight hour trial, a decision won’t 
be made until mid-October or later. The 
city and the fraternity will file briefs 
summarizing their arguments early next 
month. 

The controversy started a year ago when 
the city council condemned a two block 
residential-commercial area for 
redevelopment. They used a new con 
demnation state law te create a Tax In- 
crement District (TIF). The fraternity 
house is located in the district. 

The tax increment law allows a city 
government to create tax increment 
districts. Under the law, city governments 
may condemn and remove private 
property, allowing business facilities to 
replace it. The philosophy is that a business 
contributes more tax dollars to the local 
government than private homeowners. 

“I believe the fruitation of the TIF 
district will enhance and develop the 
downtown business area and encourage 
further development,’’ said George 
Langmack, Menomonie city manager. A 
new Don’s Super Value would be built in the 
district. 

The Fraternity Housing Corporation filed 
suit against the city last May. 

“T feel we have a very strong case,”’ said 
Hugh—Braun, Milwaukee condemnation 
specialist and attorney for the fraternity. 
‘The evidence entered clearly shows that 
the TIF district was created for one man’s 
— Don William's — benefit. The statute is 
very clear specifying its use for public good 
only,’’ he added. 

“The city council’s claim that 25 percent 
of the district area is blighted, is un- 


founded. Also, serving the jursidictional 
offer on the fraternity and not the housing 
corporation is a serious mistake,” said 
Braun. 

Tim Williams, president of the Sigma 
Tau Gamma housing corpdration, testified 
that the condemnation payment was served 
on the fraternity instead of the Housing 
Corporation. 

The fraternity and the housing cor- 
poration are separate entities. The cor- 
poration is a legal entity recognized by the 
state of Wisconsin as a_ non-profit 
organization. 

Art Best, a professional real estate ap- 
praiser, testified that the TIF was im- 
properly formed by the city. According toa 
Wisconsin statute, the Tax Increment Law 
can only be used when at least 25 percent of 
the identified area is blighted. 

“In my professional opinion,’’ said Best, 
“the area west of Second Street is not 
blighted. While there is physical 
depreciation on the fraternity house, it is 
not obsolete. It is a 8200-foot structure in 40 
percent physical condition in nice ap 
pearance. I consider a 15 percent condition 
obsolete,’’ said Best. ° 

“It is not a blighted property. It is an 
older, rather attractive property, currently 
at its highest and best use. It has about 20 
more years of life expectancy and it doesn’t 
distract from any other good property in 
the neighborhood,”’ said Best. ‘‘Only ten 
percent of the district is blighted,’’ said 
Best. ; 

In the official city report creating the TIF 
district, although no specific properties are 
mentioned as blighted, the report generally 
claimed a 25 percent blighted condition. 

During Langmack’s testimony, he 
revealed that the city attempted to 
redevelop the area in the past. 

‘Between 1970 and 1972 the city at- 
tempted to purchase the properties in the 


area, not condemn. The project did not 
succeed,’’ said Langmack. 

Langmack went on to claim that 
acquiring the fraternity house property 
was a key in the redevelopment plans. 

In his testimony, Don Williams, president 
and owner of Don’s Super Valu, Inc., said 
“Prior to when the Tax Increment Law 


became available, I planned to remcdel - 


and expand the store. The cost was too high 
so when I became aware that TIF might be 
a feasable project, I made plans to

rebuild,’ said Williams. 

“‘My marketing research has shown that 
the TIF district is the best location of a new 
store. I view it a gateway to the north. The 
present area that encompasses the district 
is unsightly,”’ said Williams. 

The proposed Super Valu Store would be 
250,000 square feet. 

The remainder of the district would be 
paved as parking lots. ‘The Sigma Tau 
Gamma house will be our prime parking 
area,”’ added Williams.

STUDENTS. The students of each institution or campus subject to the responsibilities 
and powers of the board, the president, the chancellor and the faculty shall be active 
participants in the immediate governance of and policy development of such institutions. 
As such, students shall have primary responsibility of the formulation and review of 
policies concerning student life, services and interests. Students, in consultation with the 
chancellor and subject to the final confirmation of the board, shall have the responsibity 
for the disposition of those student fees which constitute substantial support for campus 
student activities. The students of each institution or campus shall have the right to 
organize themselves in a manner they determine and to select their representatives to 


The above is the famed and fabled passage in the Wisconsin state statutes that 
t themselves in the way that the campus is 
conducted. It was news at the time it was drafted into the Mengen Bill in 1971, and it’s 
still news in many areas where the idea of shared governance, as this plan is called, is 
shaking many a good administrator and faculty member. 


campus has more pitfalls to it than a 
stretch of Dunn County road.

During the trial between the Sigma Tau 
Gamma Housing Corporation and the city 
of Menomonie, the city’s attorney 
mispronounced the city name, referring to 
it as the city of Monopoly. In the city’s 
attempt to condemn the Sig Tau house, it 
has shown many questionable activities 
which may make the attorney’s mistake 
correct. : 

The case revolves around the city’s plans 
to ‘“‘redevelop"’ two city blocks near J.T.C. 
Halls. 

Earlier this year the city condemned all 
of the properties in that area, including the 
fraternity house. The city council used a 
fairly new state statute called the Tax 
Increment Finance Law to expedite con- 
demnations. 

A new Don's Super Value Store is 
scheduled to be built in the redevelopment 
area. 

The city council tried to redevelop the 
same area in the early 1970's. At that time, 
they proposed to build a Holiday Motor Inn. 
While the city was in the process of pur- 
chasing property in the area, the Holiday 
Inn offer was withdrawn. Since that time, 
the city ‘tredeveloped’’ one of the lots by 
making a parking lot. The others were left 
to depreciate. 

Allowing property to deteriorate could be 
interpreted as a strategic move to let the 
area fall under the Increment Law’s 
definition of a prime condemnable area. If 
just 25 percent of the two blocks were ob- 
solete, the city could move in and condemn 
the remaining properties. 

Even with their own blighted properties, 
the council had to stretch the interpretation 
of a condemnable area to reach the 25 
percent mark.

Yet the city 
continued condemnation proceedings with 
William’s verbal agreement to extend his 


proposal. 
The direct land purchase, the sale 
proposal and the informai verba! 


agreement could be viewed as dirty small 
town politics. . 

If this is the city of Monopoly, one could 
easily see who shakes the dice and owns 
most of the land. Coupled with the twisted 
interpretation of the state statute, one could 
also say that the same person makes most 
of the rules of the game up, and many are 
made while the game is played. 

The most questionable dealing took place 
last winter. The city council rezoned the 
Sigma Tau Gamma house property from . 
residential to commercial. That move 
completed what appears to be a systematic 
plan turning the whole two block area into a 
commerical district. Of course, the Sig 
Taus were surprised and angered at the 
action, especially since the rezoning public 
hearing took place on Dec. 21, 1977 - during 
UW-Stouts Christmas break. 

There is one note of irony in this whole 
affair. The city council based their con- 
demnation argument on the fact that 25 
percent of the area property was blighted 
including their parking lots. If Don’s Super 
Value is built, 75 percent of the district will 
be paved for parking facilities.

We ‘all yelled. Arch thousand! Three 
thousand! Four thousand! Five thousand! 
Look, look, look! ; 


parachute jump. Arch. The first practice 
included arching — an important body 
position for leaving the plane. 


We spread ourselves out on the table on 
our stomachs and arched. The stomach is 
the center of gravity and the feet and arms 
are held shoulder width apart. The head is 
held back so the parachuter can look at his 
canopy. This ition is assumed im- 
mediately whén leaving the plane. 


“What you do on the ground is what you 
do in the air. We try to simulate the jump as 
much as _ possible,” said Doug Brown, 
jumpmaster. 

The formalized class training takes close 
to eight hours to complete. During this 
time, the safety aspects of the sport are 
emphasized. ‘‘At Baldwin Center there has 
been only one broken anklé for total in- 


juries, and that person did not land as in-- 


structed,” said Brown. 


Training costs $90 and includes the first 
static line jump and four free falls. 

In a static line jump, the parachutist’s 
canopy opens by itself. The parachute is 
connected to the plane. In a free fall jump, 
the parachutist pulls his own ripcord after 
“flying” to a desired altitude. 

Instructor Brown has ten years - of 
jumping experience, including 517 jumps. 

Throughout the training, the student 
works closely with the jumpmaster. It is 
the jumpmaster who determines when a 
student is ready to go to the next step in 
training and parachuting. 

The jump school is controlled by the 
Federal Aviation Administration (FAA). 
Jumpmaster and instructors are members 
of the Unted States Parachute ‘Association 
(USPA) and are licensed.

According to Brown, ‘The guidelines of 
the USPA are followed to the letter. 
Students need clear directions and un- 
derstanding since parachuting puts one in a 
foreign envifonment,”’ said Brown. ‘“‘It is 
importnt to have a clear head,” he said.

size relationships are clear since you can 
relate to the surroundings. At 3000 feet in 
the air; there is nothing to relate to fora 
size comparison,” said Brown. 

Advanced jumpers use altimeters to tell 
how far above the ground they are. 


“The fun part of the sport is in free 
falling,’’ Brown said. ‘‘But the first jumps

It opens 
automatically as the student jumps from 
the plane. = 


The helmet is used for protection and 
boots that cover the ankles are’ used for 
support.

By pulling the “‘toggles’’ it is possible to 
turn to run, hold or crab the chute. Each of 
these is a technique uséd to'get the

We practiced PLF’s (Parachute Landing 
Falls) on the ground, on a step two feet high 
and a step three feet high’ We practiced so 
our PLF’s would be automatic. ° 

From the step, we graduated to towers. 
These are wooden supports that leave the 
students’ feet about four feet off the ground.

“Emergencies only happen when. 
someone screws up,’’ Brown said.

But Sunday was sunny with few clouds.

“Hello, Mom? This js Kevin. Hey, I want 
to tell you about something I did today. I 
was going to call you before I did it, but I 
remember how you worried before I played 
high school football. 


“Mom, I jumped out of an airplane today. 
Don’t worry, I was only 2800 feet in the air 
when I—jumped. -Of--course, I--useda 
parachute. I’m okay, really.” 


My moment of truth came on Sunday, 
Sept. 17. [had dreamed of parachuting for 
four -years and now the opportunities 
presented itself. My emotions ran high and 
they were mixed. I felt excited, yet timid, I 
felt very masculine, yet very much afraid. 


The Sat. before, I went through an intense 
seven hour instructional program. During 
that time I learned how to get into a jump 
plane, what to do inside of it, how to get out 
of it and how to land. 


At 1 p.m. the center owner called all of 
the first time jumpers. together for a short 
talk. He said that the winds were too un- 
predictable to jump safely. We would have 
to wait. 


My heart sank. I waited four more hours 
until he called again. He announced that it 
was time. 


Seating was very tight in the plane. I sat 

_ on the floor in the middle of the group. I 

suddenly felt comfort in numbers until the 
plane left the ground. 


I can’t describe the feeling of seeing the 
solid earth disappear from sight. Knowing 
that the only way I was going to make it 
back was on my own was a- sobering 
oe 


- We tried to calm each other by offering 
each other winks and nervous smiles. I 
experienced a.tremendous. 
between the people in the plane. Our lives, 


in a way depended upon the disciplined: 


actions of each other. 


" Suddenly, the time to jump had arrived. I 
now realized that we wre playing for keeps 
and I was the next to go. 


“Are you ready?” 


I positioned myself in front of the open : 


door. My mind was blank, I was just 
awaiting the next direction. Anticipation 
rushed through my body. 


“Go to the door.” 

As-my legs dangled outside, a message 
jumped through my nervous system from 
my toes to my head. ‘Hey, there is Bceciptin: 
below here but cold air.’ 

“Go!! ”? : 


I jumped. The feeling hit me as a title 
wave hits a sailboat. I was free. There was 
nothing above me, nothing below me. It was 
a lonely feeling. Z 


I felt a jerk about my shoulders. I looked 
up and there it was, a beautiful green 
canopy. I no longer felt alone. 

The 90 seconds that was between that 


point and when I hit the ground are hard to - 


describe. I experienced a freedom and 
sensation I never felt before. : 


I landed surprisingly soft. The rest of my 
actions that day were. obliviated by 
reflections of the first few seconds out of the 
plane. It was.a sensation that I now flash 
back to often. 

I will do it again.

or a ca canoeing, 
or backpacking trip can be as important as 
the choice of boots, tent, or sleeping bag. 
Canoéists and backpackers especially, face 
a challenge in designing a culinary plan 


~sinee they must bear in mind weight and 


space limitations. 
“The following guidelines can aid ‘in 
planning food supplies for your next trip: 


1. Plan on 114 to 2 pounds of dehydrated 
food per person per day. The physical 
cavity involved.in hiking or canoeing will 
cause an average person-to burn 2800 to 


, 3800 calories per day. one any less 


food may be inviting hunger 


2. Include foods which are high in calories 
for their weight: Exampes are dried fruits; 
honey, nuts and peanut butter. Plan on 
using lots of fat in cooking or including 


some high fat foods. Fat contains twice the . 


calories of protein or carbohydrates. It is 
also more slowly utilized, meaning that it 
will leave you feeling full long after you 
have eaten. 


3. Be concerned with adequate nutrition. 
Even in the outdoors and especially on 


’ extended trips it is important that you eat 2 


variety of foods to provide balanced meals. 
Carbohydrates and fats are easy to come 
by, but an adequate amount of proteins and 
‘vitamins maybe more-difficult to obtain. 
“The-use-of -whole_grains and whole grain 
flours will add vitamins and minerals, as 


will liberal use of dried fruits.-Vitamin C, ~ 
. found most often in fresh fruits and 


vegetables;could be in short supply when 
the menu is freeze-dried. Use of a vitamin 
C-enriched powdered drink or a vitamin 
tablet will'insure enough of the -nutrient. 
If freeze-dried meats are -beyond your 


- budget, protein cam be supplied by non-fat 
___dry milk, powdered eggs, nuts, dry sausage 


or beef jerky, and firm cheeses. Cheese will 
keep if it is wrapped securely to prevent its 
drying -out, and if it is wiped occaionally 
with a cloth dipped in baking soda to 
prevent mold growth. 


‘4. Consider the area you will be traveling 
in. If the fishing is good you may be able to 
add fresh fish to the menu. If the water 
supply will be. limited, try to limit the 
amount of thirst creating foods you bring 
along: If the weather will be cold bring 
more food and plan on more dishes to be 
served hot. 

5. Vary a freeze-dried or pre-packaged 
processed diet with a little home cookin’. 
Following are two recipes you might want

No decisions were made concerning the 
fate of the Devil’s Punch Bowl and the hot 
mix plant at a public hearing held Thur- 
sday, Sept. 21. The meeting was adjourned 
after many testimonials and debate. The 


justments adjourned to consider the 
problem. A date was not set for the next 
hearing or decision announcement. 

Several questions were raised concerning 
the purpose of the meeting. Bob Walters, 
-attorney representing the petitioners op- 
posed to the hot mix location asked after 
several tstimonies, “I’m trying to figure 
out what we’re doing here. The special 
exemption was granted and as far as we 
know it’s still in full force.”’ 

A 28 day exemption to the agriculture 
zone was granted to Mathey Construction 
Co. Aug. 28 to operate a hot mix plant. The 
exemption was halted by petitioners op- 
posing its operation. At the time of the Sept. 
21 hearing, the-board was not sure if the 
exemption was in effect. 

An unanswered questiun was how the 
board made the decision to grant the 
exemption. The board used subjective data 
to set levels and limitations for the hot mix 
plant. There was a question as to the boards 
ability to make the decision with no ob- 
jective data. 


Itis the boards decision whether or not to 


have an enviromental impact Pecan 
made. According to Roland Waters, 
chairman of the board, “If it takes too 
much time, the plant may not be able to 
operate in time.” 

Charles F. Mathey, owner of the La 
Crosse Hot’ Mix Plant began the 
testimonials by stating, ‘‘I was asked by the 
‘Dunn County Highway Department to put a 
plant on the property by the Punch Bowl.” 

Curt Obert, Dunn County High Comm- 
ssioner said, ‘“Dunn County has a contract 
with Mathey to produce hot mix for all 
persons who need it. I feel the plant will 
generate as clean and noiseless as any 
plant in Wisconsin. If this plant does not go 
into operation it will cost $2600 extra per

mile for all residents in southern Dunn 
County who need paved roads.” 

A landowner near the Punch Bowl stated, 
“No one is depriving people of blacktop, it’s 
just not fair for all the land to -be 
depreciated and the peace, quiet and 
tranquility of the area disturbed. People 


are holding up building and buying land in . 
the area while this is being solved,” he said.

A new guideline for a liberal arts core is 
presently being studied by Ted Baker, dean 
of Liberal Studies, and a committee which 
has been appointed by the dean. 

The core, which is under consideration, 
will put 55 credits of liberal studies into all 
majors. According to Baker, most majors 
will not be affected to any great extent. The 
hotel-restaurant and home economics 
education majors would be changed to the 
highest degree. 

Baker recently sent out a rough draft of 
the liberal arts core guidelines to faculty 
and academic staff in the School of Liberal 
Arts. In the rough draft, Baker included a 
questionnaire for instructor reponses. 

Due to the large number of responses, 
Baker composed a special committee to 
read the responses and prepare a sum- 
mary. Baker said that there were a wide 
variety of responses, both for and against. 

Robert Melrose, asociate professor said 
that he is not entirely in favor of the 
proposed core. 

“J don’t think that we should water down 
the humanities any more than they are,” 
said Melrose. “The fine arts are fine,

The new core would put more emphasis 
on the performing arts such as theater, 
music, and art itself. 


“Stout students are excellent students,” 
said Norman Ziemann, assistant dean of 
Liberal Studies. ““But, many times we have 
students come back and tell us that they 
wish they would have had the opportunity 
to take more liberal studies.” : 

Baker said that if the new core does go 
into effect there will be a redistribution of 
the present 128-130 credits needed to 
graduate. 

“Most of the professional courses will be 
outmodeled in 10 years,” said Baker. 
“Those 80 some credits could be better used 
somplace else.”’ 

The purpose of the new core, according to 
Ziemann and Baker, is to improve the 
quality of Stout education. 

“We're making education better for 
students in that we are giving them more 
liberal studies,” said Baker.

Nuclear power a problem 


Letter to the Editor 


Dear Editors: 

On page one of the Stoutonia last week 
you published a short article giving an 
objective account of a speech by Lynn 
Moline of NSP defending nuclear power 
plants. No reference to the tremendous 
opposition to nuclear power which is 
sweeping our nation, or the reasons for that 
opposition, was made. I believe that fair- 
ness would demand the printing of this 
article on page one this week. 

Moline said that the fears of. nuclear 
power opponents are groundless. She says 
that a nuclear power plant produces only 64 
cubic feet of radioactive waste per year. 
However she neglects to mention that this 
waste will remain radioactive for 25,000 
years, That means that a vast disposal 
system must be sealed and safe from 
earthquakes, floods, terrorism, 
deterioration, and war for 25,000 years! 

A more scientific approach to nuclear 
power would be to first solve the problem of 
nuclear waste and only then build 
the power plant. Otherwise we are putting 
the cart before the horse. The Wisconsin 
Public Service Commission apparently 
agrees, since they recently stated that 
except for the Tyrone plant and one other, 
all new nuclear power plants must have 
adequate permanent storage facilities for 
nuclear waste before they will be granted a 
permit. Many of us in Dunn County would 


like the Tyrone plant to be subjected to the 
same requirement. 

The NSP spokesman also failed to 
mention the problem of dismantling of 
nuclear power plants after they become 
useless in 25-35 years. These plants must be 
sealed up or dismantled and sealed up in 
the same manner as the nucelar waste 
because they also will be highly radioactive 
for 25,000 years. 

Because you cannot see nuclear radiation 
and because the effects are often slow in 
showing themselves, it may be difficult for 
most students to see the enormity of the 
problem. Foresight is needed. NSP, with its 
“respectable’’ image and _ polished 
professional public relations staff is a 
formidable opponent for the large numbers 
of relatively unsophisticated poor local 
farmers who must demonstrate to be even 
noticed by the media. The media has a 
responsibility to present the views of the 
poor and the powerless as well as NSP. 

Nuclear power, although still not a major 
source of energy in our nation, already has 
been responsible for radioactive leaks into 
the air, soil, and water of nearby areas. 
Advocates hope for 1000 nucelar power 
plants in the United States by the year 2000. 
However, wide-spread grassroots op- 
position have reduced their expectations to 
200-500 by the end of the century. 

There are numerous other arguments 
against nuclear power. Among them: 
inadequate safety protection for workers, 
the possibility of a nuclear accident, and

The University Student Senate debated 
the merits of establishing a higher grade 
point average for the ‘‘Who’s Who among 
American Colleges and Universities”’ 
award last week. The average required is 
now 2.80 and the Public Relations com- 
mittee wanted to up the average to 3.20. 
That proposal was overturned by the 
senators in making a stand on how much of 
a factor academics should play in selecting 
students to receive service awards. 

Actually little heated discussion took 
place because of the confussion that 
developed between the purpose of the 
Who’s Who award and Stout’s own 
Medallion Award. At one point a Senate 
executive mentioned that the Medallion 
was “just a Stout award.”’ (That rattling 
noise was the late Dean M.M., Price turning 
over in his grave.) The Stoutonia didn’t 
even get it straight when they referred to 
the Medallion Award as an academic 
award. The last thing the Medallion is is an 
academic award. 

On this campus, the Medallion Award is 
the highest non-academic award given to a 
student for his contributions to Stout’s 


.. environs. 


The Medallion’s criteria are subjective of 
course. There is no good way to develop a 
checklist of leadership and service to the 
campus that would gauge the quality of the 
contributions. Indeed, if a checklist were 
developed it would only serve to guarantee 
that some would get the medal who didn’t 
do anymore than garner a lot of check 
marks on a page. 

Some of the other qaulifications are that 
the number of Medallions given should 
never exceed one percent of the schools’ 
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enrollment, and rarely have the maximum 
number being given out. The principal 
recipients are seniors, although on a couple 
of occasions juniors have been given the 
Medallion. 

The award itself is a piece of bronze a 
quarter of an inch thick and three inches in 
diameter. A replica of the Medallion is in 
the lobby of the west entrance to the 
Memorial Student Center. Chances are that 
you’ve walked across it a couple of times 
each day. . 

The Medallion celebrates its 20th year in 
1978 having been created by the Stout 
Student Association in 1958. In that time the 
only changes from the original have come 
from the changes in Stout’s name. 

The Who’s Who award is a national 
award and a bit of a racket in that, it’s a 
money making operation. The company 
gets campuses to submit names to be in- 
cluded in a massive, and expensive book 
that is the pride of parents, grandparents, 
aunts and uncles; get the drift? Also 
available are wail plaques, certificates, 
key chain fobs, and similar gear. 


The national award has no standards 
other than what each participating school 
sets for itself. Some schools set their 
standards very high, much like our 
Medallion, and others set rather low 
criteria, but there is nothing that is con- 
sistent. 


I don’t want to rap the Who’s Who too 
hard. I’ve received it once myself and have 
applied again this year. 

But on this campus it’s the Medallion 
Award that is premeir, and that’s the way it 
should stay.

A recent Stoutonia editorial encouraged 
students to join campus organizations. It 
highlighted many benefits that can be 
derived, such as self-development and 
employment opportunities. 

I disagree - don’t campus groups. In 
fact, I urge you to out of some of the 
clubs you.might have joined. 

The main problem fraternities, hobby 
clubs, and essional groups have is that 
the group is composed of many ‘‘joiners’’ 
and few “members.” 

In the book Leadership is Everybody’s 
Business, John Larson, Leslie Griffin and 
Franklin Don -accurately describes the 
difference between a joiner and a member 
and the problems a joiner creates.

important photographic evidence in the 
President Kennedy assassination case. 

Photographic consultant Sergeant Cecil 
Kirk says that the missing negative is one 
of the so-called ‘‘backyard photos’”’ of Lee 
Harvey Oswald. Those photos ostensibly 
show Oswald standing in three different 
poses in his backyard, holding a riflye a 
gun, and leftist literature. 

The Dallas police and the Warren 
Commission both reported that although 
several different prints of the backyard 
photos were found, only one of the original 
negatives was ever recovered. That one 
negative was seized at Oswald’s -hhome by 
police immediately after the assassinatien. 

However, Sergeant Kirk says he has 
scientifically analyzed photo prints made 
by the Dallas Police after the assassination 
which are now in the national archives. He 
reports he has discovered that the Dallas 
police used a second photo negative of 
Oswald, a negative they claim they never 

essed. 

Where the Dallas police could have ob- 
tained that second backyard negative is a 
mystery. A carefully itemized list of 
everything they seized at Oswalds home 
does not include any mention of that 
negative, and it was never turned over to 
the Dallas police.

The first resume workshop here was held 
Sept. 20 for graduating seniors. 

“It’s time for the seniors to wake up,” 
said Robert Dahlke, placement director. 
“They'll spend several weeks writing and 
rewriting term papers for a better grade to 
get them out of a class and out of college, 
but they won’t spend ten minutes on a 
document that will affect them for the rest 
of their life.” 

According to Dahlke, the resume is a 
historical document which. can either 
benefit the graduate or will do more harm 
than good because it has been done badly. 

The resume will not guarantee a job. But, 
if it contains the right information it can 
open doors. It is a sales document. The 
jobseeker is the product and the resume is 
trying to sell that product. 

The resume should be organized in 
reverse chronological order with the most 
important information first. The bottom of 
the page is a subtle indication of less im- 
portant information. 

The professional objective and work 
experience are the most important features 
of the resume. The chief problem here is 
that the professional objective is either too 
general or too specific. It should contain 
immediate goals and long range goals. 

The professional: objective is the only 
part of your resume that is future-oriented. 
It is here that the jobseeker can assure the 
interviewer of his value to their company. 

‘Take your work experience and make it 
future oriented,’’ said Dahlke. 

If one’s work experience is related to his 
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field, write about it and what was gained. If 
the work experience is not related, don’t 
write about it. 

Dig for transferrable skills even if it 


seems unimportant or if it seems like you - 


are bragging. That is, skills that would | be 
valuable in other settings. Don’t sell 
yourself short. Be positive and optimistic in 
picking apart skills. 

Dahlke will help applicants see how work 
expereience is related to his field. Show 
how the job has contributed to self-growth. 

Example: Because I worked. here I 
learned to organize...Emphasize what you 
can do for the company. 

Other things to remember when writing a 
resume are: 

Do use your name at the top of the 
resume. This is the most important ob- 
jective of the resume. 

DON’T print ‘‘resume’”’ at the top. This is 
a sales document about yourself. 

DO put the professional objective near 
the top where it will jump out at you. 

DON’T use any long-winded phrases. 

DO make every word say something and 
be short. 

DO use words like ‘responsibility,’ 
‘“‘supervising,’’ ‘‘maintaining,’’ 
“‘organized,’’ ‘‘initiate,’’ ‘‘managed,”’ 


“‘confidence,”’ ‘‘motivate,”’ ‘‘plan,’’ etc. 
These words and their meanings will im- 
mediately be attached to you. 

DO be honest! 

Do be sincere!

There I was staring at the first test of the 
semester, pages and pages of hoyaat 
guessing. At nine o’clock in the morning 
every answer looks right! However, I’ve 
since learned there is an art to deciding the 
right answers on tests. 

The first step in the art of successfully 
taking tests is to develop confidence: Only 
the well prepared can afford to be don- 


“fident! 


Preparation begins with good study and 
notetaking skills. Believe it or not, there 
are usually key ideas worth noting in all 
that mundaencss that instructors are in- 
clined to rattle on about. Just select the 
most pertinent items and expand on them 
later. 

There are usually reading materials 


-_aecompanying the course, commonly 


known as textbooks. These are not to be 
read-as novels. There are no gothic plots in 
Economics 101. Turn subtitles around into 
questions and answer them as you read. 
This will help you keep alert to what you 
are reading. ; 

- All those discarded quizzes should be 
dragged out before a test too. Review all 
your bum answers and pick out the in- 
strictor’s style of questioning. 

Get some sleep. Anxiety attacks are a 
major reason why so many of us do so 
poorly on tests. Relax. Hours of studying 
are wasted if the night of a test makes you 
freeze up and forget everything. 

Do you consider tests as a personal battle 
the teacher wages with you or a contest in 
which one tries to outwit the other? 


Tests: those timeless 


To adopt a positive attitude toward test 
taking it is essential to first understand the 
reasons for taking tests.. pe ite 

Ideally, tests should be the trigger that 
motivates us to study. In most cases they 
are an instructor’s sole means of deter- 
mining our grade. 

Tests can reveal what instructors con- 
sider important. Instructors can gauge the 

~extentof their class's progress from tests. 

Tests also require students to make 
decisions regarding appropriation of time, 


interpretation of facts, and to discriminate 


between ‘essential and supporting ideas. 

Tests show the instructor which students 
are willing to expand the energy required to 
maintain high standards. . 

The next step in mastering. the art of 
taking tests is-understanding the general 
principles of actually taking the test. 

Directions can be tricky. Read every 
word and make sure you understand them. 

Then read every question and allot 
enough time for answering’ them. Answer 
the easier questions first. Leave enough 
time to review your answers at the end. 
Also leave enough room after every 
question to amplify later if necessary. 

There are two major types of tests: the 
objective and the subjective. 

The objective test will necessitate your 
learning more specific facts and being able 
to recongize answers. Objective tests in- 
clude: the multiple choice, matching, true 
and false, and fill-in-the-blank. ‘‘Objective”’ 
refers to questions. with only one answer. 

Your first choice is usually the best so

they are filthy and unsafe,’’ says Barb, 
who’s a student here at Stout. 


Another problem is that the landlord is 
never around. Says Mitch, a senior in In-‘ 


dustrial Tech, ‘‘He hasr’t come to the house 
once. I haven’t seen him at all this year.’ 

“He promised us in our contract that 
there would be a’ maintenance man 
provided to keep the house kept up,”’ said 
Brian, a junior Industrial Tech major. ‘‘I 
haven’t seen him yet either.”’ 

According to Wendy, a junior in Hotel and 
Restaurant Management, ‘‘Our roof leaks, 
the door is broken, our bathroom tiles are 
broken, and falling off. He’s collected in- 
surance on some of this stuff, and he’s 
given us a verbal promise to fix them. But 
he hasn’t.”’

There is no need for the cook of the house 
to panic when hunters in the family arrive 
home this fall with their full limit of game. 
By following a few~-tips and rules, wild 
game can be turned into a variety of easy 
and delicious dishes, according to Paul 
Goede, director of contract meals at UW- 
Stout. 

Goede, an accomplished professional 
chef, said that too much meat from wild 
game is wasted each year because cooks do 
not take the time to prepare it properly. 

“think the-whole secret_is in 
the meal ahead of time,’’ he said. ‘‘It is 


_ important to know the game and also to 


plan the whole meal in itself so that- other 
items go with the meal.” 

According to Goede, one of the major 
objections to eating game is the so called 
“wild taste’ that fails to appeal to some 
people. That can be easily avoided by 


~ soaking the meat in milk: The process_can_ 
also eliminate an unpleasasnt taste meat 


acquires when stored in the freezer for 
several months. 

“Milk is known for its natural 
deodorizing qualities,’ Goede said. ‘‘The 
natural sugar of the milk will remove 


strong flavors. In addition; the sugar-and- - 


starch help form a quick golden brown 
crust which adds to eye appeal. Marinades 
can also be used overnight or for mpyernl 
days. ” 

“For spices, I use- marjoram, “thyme, 
sage, rosemary and juniper for all wild 
game,”’ he said. ‘‘These are all items that 
give an enjoyable taste.”’ According to 
Goeder, a must for-all wild game is wild 
rice. 

“It should be used as much as feasible 
because wild rice goes right along with wild 
game,’’.he said. ‘‘The whole secret of it is to 
follow instructions on how to cook it. I think 
more and more people are doing that.” 

Methods of preparation will depend on 
what meat is being used. 

“Temperature and time. always depend 
on the size and age of the animal,’’ Goede 
said. He explained, for example, that game 
birds require a higher temperature than 
domestic chickens because ‘“‘the breast is 
dryer and requires more frequent basting.’ 
He gives some specific tips on different 
kinds. of -meat:

Venison. ‘‘People usually eat venison in 
three different ways,’’ Goede said. ‘‘They’ll 
make a steak, a roast, or they’ll grind it. 
But there are ragouts, there are stews that 
can be made instead of grinding it all. 
There are so mariy different things. The 
ribs can be barbequed, the bones can be 
used for stocks and for making gravies.”’ 

For roasts, he recommends putting the 
meat in a’ wine, vinegar, and spice 
marinade for several days, taking it out, 
drying it, and then baking it.-As it is 


_roasting, add a little marinade for flavor. 


“T like to use juniper berries for venison,” 
he said. 

Pheasants. ‘‘Many.of-the haiiaoks we get 
in Wisconsin are not mature because 
they’re released early,’’ Goede said. 
“They’re very difficult to pick. So many 
people put then in boiling water. That af- 
fects the meat. and you won’t get the 


flavor.” 
“He recommends that the- breast and_legs-__ to bring o 


should be skinned, then cooked with layers 
of bacon or thin sliced salt pork over the 
top. 

“Actually, there is not fat there and, you 
need the fat for the cooking part of it,”’ he 
said. 

Raccoon. ‘‘This meat has a very strong fat 
content. The whole secret to working with it 
is, after you skin it to take a small knife and 
remove all the fat you possibly can,’’ Goede 


“' said. “Then, to ensure that you have 


removed all the fat, take a lemon, cut it in 
half, soften it with your hands and rub down 
the carcass inside and out with lemon 
juice.”’ 

He explained that the fat lodged in the 
crevices will absorb the lemon juice and the 
acid from it wil break. it down. He 
recommends a_ raccoon stuffing. of 
fresh apples, and prunes 
placed in-the body crevices. 

“When it bakes, the sauerkraut will also 
cut the grease,” he said. ‘‘The sauerkraut 
dressing-is really a hit.”

Squirrel. ‘‘Many people boil them in water 
for two or three hours,” Goede said. ‘‘All 
they have to do is to marinate the meat 
overnight and then bake it the next day.”’ 


Rabbit. ‘‘Marinate the meat, dip it in flour, . 


brown it, then bake it,’”’ Goede said. “Bacon 
is good with rabbit because it improves the 


wild taste.’ With rabbits, he recommends. 


potato dumplings “because with. some 
rabbit meat you can make an excellent 
dressing.’’ 

Ducks and Geese. ‘‘With wild duck, geese 
or grouse, I add apple cubes, cooked 
prunes, smothered onions, chopped 


celery, charlock, chestnuts, pecans and - 


walnuts,”’ Goede said. 

Goede recommends serving fruit with 
most wild game. He also points out that 
many parts of the animals, normally 
discarded, can be put to use. 

“The liver and gizzards can be cooked 
separately, ground up and put into gravies 


recommends different uses for the heart 
and tongue. . 

“T think American people waste more 
food when it comes to those parts of it,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Our packers don’t; we should take. 
lessons from people who process our other 
meats They don’t waste a -thi 
g. ” 

A complete non-credit course in wild 
game cooking will be offered by Goede Nov. 
3, 4 and 11 through Stout’s Office of Con- 
tinuing Education, in cooperation with the 
State Department of Natural Resources.

He, 
along with his fiancee, Leslie Marlett, 
started TopHat Chimney Cleaning in an 
effort to become self-employed. 


“T was working in a place with too many 
chiefs and not enough indians and knew 
there must be something better,’’ -said 
Schellinger. ‘‘I saw in the magazine, 
Mother Earth News, an article by a 
chimney sweep, and his work and lifestyle 
looked interesting. I wrote a few letters and 
contacted companies to get some in 
formation.”’ 

After seeing an advertisement for the 
Wisconsin School of Chimney Sweeps he

decided to take the chance and invest $2,000 
in equipment and schooling. He and Marlett 
spent the weekend in Tomah, for on-the-job 
training. 


“The skills required to clean a chimney 
are farily easy and basic. Once you get the 
brush in your hand and have done it a few 
times it’s a standard procedure.” 

The procedure itself may be routine but 
the job experiences definitely are not. 

“Folks are naturally curious about two 
people in formal tails and tophats parading 
around on a roof. We get occasional 
spectators watching us,’’ Schellinger said. 
‘In fact, on one of our first paid jobs one of 
the spectators was a policeman. He did not 
believe we were chimney sweeps and 
demanded we come off the roof. The

customer we were cleaning thé chimney for 
had to verify that she was employing us 
before we could return to work.” 
Cleaning a chimney, furnace, or stove 
calls for the same basic procedure. 
Equipment needed are hand brushes, metal 
rods, a respirator, and a specially designed 


vacuum ¢éleaner. The ‘vacuum has a non- 


flammable filter, special bags and a motor 
stronger than a home vacuum. This extra 
hard suction is needed to keep up with the 
soot shower which occurs: when cleaning. 


To start the process, a drop cloth is 
placed by the opening of the fireplace, the 
vacuum is connected to suck away any soot 


__which falls while Schellinger _removes 


unburned material and ashes. This is done 
with flexible rods made from fiberglass to 
which cylindrical wire brushes are at- 
tached. He starts on the roof, pushing the 
ashes down, and finishes the lower section 
of the chimney from the inside of the house. 
While he is inside, he wears a respirator to 
filter the air coming down the chimney. An 
average job can take from 20 minutes to 
two hours and prices usually run $30-$35.

His attendant to the job is Marlett. She 
adjusts the position of the vacuum and

Tomah and is caable of performing the job 
herself. 

“T enjoy doing the work - it sure is dif- 
ferent,’’ said Marlett. ‘‘It took me awhile to 
adjust to steep climbs up to the roofs, 
though.” ; 


According to Schellinger, the National 
Fire Prevention Association’s statistics 
state that 40,000 chimney fires caused $23 
million damage in 1976. He recommended 
that families with fireplaces or wood and-or 
coal appliances, such as cook stoves, have 
their chimney cleaned once a year. With a 
year’s use, there is enough soot to burn a 
house down.

‘Quiet’ weekend 
yields 80 arrests

According to Wayne Heikkila, chief of 
police, 80 persons were arrested last 
weekend. He estimated that 50 percent - 60 
percent of those arrested were Stout 
students, 5 percent were local residents and 
the rest were from out of the area. 


According to Heikkila, arrests were 
made for open container, disorderly con- 
duct, obstructing an officer and littering. 

Heikkila reported that people were 
grouped in the streets downtown and 
marched across the north Menomonie 
bridge blocking traffic Saturday night. 

“This created an unnecessary hazard,”’ 
Heikkila stated. ‘‘It was just a select group 
of students and friends that got together 
and.involved themselves in unnecessary 
behavior.”’ 


Sam Wood, dean of students, said ‘‘It was 
the traffic and the people together that 
made it so dangerous.” 

Approximately 30 reserve officers from 
Chippewa, Eau Claire, St. Croix and Dunn 
counties were in Menomonie last weekend. 
Wood claimed that it was necessary to 
increase the number of police in case of 
violence. 


“Overall I think that things went very 
well, and that the officers did a good job,”’ 
said Heikkila. 

Heikkila said that police officers noted 
there was less litter and fewer people in the 
streets this year. 

“IT think that the effort made by the 
students, the tavern league, and other 
groups really had an impact on the 
situation,’’ said Heikkila. 

He added that as of Monday, (Oct. 9) he 
knew of no confirmed reports of physical 
injury during the weekend. 


‘There appeared to be fewer people that 
wanted to get invovled with the happenings 
downtown this year than we've had in the 
past,’ said Wood. The attendance at the 
dances and other activities held last 
Saturday night was low, he said. 


Both Heikkila and Wood claimed that 
parties held around town reduced at- 
tendance and lessened downtown crowding. 

Wood said that no disciplinary action will 
be taken by the University against those 
students arrested. They will be processed 
in civil court just as any other citizen. He 
said that the University and the community 
will probably take the same precautions for 
next years homecoming. 


‘‘Whether or not the things we did before 


homecoming to prevent problems was 
effective is up to the people’s in- 
terpretations,’’ said Wood. ‘‘But I'd like to 


think that the efforts made did help.”

Things are looking good for Stout’s new 


gym. 

‘‘We feel pretty good, we have a chance 
where we’ve never had a chance before,”’ 
said Bill Siedlecki, director of student 
activities. 

There have been five or six proposals for 
ths construction over the last ten years. 
Carol Dobrunz, chairman of the Physical 
Education and Health dept., has prepared 
these reports. 

The present facility was constructed in 
1960 when enrollment was 1493 students. 
This fall’s enrollment of 6599 uses the same 
facility. The physical education staff has 
increased from six to 14, but since 1966 
course offerings increased from 48 to over 
108. 

This year it was found there is a 30,000 sq. 
foot deficit support facilities for students. 
This is a special plus for approval on the 
addition. 

The new facility would add about 35,000- 


40,000 sq. feet. A gymnasium, racquetball - 


courts, classrooms, offices, locker rooms, 
and storage spaces are included in the plan. 
The present gym is 26,000 sq. feet. The total 
useable space would be 54,687 sq. feet with 
the new addition. 

The addition will be connected to the 
south end of Johnson Fieldhouse and will 
cost approximately three million dollars 
based on occupancy for four years from 
now in 1982.

goes to Central Administration in Madison 
where the plans undergo revisions. Then it 
goes to the State Building Committee, and 
finally it reaches the governor and 
legislature. 

“Tt is a game convincing someone down 
there we need something,” says Siedlecki. 
Stout and two other U.W. systems, River 
Falls and Eau Claire, also have requests 
for new buildings. 

“‘One will get it and the others won’t. How 
ean you justify we’ re more in need of it?’’ 
says Siedlecki. 

The fact that they still keep requesti 
feedback and clarification tends to indicate 
that Central Administration has finally 
approved the new addition on Johnson 
Fieldhouse. Presently a single room is 
divided in half so two or three courses can 
be taught at the same time. There is no 
space to set he gymnastics events all at 
once. 

Locker rooms are crowded. Separating 
men’s lockers from women’s results in 
losing that area for regular users. Many 
parts of the building are inaccessible to the 
handicapped. Inadequate storage space 
results in citations. 

Racquetball, a fast growing sport, is 
played in a one wall facility, giving an 
inaccurate picture of the activity. 

More space is needed for classrooms, to 
handle women’s athletics, to handle 
speakers and concerts, and so intramural 
sports do not have to be held as late as 12 
p.m.

Grade glut 
is trend in 


inflated grades 
at campuses

If you have been studying frantically in 
pursuit of the elusive ‘A’, stop for a 
moment to catch your breath. The “‘A”’ is 
sometimes a clever, evasive species and 
the pedigree ‘4.0 GPA” is an even rarer 
breed, or is it?

In what has been described as the ‘good 
grade glut” or ‘‘grade inflation”’ or the 70's 
has brought reports of a national trend 
toward higher grades on college campuses 
What effect has this trend had on Stout and 
the Stout graduate 


According to Glen Schuknecht, director 
of University Planning, this rise in grades 
did hit Stout and every other college ‘‘from 
Harvard to Podunk U."’ Data collected by 
the registrar’s office shows the highest 
overall average of GPA was recorded 
during the 1973-74 school year. In the past 
few years, grades have leveled off and 
Schuknecht says, the cycle has reversed 


The most recent information available 
from Institutional Research is for the fall 
semester of last year. During this term 30.4 
percent of the grades given were A's. This 
is a .5 percent drop in the percentage of A's 
given from the fall of 1973, however, 4.6 
percent more B's were given. Con- 
sequently, the average GPA has risen 


Breaking the wniversity down into 
schools, the School of Home Economics has 
shown a drop in the percentage of A's over 
the past five years from 35.2 percent in '73- 
74 to 28.4 percent last fall. The percentage 
also dropped in the Schools of Education 
and Interdisciplinary Studies by 7 percent 
and 29.2 percent respectively. Industry and 
Technology and Liberal Studies both 
showed slight increases in percentage of 
A’s given over the five year period 


What do these numbers mean? As a 
result of the national grade inflation of the 
70's, The Minnesota Daily, the University of 
Minnesota student newpaper, reports that 
“Employers and graduate schools stand 
wary of what good grades mean They 
disdain a high grade point average as the 
sole means of a graduate's abilities.” 

Samuel Wood, Dean of Students, said ‘'! 
don't know if an A 20 years ago was thought 
any more of than a A is today.” giving 
another point of view on grades 

“Grades have been used by employers 
and they will continue to be used as a 
measure of success,*’ said Direcytor of 
Placement, Robert Dahlke. According to 
Dahlke, when the supply of applicants is 
high in a particular field, grade point 
averages are often used as the cutoff 
criterian 

Since the 1960's, companies have done a 
turnabout, putting more emphasis on work 
experience, said Dahlke. Nothing (ex- 
cluding GPA) is as important as ap 
propriate work experience.” 

In summing up, Dahlke cited the ideal job 
seeker as one with a good grade point and 
experience in his-her field

Assertiveness the key in gaining consumer rights

Being a college student means breaking 
away from the watchful eye of mom and 
dad. Accompanying this independence is 
the opportunity to make more of your own 
decisions and, most likely, some of these 
decisions are concerned with money 
transactions, or consuming. Occasionally 
after making a purchase, you find that your 


“ss product, whether it is a car, lawn-mowing 


service, landlord, or shirt, does not meet 
your expectations. Perhaps your car’s door 
handle fell off, your flowers were cut to 
pieces by your lawn mowing service, the 
shirt you wore once split at the seams or 
your bathroom has mold growing in it due 
to lack of ventilation. Your landlord claims 
“everyone’s’’ bathroom has mold. What do 
you do? Ranting and raving without a 
purpose may make you feel better, but it 
will not help settle anything. Your role as 
an effective consumer now becomes very 
important. 


As a consumer you have a right to 
register a complaint if the goods or services 


a $ 

received are defective. But how do you 
make a complaint and exactly to whom is 
the complaint directed? The recent rise of 
consumer awareness has caused the 
creation of numerous consumer agencies, 
both public and private. But with the vast 
numbers and varied services of these 
agencies, the consumer seeking help and 
assistance often becomes confused and 
frustrated in their attempts. 

Before approaching an agency or 
business with your complaint, you first 
must determine what the problem is and 
what action you want. For example,, decide 
if you want a replacement, a refund or 
repairs. Do not communicate your com- 
plaint and be undecided on the action you 
want taken. Your complaint will have a 
better chance of being acted on if you are 
ae and you know what you want 

ne. 

Secondly, gather the materials to support 
your complaint. These should pein all 
warranties, cancelled checks, ard sales 
slips. This means you should keep the sales

Such copies indicate you are an 
consumer. 

Whether you “ going to make your 
cémplaint -ever. phone, in person, or 
through a letter, always tell the truth, be 
business-like and, as much as possible, be 
unbiased. If you are writng a complaint 
letter, use correct business letter form, 
type it (if possible), be brief, and send 
copies, not originals, of supporting 
documentation. 

Now that you are to make an 
effective complaint, to whom do you direct 
it? Always go and talk with the merchant or 
business from which you purchased the 
goods or services. Direct your complaint to 
the manager, not a salesperson. In most 
cases, you will get better results with your 
complaint if you talk with someone in 
authority. . 

If the manager is unwilling to assist you, 
send a letter of your complaint and all other 
pertinent papers (sales slips, etc.) to the 
company president or chairman of the 
board. Look up their names in the library. 


Using their names will show that you have 
done some research on the company and 
mean business. These names can be found 
in Complaint Directory for Consumers or 
Standard and Poor’s Corporation Direc- 
tory. Many manufacturers have consumer 

to which complaints con- 
cane a defective product can be direc- 


A final alternative you have before 
contacting any government agencies or 
public consumer organizations is to make 
trade and essional organizations such 
as The Major Appliance Consumer Action 
Panel or the American Bankers 
Association aware of your complaint. 


If no action has been taken by this time, 
then you should contact. the government 
agencies. These will be discussed in the 
following issues of the Stoutonia. 

If you did purchase something which does 
not meet your expectations and you are 
following through with a consumer com- 
plaint, remember that results often take 
time and you will not get an answer over 
night. The important thing is that you are 
complaining in an effective manner. 


Hitchhiker kidnaps Stout 
students returning to school 


Two Stout students were abducted at 
knife point on their way from Green Bay to 
Menomonie Sunday, Oct. 8. 


The sus Daniel Biemert, 21, is being 
held Saas ceraen in the Dunn County 
jail. He is charged with two counts of 
kidnapping, two counts of false im- 


prisonment, and first degree sexual 
assault. ; 


According to Pam: Debee, secretary to 
the Dunn County sheriff, Biemert is on 
parole from Green Bay prison. He was 
there for armed . There are a 
number of other charges against him 
pending in Door and Brown counties. 


According to the criminal complaint, two 
Stout students (one male and one female) 
picked up a hitchhiker just west of Green 
Bay. On Highway 29, outside of Menomonie 
the hitchhiker reportedly held a knife to the 
female passenger’s throat and told the 
driver that if he didn’t want to see her 
throat slashed, he would cooperate. The 
hitchhiker then ordered the driver to turn 


down a town road, across*from the Dunn 
County Health Care Center. He ordered the 
student to stop the car at the pistol range 
southeast of Menomonie. 

The hitchhiker told the female to stay in 
the car. He told the male victim to come 


In the meantime her companion freed 
himself and fled through a field to a nearby 
farm house where he for help. 

At 10:35 p.m. an officer arrived at the 
pistol range and arrested Biemert. 


According to Debee, it is the opinion of 
the officer and the Dunn County sheriff that 
the victims could be commended for 
thinking and reacting intelligently. Their 
behavior saved them from a more serious 
occurance or loss of life. 


According to James Wendland, district 
attorney, if the suspect is found guilty of all 
counts, he could serve up to 44 years and be 
required to pay an additional fine.

Establishing guidlines to decide which 
faculty get promoted.is the job of the 
Promotion Procedures Committee. Faculty 
members are promoted from an instructor 
to assistant professor, associate professor 
to full professor. 

“What we have here essentially is a 
checks and balance system,” said Fred 
Breish, associate professor of Mathematics 
and member of the Promotion Procedures 
Committee. ‘“‘The faculty initiates 
recommendations and the chancellor 
makes the final decision after ad- 
ministration consultation. Ultimately, the 
regents have to approve the chancellors 
decision,’’ said Breish. 

According to Breish, about four years ago 
the promotion process was administration 
centered with informal faculty in- 


volvement. New legislation granted the. 


faculty primary responsibility in faculty 
personnel matters. 
~ “Now we have a mechanism for making 
decisions in which the faculty and ad- 
ministrators can participate,’’ said Breish. 
‘“‘The system shows how in one particular 
area a shared governance can work,” he 
said. 

“Some good recommendations by the 
committee corrected some earlier . dif- 
ferences,’’ said Chancellor Robert 
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Swanson. “‘The test of the process is when 
we use it.” 

“Tt clarified some fuzzy areas from last 
year,” said Swanson. “It clearly gives a 
starting point in education quality and 
experience,” said Swanson. 

“Anyone promoted should posess high 
quality performance, not only educational 
background. The process is a judgement of 
the peer group and recommendations by 
the committee, not just counting points,” 
said Swanson. 

“A quota forces some choices to maintain 
a balance,’ said Swanson. The quota of 
professors, associate professors and 
assistant professors is determined by the 
chancellor in consultation with faculty. 
This is generally ten percent of the 
available pool of instructors. 

“Thre is a quota because a promotion is a 
bonus,”’ said Briesh. “If there were too 
many bonuses, the general faculty raises 
would be decreased.’”’ According to 
Swanson, a large number of professors 
might make a good staff, but too many 


' would make the average ‘salary un- 


desirable.”’ 

The process for promotion involves a 
series of recommendations on three levels; 
the department level, the school level and 


the all university level. Recommendations

Two 
rankings are given as in level one. A 
negative recommendation can also be 
given. 

The recommendations are then passed to 
the all university level.

Members on each committee are the 
same rank as the members they . are 
chosing. For example, full professors 
recommend faculty to be full professors. 
The ail university committee makes a list 
of their recommendations for the chan- 
cellor according to the quota plus one. 


The chancellor determines which faculty 


“he will recommend in consultation with 


various administrators. The board - of 
regents make final approval. 

The Promotion Procedures Committee 
also listens to faculty complaints about the 
process. It meets yearly to review the 
process and make revisions. 

““We want to make the process as fair and 
equitable as possible,’”’ said Breish. 

Faculty members may appear before.the 
comittee if they feel their application was 
not judged fairly.

(ZNS) A $100,000 sculpture intended as a 
memorial to-the students killed at Kent 
State in 1970 has been rejected as ‘‘inap- 
propriate” by Kent State University of- 
ficials. 

Officials were reportedly upset by the 
work, because well-known sculptor George 
Segal hadn’t discussed his idea with them 
until the full-size plaster cast had been 
made. 

The work is based on the Biblical story of 
Abraham and his son, Isaac. It shows a 
modern-day middle-aged man holding a 
knife as he faces a kneeling youth. The 
young man’s hands are bound, and he 
appears to be pleading for his life. 


(ZNS) In this era of women’s liberation, 
it appears that old-fashioned chivalry is 
dead, at least on the highway. ‘ 

A Munich psychologist reports that he 
staged mechanical breakdowns on various 
kinds of cars with both male and female 
‘drivers along german roadways. 

He says he was startled to find that many 
more male motorists stopped to help when 
the driver of the staged breakdown was a 
man.

Before you begin your man against the wilderness statking, be-sure 
you know all about what you’re doing and all the rules. The Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources (DNR) office is an excellent source for 
information concerning licenses and regulations. 

The license is the most important item you’ll need besides a gun, 
bow, spear or whatever you’re using. If you don’t have a license and 
get caught, they let the animals take a crack at you - just keating of 
course - but you can be charged and fined. _ 

To get a license for the state, you must be a resident for 30 days or 
registered as a full time student in residence of a college or university 
offering a bachelor degree. — ; 

Licenses vary in cost depending on what they’re for. They are 
available at the DNR office. You must purchase a gun deer license 
before November 17,50 this is something to do now if you’re planning to 
hunt deer. . 

If you are going hunting there are several things to take into con- 
sideration. Do not trespass on private land. Ask the owners permission 
or you could be fined $50. 

Always know where your companions are. Be sure of your target and 
make sure the area beyond is clear. During 1977, more than half of the 
hunting accidents involved members of the same party. Many of the 
accidents were self inflicted, so keep your gun muzzle pointed ina safe 
direction. , 

Wear blaze orange so everyone can see you and you don’t get 
mistaken for an animal. (Don’t worry, the deer are supposedly color 
blind, and they won’t know what color you are wearing.) - 

Know your gun and what it can do. Match your ammunition to your 
game and pick up spent shells. Lastly, only take your limit and clean 
and care for your game properly. Good Luck!

“Pve got to go to the bathroom so bad my 
teeth are floating,’ said a young child on 
her visit to the Apple Valley Zoo last 
Sunday with Project Friendship. 

Project Friendship is an organization of 
15 students who provide recreational ac- 
tivities for Menomonie children, They 
consult with the children’s parents over the 
phone to see if they would like their 
children to participate in recreational 
activities with the group. Most parents are 
very happy to let their children participate. 

Children from four schools in Menomonie 
and one school in Knapp participate in 
recreation organized once every two 
weeks. Some of the events sponsored by 
Project Friendship are kite flying, picnics, 
rollerskating, parties, ice skating parties, 
and softball.

“The kids really get devoted to you fast,” 
said Novak who is one of three co-chairmen 
for the project. 

Soon they hope to plan an activity once a 
week. The students will alternate with the 
children every two weeks while the 
children can participate every week. 

There were problems getting activities 


underway this year because the members - 


have to get their state vehicle licenses. This 
year they have had one activity which was 
a picnic in Knapp. 

“The kids get so attached to you,” said 
Novak.

They don’t get a lot of special attention. 
In fact, this group doesn’t get much at- 
tention at all. But everyone knows that they 
are there. The UW-Stout Training Center 
and it’s staff of 21 are an integral part of 
this college community. 


The training center is located in the 
basement of Johnson Fieldhouse attached 
to the girls’ and guys’ locker rooms. It is a 
co-ed facility that maintains weekday 
hours of 1 to 9 p.m. or longer. It’s weekend 


‘hours depend mainly on what activities are 


going on. It is open Sunday afternoons, 
from 3 to 5 p.m. in order to check up on 
injuries that have occurred during the 
week. 


The 21 staff members are all students. 
Fifteen of them are work study students, 
and six of them are volunteer. Some live on 
campus, some live off. 

There are no minimum requirements to 
become a trainer because it is considered a 
learning experience. However, the trainers 
are scheduled according to their ability 
with a less experienced student being 
helped by a more experienced student. The 
trainers are required to schedule Athletic 
Training and Conditioning, First Aid and 
Personal Safety, and a CPR course into the 
course load. 


Inservice staff meetings are held once a 
week. 


YOU’LL GET BETTER 


The duties of a trainer include the 
treatment and rehabilitation of injuries, 
both in varsity athletics and on-campus. 
help in this process, the training center! 
equipped with three whirlpoo! baths, fow 
first aid kits, several types of stretcher 


and splint kits, a steam pack unit, heal 
lamps, and ultra sounds, (an electronit 
device to help with bruises and sprains, 
ete...it’s very tightly regulated). Also found 
in the training center is tape. Lots and lo 
of tape. In one year, 63 percent of th 
training center’s small budget is spent on 
tape alone. 

But the training staff doesn’t restrict its 
service to the training room only. If called 
upon, members of the staff have bee 


known to make “‘Dorm-calls”’ when needed, 
either for a new injury or for a recently 
treated one acting up. They also set up first 
aid stations and mobile units to cover ac 
tivities such as Homecoming, Parents 
Weekend, Commencement, and anythin, 


else that they are asked to cover. 


Although much of their business comes 
from the 17 varsity atheltics here at Stout, 
the training center is open to any student oF 
campus. Last year, the staff treated 831. 
injuries. Of those, 522 were athletic, and 309 
were campus related, including i 
tramurals and open recreation.

Often times a student will stop in the 
iraining center instead of Student Health 
Services for one of several reasons. For 
south campus students, it is closer, it is 
open at times when the Health Center is not 
and many students feel more comfortable 
going to another student for something that 
they feel is relatively minor, rather than a 
doctor or nurse. One of the main objectives 
of the training staff is to be available not 
only for first aid, but also for advisement. If 
medical attention counseling is needed, the 
staff will refer a student to the proper place 
and make-sure he or she gets the attention 
that is needed. 

When on duty, the training staff stays in 
contact with each other via two-channel 
radios. On one channel the trainers can talk 
to each other and to Stout security. On the 
second channel, they can contact the 
hospital, the ambulance crew, the fire 
department and the police. To use this 
radio, the staff must be licensed by the 


A problem with this system is that they 
have only two radios, and as a result, if 
there is more than one game or practice 
going on, a decision must be made as to 
where the radios will go, and who can be in 
contact with the emergency facilities and 
the training center. : 


The training center’s budget comes from 
the Stout Student Association. Although 
everything mentioned in this article sounds 
expensive...their budget isn’t that big. All 
the uniforms that one sees on a trainer, 
such as the trainer’s jacket, or a trainer’s 
shirt are all paid for by each trainer alone. 
No training center money is spent on the 
trainers themselves.

When they arrived in 
August to begin school, the Brittany Court 
Apartments were still under construction 
They were told to move into the Best 
Western Motel. 

Though the apartments were still not 
completely finished, the students moved in 
Oct. 1. 

For Yasmine Dunford, a transfer student 
from Oregon, the moving was not worth all 
the hassle. 

‘‘We had no access to campus facilities or 
activities with a car,"’ she said. 

Betsy Olsen, a transfer student from 
Parkside made a similar statement. Olsen 
said she really hated being away from 
everything. 

Dunford said it was hard to study in the 
motel atmosphere. Another problem was 
that eating out was time consuming. 

‘It was time consuming to eat since there 
were no cooking facilities in the 
motel,’’said Barb Willis, a transfer student. 
Another problem mentioned was the study 
time lost while moving into the apartments 
while classes were well underway. 

A big worry was that the apartments 
would not be completed by Homecoming 

‘‘We would have had to move to Eau 
Claire,’’ said Olsen. The Best Western had 
homecomming reservations 1% years in 
advance that they could not break. 

The landlords have still not informed the 
apartment dwellers when the building will 
be completely finished. The halls are noisy 
without the carpet and the walls are un- 
finished 

“You can hear everything,’ said Carolyn 
Colling, a transfer student. 

‘They gave us a lot of breaks so it would 
not be worse,’’ said Maureen Flynn, a 
freshmen. ‘‘They have been good about 
paying us for food and transportation while 
we were in the motel,”’ said Flynn. ‘‘It was 
inconvenient but they made the best of it.’ 

The best thing about the motel was that 
we got a chance to meet all the other 
students in the motel and choose room- 
mates,’ said Laura Wilke, freshman. 

Lorri Eder said she didn’t mind living in 
the motel. ‘‘It was a good staff and they did 
a lot to make our stay enjoyable,” she said. 

Maureen Lynn summed it up by saying, 
“It has been an interesting experience for 
everyone..”’

This is the second 
episode in the continuing saga about 
problems of a group of tenants and their 
invisible landlord. If you haven’t read the 
first episode, check back to the Oct. 5 issue 
of the Stoutonia. 

When we last saw the students, they were 
considering all the different routes that 
they could go to make their landlord im- 

' prove their living conditions. 
They were. having a building inspector 
: ; come in, they consulted with a professional 
in tenant problems, and they threatened to 
open an escrow account - a legal way to 
withhold rent from a landlord by keeping it 
in a special bank account. 

Now as we rejoin the group about a 
month later, their threats are no longer just 
threats. A building inspector has. been out 
Cl to each of the houses owned by this lan- 

: oe dlord, and there are code violations in all of 
them. 

And as of yesterday, five separate escrow 
accounts (one for each house) have been 
opened in the landlords’s name in a local 
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reveals 


Menomonie bank. 
The landlord has been officially notified 


by mail with a letter from each house ex- 


plaining that their rent is now being 
deposited in an escrow account payable 
upon the meeting of all building code 
violations. On each letter was a list of the 
conditions to be repaired. The twenty two 


_teneats have gone on a rent strike. 


Why did these tenanats have to go to this 
extreme? Because all attempst to contact 
the landlord personally have failed. A letter 
via registered mail conatining 22 
signatures asking for a meeting got no 
response. 

“The funny thing,’ said one of the 
tenants, “is that some years ago, our 
landlord was quoted in the Stoutonia in 
regards to the regulation of landlords and 
the following of building codes.” 

The quote, taken from a February 1973 
Stoutonia, doesn’t seem. to express the 
same view that the landiord seems to have 
now: 

“Rental properties are a business, and 
landlords should expect some sort of 
regulation.”

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The Six Tenants of Procrastination

Senate charges 


ex-finance VP 


with fund misuse

Over $6,000 of Stout Student Association 
(SAA) money was spent on unauthorized 
expenditure under the jurisdiction of Paul 
Robinson, ex—vice-president of financial 
affairs, claimed senate president Dave 
Conn. 

During the President’s report in Tuesday 
nights senate meeting, the senate went into 
Executive session, asking all non—senate 
personnel to leave, while the matter was 
When the general session 
reopened, President Conn stated the 
executive sessioy. concerned unauthorized 
use of $5,896.6° vi the deffered maintenance 
budget and ,.s00.00 from the senates’s 
executive vudget. Acording to Conn more 
specifically the monies were used for such 
things as purchasing athletic uniforms and. 
equipment for the training center and to 
hire a band. Conn said that the ex- 
penditures were not in the authorized 
budgets of the senate and were passes 
through the authorized signature of Paul 
Robinson. 

Action taken by the senate because of the 
matter includes a transfer of $3,800 from 
the reallocation budget to the deferred 
.maintenance and executive budgets so 
authorized expenditures can by met. 

According to Conn the action taken by the 
senate toward the ex—VPFA Paul 
Robinson will be limited to making his 
activities public. 

In discussion with Conn, he made it .ap- 
parent that Robinson’s actions as financial 
affairs officer were not difficult and could 
easily reoccur. There are no inherent or 
direct checks and balances established in 
the senate that are to make sure the VPFA 
is using his authorized signature to pay for 
the senate’s authorized budget. 

In an interview with ‘Robinson, he 
claimed that his authorizations were 
justified. The expenditures occured over 
the summer when the senate was not sitting 


for business. He justified his actions by 
saying: that he was tired of waiting, he 
knew the funds were available, and the 
policies allowed such use through the 
deferred maintenance budget. 

This budget, Robinson said, permits 
authorization of the senate for such things 
as the athletic expenditures. 

The senate’s current reaction means that 
the executives of the senate don’t un- 
derstand their own policies Robinson said. 

He claimed that this is an example of 
what he meant when, in his resignation, he 
said his views and Conn’s differed. 

Robinson said be believed that the 
executive is in a _ position to make 
“necessary and proper decision.’” In other 
works, the executive should not have to go 
through all the channels to make decisions. 

Robinson insisted he is prepared now, as 
he was at the time of his actions, to say he 
did not act wrongly. But; he continued, even 
if the decisions were made “‘unethically”’ 
the senate’s quarter—million dollar budget 
would ‘‘not suffer.’ 

“Conn can term it unethical if he wants,” 
Robinson said, ‘‘but it just goes to show that 
his own house isn’t in order.” Fur- 
thermore, he continued Conn was_ not 
altogether ignorant of the expenditures. 

During Tuesday night’s meeting, the Vice 
President of Legislative. Affairs, Pete 
Ptacek expressed that the candidate 
speaker’s forum held last Monday evening 
was ‘‘very good’ yet “very poorly at- 
tended.”” He then urgued everyone to 
remember the Nov. 7 election and vote. 

Two new senators joined the University 
student senate Tuesday. Lee Douville, 
representing the Inter Fraternity 
Presidents’ council and Eileen Quirk from 
the Panhelletic Council and Jerry Knoespel 
resigned from his- position on the senate. 

Also Tuesday the senate accepted Circle 
K clubs into the Stout Student Association 
as an affiliated organization.

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Stout focuses on profession 


By Ruth Pederson 


Unknown to many students, Stout is one 
of two U.W. system schools which have 
been assigned special missions. The 
character and purpose of Stout is shown 
through the goals and responsibilities 
outlined in the special mission of Stout. 
These missions are: 


a.) The University should offer focused 
undergraduate institutionwide programs 
relating to professional careers in industry, 
technology, home-economics, applied art, 
teacher education, and the helping 
professions with the goal of meeting 
statewide needs for specialized curricula in 
these areas. 


b.) The University should offer selected 
basic graduate programs in its special 
mission areas. 


c.) The University should provide 
trans—disciplinary programs which center 
upon the study of human development and 
interpersonal relationships, efficient 
practices of man in industry and education, 
and the relationship of man to technology, 
vocation, and society. 


d.) The University programs will include 
a core of liberal arts. to enhance, add 
meaning to, and provide a foundation for 
the specialties of this University rather 
than offer programs with majors in the 
traditional arts and sciences. 


e. The University should experiment 
with new educational strategies and in- 
structional technologies in the interest of 
improving the learning process. 


f.) The University should: develop ap- 
propriate interinstitutional relationships 
within the region and state and with the 


the curriculum has been constructed ac- 
cording to faculty ideas. 


When a program is set up it is generated 
within a department, based on the program 
director. The department decides what 
corrses are important for the needs of the 
students. Ideas are contributed from 
students, faculty, and some come from 
outside the university. Such a contribution 
eould come from a group who wants 
something taught to students. There are 
always attempts to keep fields current. 


Program directors are expected to keep 


their courses current and effective. 


Courses are determined. through 
professional judgement by members. of 
committees and directors. One of these 
committees is the Curriculum Instruction 
Committee which consists of 15 faculty and 
2 students. They approve new courses, 
change degree programs, concentrations 
and minors. Their input is very important. 


“These committess assure quality 
education,’’ said Gierke. 


After their approval, the vice chancellor 
and the chancellor have to approve the 
courses, Later, budget restrictions can be 
overcome by high priority ratings from 
students. A tight budget also yields to 
courses which uniquely fulfill Stout’s 
mission. 


When asked what the favority course 
offered at Stout was? 


“There is a different response from every 
group by majors, they all have their 
favorites. Outstanding teacher awards 
never concentrate one faculty area,” said 
Samuel Wood, dean of students. ‘Required 
courses score high, just because they’re 
required doesn’t mean they’re not 
popular.”

Lee Dreyfuss 
elected 
governor

The Republican candidate Lee S. 
Dreyfuss on Nov. 7, beat the democratic 
incumbent Martin Schreiber to become the 
Governor of Wisconsin. 

Dreyfuss visited the Menomonie com- 
munity Nov. 4, where he met with his 
supporters and anxious newsmen. 


Lee S. Dreyfus has no doubt the Tyrone 
Nuclear Plant will be built. 

“I am convinced the Tyrone Plant is 
going to be built and Mr. Schreiber is being 
deceptive,’ said Dreyfus. 

Dreyfus, the Republican gubernatorial 
candidate, visited the UW-Stout campus 
Saturday afternon. Accompanying him on 
the last days of his campzign, were the 
volunteer Rag Tag Band and his campaign 
“train,’’ along with his red-vested aides. ~ 

Dreyfus accussed Schreiber of being 
deceptive. Last week in Madison Schreiber 
said he prefers that the plant not be built. 
Dreyfus stated, ‘‘Mr. Schreiber knows that 
that commitment to the Wisconsin Energy 
Council headed by John Schmitt AFLCIO 
president and the unions have put $161,000 
in his campaign. Now do.you believe he is 
not going to build it. No question they need 
that power to produce those jobs.”’ 

Dreyfus, a nuclear power supporter, 
claims he is pro-power and will take it 
anyway he can get it. He also stated, ‘I 
would rather be honest to the voters 
because I feel that I could not live with 
them after I got in power.”’ 

His candid endorsement of nuclear 
power, Dreyfus said, would affect the 
voters in this area. 

When asked his opinion on the 
decriminalization of marijuana, Dreyfus 
stated that the major cities of Wisconsin 
already practiced decriminalization. He 
said he felt it wasn’t fair for the smaller 
communities who are still charging. users 
with felonies. The law should conform with 
practice, he said. 

“If 1 had my option I would say no 
marijuana,’ Dreyfus said.-‘‘Why add one 
more problem, because when it gets tied to 
an automobile I've got a hunch its got to be 
a problem.” 

On the issue of Wisconsin’s need for a 
veterinary schoc!, Dreyfus stated that a 
month ago he was certain there was.a need, 
but now, because of a recent national study, 
he is uncertain. However, he continued, 
that national study might be suspect. 

The real issue, Dreyfus said, is to 
determine whether a need exists and if so is 
a veterinary school feasible. Dreyfus 
contended that there should have been a 
veterinary school 40 years ago because of 
Wisconsin's position as an agriclutural 
state. Although the Board of Regents 
decides where the veterinary school should 
be built, Dreyfus felt it will either be River 
Falls or Madison. Madison already has 
facilities, but Dreyfus prefers River Falls. 

In discussing other issues, Dreyfus 
stated, there shquid be no student members 
of the Board of Regents. 

“It would be a way in which the student 
senate and the United Council would be 
absolutely undercut,” said "Dreyfus. He 
stated that one student could not equally

He said he 
feels that because he was chosen by 
students to be their senate advisor, and he 
appreciates it, he will help the senate any 
way he can until the end of the semester

Utah has a law forbidding smoking | 
anywhere except in one’s home, office, or 
car. 

Dennis Foegen, director of Protective 
Services, issued a memo this fall: The 
memo stated that his office has received an 
increasing number of complaints of people 
smoking in restricted areas. 

Foegen said his office will become more 
active in enforcing campus smoking 
regulations. 

Smoking ‘is forbidden in classrooms, 
lecture halls, teaching laboratories, theater 
and assembly areas, warehouses, attics, 
“storage areas, elevators, library ‘reading 
rooms and stacks, gynmasiums, 
preparation areas, hallways, bathrooms, 
any area where volatile liquids are stored, 
used or. dispensed, posted areas, and any 
other areas where -ashtrays are not 
available.

~The young children gaze intently upon 
Monty Krizan and the nine .foot snake 
wrapped around his torso. The children, 
part of a visiting grade school class, can pet 
the snake. : 

With, their little arms outstretched and 
their eyes gleaming with excitement, the.

Krizan, creator of the show, explains to 
his; young — disciples -how _‘‘Stitch’’, | his, ;

“It’s very strong,’”’ Krizan teaches slowly 
and simply. “It kills animals by swallowing 
them and sqeezing the air out of them.” 

Retreiving a small alligator snapping 
turtle, Krizan continues to teach the” 
youngsters about his repitles’ eating habits. 

‘This turtle uses the tip of his tongue as a 
worm to fish with.’’ Krizan has trained the 
turtle to open it’s: mouth and display it’s 
bait when it’s paw is tugged. ‘‘He’ll take off 
a finger if you’re not careful,’’ he stresses. : 

Children are not the only ones who delight 
in Monty’s Traveling Reptile Show. At the 
other end of the exhibit, an elderly woman 
is admiring the full grown alligator 
snapping turtle. Referring to the size of the 
30@ pound beast, she suggests, ‘‘Put a 
saddle on him!, you can pretty near: ride 
him!” es 

Krizan suggest the reason his show is so 
dynamic and compelling is that ‘‘people are 
really attracted to the things we consider 
evil.” 

This attraction is evident by the numbers 
of passersby who stop to ask a multitude of 
questions, Krizan and his assistant, cor- 
dially answer everyone. 


. One young lady, after learning that the 


huge python she was scrutinizing had-just 
beén fed some frozen rats, simply com- 
ments, ‘Gosh, just like a T.V. dinner!” 

Observing the python, a young boy 
comments, ‘‘Looks like he’s made of 
leather.’ An elderly gentleman standing 
nearby points to the boy and asks, ‘‘Could a 
snake swallow.a small boy like that?” 

The observations and remarks vary from 
“Do ya think that would take-a-leg off ya,” 
to ‘I don’t touch~em!’’ It’s evident people - 
are charmed by Monty’s Traveling Reptile — 
Show, 

At one end of the opinion scale, a lady 
Says the reptiles re ‘‘just beautiful!’ 
Another girl takes one look, exclaims, 
“Yuk!"’ and quickly walks away. 

Although Krizan owns over 400 reptiles, 
only a part are on hand at the Thunderbird 
Mall.. Among these are a number of 
pythons, a boa constrictor, a black Mexican 
bead lizard, a gila monster, a rattlesnake, 
“Corky”’ the bue-tongued skink, an African 
burrowing bullfrog, baby albino corn 
snakes plus other reptiles. 

According to Krizan, the reptiles for his 
show are obtained from. a variety of 
sources. ;

Very few get to PRE pre-register

‘It just doensn’t seem fair! The way that 
the athletes and heaven knows WHO else 
get to register early. By the time we get 
there, there won’t be any classes left,’’ 
groused a nameless student. 

Strangely enough, although complaints 
fly fast and furious around campus, they 
never reach the registrar’s office. The 
office hadn’t had one question raised about 
pre-registration until the Stoutonia brought 
it up. 

The largest group that pre-registers 
early is the freshmen athletes...not the 
sophomore, junior, or senior athletes... just 
the freshmen with fewer than 30 credits. 
Everyone else registers at the regular 
time. Except that those who are supposed 
to register on Friday may register mid- 
Thursday evening. 

Every coach submits a list of athletes 
who have fewer than 60 credits to the 
registrar. Those who have a Friday pre- 
registration ume then report to the Ad- 
ministration building with their permit to 
register and have it changed ’ 

“In the past,’’ according to the 


registrar’s office, ‘this system has failed 
because the athletes don’t come up and get 
their permits changed. They walk up to the 
door at pre-registration and expect us to 
change it. This year, if they don’t have it 
changed at the administration building, 
they won’t get in early.” 

Three campus organizations which help 
with checking cards and security during 
pre-registration get to pull their cards early 
as do those students thai help the depart- 
ments during pre-registraion. 

If an individual or group requests early 


’ pre-registration, the registrar’s office will 


try to honor it, if it is reasonable and fair to 
the student body. When students are not 
able to be present at pre-registration, 
registrar's office will provide sumieune w 
pull cards for them at the correct time. 
Such students can also make arrangements 
for a friend to pull cards for them. 


The registrar’s office has considered. 


dropping pre-registration. However, this 
would only make final registration at the 
beginning of the semester more difficult. 

Most other schools do have the same 


registration process as Stout does, although 
Stout is the only UW school to pre-register 
the entire student body before a new 
semester. UW-Oshkosh pre-registers 
totally by a computer system, but Stout 
doesn't have computer facilities to do this. 

Common pre-registration complaints 
include murmurs of unfairness by those 
who have to stand in a long line to get a 
class only to miss a chance to get into 
another class they need. 

Recently in a discussion class on campus, 
students were asked to get into groups, pick 
a problem, and find solutions. In response 
to the above complaint, one group decided 
that there shauld be one line with all the 
cards beside the line. A work-study or 
volunteer would pull cards until the class 
schedule was filled. Thus a student would 


‘ not have to stand in a long line for a quickly- 


filled class while missing his-her chance to 
get another class that filled quickly. 
Another common complaint the group 
tried lo solve was the Fieldhouse’s pre- 
registration bedlam. The class advised 
spreading the card-pulling process over a 


Local group 
resists NSP 


Tyrone plant

“Top Safety Engineers in the General 
Electric Corporation and Government 
agencies have left their jobs in protest 
because their fear of the unsafeness of 
nuclear energy and the terrible damage it 
could do to the country,” stated Edward 
Gold, assistant chemistry professor. 

Gold is a member of CAUSE (Citizens 
Actively United for Safe Energy), a group 
of area residents who are protesting 
nuclear power because of the damaging 
effects it can cause. 

As top engineers are protesting on the 
national level, CAUSE is protesting on the 
local level, namely the Tyrone Nuclear 
Plant. 

Since NSP’s initial application for the 
Tyrone plant in 1970, CAUSE has been 
educating the public of the hazards of 
nuclear power. 

Through their intensive research, 
CAUSE has uncovered many facts that 
conflict with the facts that NSP -has used to 
sooth the area residents about’ nuclear 
power and its effects. According to Gold, 
for example, representatives from NSP 
have told residents that there is already 
natural radiation in our environment so 
small amounts would not be damaging. But 
according to Gold, even the smallest 
leakage of radiation from the nuclear 
plants could cause leukemia, thyroid gland 
caneer, and lung cancer. 

“Plutonium is so toxic, one pound of it 
could give lung cancer to every living 
American today,” said Gold.— 

CAUSE’s main purpose is to educate the 
public in the hope that citizens will rebuke 
the. proposal of the Tyrone plant and to 
make them more aware of the seriousness 
of this probiem. 

CAUSE also works with other safe energy 
organizations in Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
It is a group consisting of volunteers who 
strive to prevent something they strongly 
believe is hazardous. 

CAUSE meets every Thursday 8 p.m. at 
the Ministry across from Fleming. Anyone 
interested in the group is welcome. 


two week period in a place other than the

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Pros-cons conferred for landlords and tenants

A meeting to look into the pro’s and con’s 
of introducing landlord—tenant bills into 
the state legislature was held by the Con- 
sumer Protection Agency of Wisconsin last 
Friday. 

Pete Ptacek, VP of Legislative Affairs, 
and two other representatives from the 
Legislative Affairs committee, Hope 
Blomberg and Wendy Stouffer, both juniors 
in Hotel and Restaurant Management, 
testified at the hearing. Their testimonies 
stated that ‘‘the Stout Student Association 
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feels that Jandlord—tenant legislation is 
needed in the State of Wisconsin, so. issues 
that continually arise can be answered once 


and for all.”” According o Ptacek there is no 


landlord—-tenant legislation currently un 
the state’s books 

Among the problem areas cited by 
Ptacek were: security deposits —(What 
can they be used for and how can they be 
recovered?), failure of city officials to 
enforce building and fire protection codes 
in rented properties, and a general lack of 
communication between tenants and 
landlords. 


The Landlord—Tenant Union, started a 
year ago, was recently chartered as part of 
SSA's Legislative Affairs committee. The 
move occured because, as Ptacek said, 
“the idea looked excellent on paper, but 
there was no one there to run it.” 

Stouffer is now heading the union and will 
be handling corhplaints and setting up files 
in the SSA office. The union is working 
toward the passing of legislation in 
Wisconsin. They will work with thing as 
security deposits, the rights of tenants and 
landlords, and defining terms like ‘normal 
wear and tear.’ ‘Right now each landlord 


— 


makes up his own set of rules,’’ said 
Ptacek. 

Emphasis is ee on the name Landlord— 
Tenant Union because it is to be a union 
dealing with both sides. Landlords have 
complaints, too, and a few have shown 
interest in helping the group. 


If enough evidence is found in these_ 


hearings to warrant it, both landlords and 
tenants can look forward to state laws 
being introduced to spell out the rights and 
responsibilities of both parties

and the knoll in the walkway,” said Garold 
Buckley, head of Safety and Protective 
Services. They both occurred on the south 
side of the Modulux toward the Technical 
Wing. 

“The accidents did not involve any 
broken bones, just scrapes. But the 
students went to the Red Cedar Clinic to be 
x—rayed and we had to pay for the medical 
expense,’’ said Buckley. 

‘In late October, Dennis Foegen, 
director of Protective Services wrote to 
Paul Axelson, director of Campus Plan- 
ning, the administrator of facility im- 
provements accounts, Dan Newhaul, 
director of Physical Plant and Buckley. In 
his memo he recommended that additional 
lighting be added to the mall area near the 
modulux. 

Another area where light changes are 
proposed is on the south steps of Ray Hall. 

_‘Last month two faculty members had 
accidents on the south steps,”’ said 
Buckley. This week a light will be installed 
at the top of Ray Hall. 


Joe Brown, chairman of the energy 
conservation committee, plans to request 
physical plant personnel turn up the 
lighting in the Commons mall area. After 
this, physical plant personnel are 
responsible for lighting control in that area. 

Lighting between the Student Center and 
Harvey hall will also have additional 
lighting. During the remodeling of Harvey 
Hall it was found that the present lighting 
was not necessary and was cut off. 

“The people in physical plant are trying 
to figure out how to get lighting available to 
the south side of Harvey Hall,’ said 
Axelson. 

Lighting problems are not restricted to 
thesouth campus. North campus has some 
of its own. 

“On north campus, lighting by Eich- 
burger Hall will be reevaluated after 
remodeling is fjnished,"’ said Foegen. ‘“‘At 
present there are no plans in remodeling 
for lighting. The only lighting that is 
available is from the street and the Star gas 
Sstation.”’

offers aid to Stout consumers

Stout Consumer Action Team is the“ ‘cop 
on the heat’ in terms of consumer 
protection. 

In spring of this year, SCAT became a 
special project for the consumer economics 
class taught by Fred Waddell, assistant 
professor of Habitational Resources. SCAT 
intends to aid university students and-or 
faculty in the Menomonie area with their 
consumer problems and has developed into 
‘a campus-wide service organization. © 

SCAT provides consumer information to 
students who are thinking of purchasing 
something. SCAT helps resolve consumer 
problems by refering students to the right 
place for help. They have developed a bank 
of information ahd resources to deal with 
consumer problems. 


Kansas State University has a ‘similar 
consumer protection program. Every time 
a complaint comes in it is recorded in file. 


What did you lose? How much did you lose? 


In five years, they have saved or recovered 
over $50,000 worth of savings for students. 

SCAT is affiliated with the Department of 
Justice office of consumer protection.“On 
Nov. 8 Mary Kay Ryan spoke of consumer 
affairs. Ryan is a representative of the 
division. of Consumer Protection and 
Product Safety, Department of 

Agriculture, Trade, and Consumer 
Protection. This division is a part of the 
government process to protect consumers 
from deceptive business practices in in- 
dus 


try. 
The first step in consumer protection is to 
identify the emerging problems by an- 
ticipating problems. For example; a toy on 
‘the market called a Water: Wiggle was 
found hazardous. It consisted of a bell at- 
tached to a hose and the force of the water 
made the hose dance on the lawn. The bell 
became a problem because the bell would 
unhook; exposing a connecting hook for the 
bell and inviting a drink from the child.

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Victims of 
Peeping Toms 


not laughing

It’s not taken very seriously. In fact, to 
many people, this offense is just a big joke. 
Cartoons are drawn about it...it’s used in 
comedy routines for a laugh. But com- 
mitting a sexual offense such as this is not 
to be laughed at. Yes, it is an offense to be 
caught peeping...to be labeled a peeping 
tom. 

To several students, the problem of 
having a peeping tom is no joke. It is a very 
frightening experience. Several young 
women from the Stout community have 
reported that peeping toms have been a 
problem. 

In one incident, two students heard 
someone outside and went out. to in 
vestigate. The peeping tom, who had been 
seen around before by neighbors, walked 
away to his truck, got in, and drove off. The 
students wrote down his license number 
and a description of his truck, but then 
failed to call the police. 

According to the Menomonie Police 
Department quite a few peeping toms have 


- been reported in this area, as opposed to 


other sexual offenses. A more well known 
offense, rape, or attempted rape, is 
seldomly reported here. 

AS soon as a peeping tom is reported, the 
department usually dispatches two squads 
to the scene. The response time between 
calls and arrival is now one and a half 
minutes... 

The squad tries to find substantiation of 
the presence of a peeping tom, and to get as 
detailed description as possible from the 
caller. 

During the winter months, it is much 
easier to substantiate the presence of a 
peeping tom because of footprints in the 
snow. The prints can be followed and clues 
can be found from the surrounding area. 

Many reports of peeping toms are not 
substantiated. Often times, it will just be a 
window shaking or an animal. 

Even if a report is substantiated, many 
times a suspect is never apprehended due 
to lack of evidence. If apprehended on a 
peeping tom charge, the suspect is charged 
with either a city or state disorderly con- 
duct...depending on the circumstances of 
the incident. 

Under both charges, there is a fine to be 
paid. According to an officer at the 
department, the fine can amount to $117. 
There is usually no jail time involved, but 
the suspect may be given psychiatric care. 

There is a wide variation in the few

Punch Bowl fate left to judge 


A second public hearing was held last 
Wednesday eveing pertaining to the Mathy 
Construction company’s request to build a 
hot plant 500 yards from the Devil's Punch 
Bowl 

Menomonie citizens have resisted con- 
struetion because they are concerned about 
the environmental effects of the plant on 
the surrounding area. They are also con- 
cerned about decreasing property value 

Mathy Construction company received a 
construction permit from the Board of 
Adjustments of Dunn County to build on the 
agriculturally zoned area 

At the meeting the board reaffirmed its 
previous decision and by a 4-0 vote said the 
plant could be built in the township 


The decision, however, doesn’t remove 
the temporary restraining order, and legal 
matters will have to be resolved before the 
hotmix plant can open. 

Jeffery Jackomino, Dunn County's 
assistant district attorney, said that the 
second hearing was conducted because it 
was alleged the board acted illegally when 
it held the initia] hearing. 


Two initial sessions were held in August, 
and after the second meeting the board 
granted Mathy’s request subject to the 
following conditions: 

The plan can operate for only 28 
working days from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m 
Mathy must eliminate any dust 


problems from the road leading to {thé 
plant 

—If problems arise from the plant’s 
operation, the board reserves the right to 
close it 

But the plant never opened due to the 
tempcrary restraining order signed by 
circuit judge Karl F. Peplau. 

According to Jackomiao, no date has 
been set to consider thé matter. 

‘We are hoping something will transpire 
sometime in January," he said 

Regardless of tke final decision, outcries 
are certain For example, said Jackomino, 
if Peplau rules against the board, the 
matter could be taken to the newly 
established Appeals Court or directly to the 


State Supreme Court on a writ of 
prohibition. 

The writ of certiorari (which acted as 
the restraining order) was filed by 22 in- 
cividuals after the board issued its initial 
findings. They attacked two areas: the 
procedure followed by the board in con- 
ducting the initial hearing, and the sub- 
stantial harm to nature which would be 
done to the area. 

The reported ‘‘legal’’ question centered 
on wheteher or not the board went into 
executive session at any time during the 
initial hearing.

They are Jack Milroy, a guest artist from 
England, John Perri, William Schulman, 
Eddie Wong, and Susan Hunt. 

One of Milroy’s pieces is ‘‘La Comtesse 
Dechire.’’ He took a nineteenth century 
painting by Jean Dominique Ingre entitled 
‘‘La Comtesse D’Hausonville’’, silk 
screened several copies in different colors, 
fastened them together at the top and then 
proceeded to ter different portions of each 
page to create the desired effect. This 
technique warranted the Comtesse’s name 
change to the French word for..tear — 
Dechire. oe 

Milroy is a guest artist from the 


Wesurrey College of Art in Furnhorn, just- 


outside of London, England. He is here 
through Stout’s faculty exchange program. 
He exchanged positions and homes with 
Charles Wimmer. ‘‘We swapped just about 
everything except our families,’ joked 
Milrey. . 


“This is my first visit to the States and 


I’m enjoying it very much,” said Milroy. 
“T’m learning a lot about teaching since the 
two schools are so different. At Wesurrey J 
meet three days a week with ten students 


all year. They are student artists, while . 


here at Stout I have three different classes 
daily with 30 Freshmen each, most of whom 
are just fulfilling requirements for other 
majors. There isn’t the concentration I’m 
used to. We also don’t give grades at home, 
but periodic reports on the student’s 
progress. 

Milroy is currently teaching Fun- 
damentals of Design and Drawing, next 
semester he will be adding sculpture. 

John Perri is a ceramist. Included in his 
display are a set of mugs entitled, ‘“The 
Psycho-Ceramic Mug Series”. These are 
not ordinary mugs, they have a character 
all their own. 

“T had the mugs glass-enclosed to lend an 
air of authenticity, as in a museum,”’ said 
Perri. One of these mugs in entitled ‘‘The 


Schizophrenic.” On one side it looks like a 
typical souvenir mug with the nanie ‘Joe 
on it and a patriotic decor with traditionally 
looped handle; while on the other side is the 
name ‘‘Bruce’’ surrounded by flowers, with 
a elaborate handle. 


“These mugs were just-a fun idea,’’ said 
Perri. ‘‘The white clay refects an alter ego 
as all my other traditional work is done in 
the natural clay. Here the white also adds 
elegance.” 

Perri is a realist; all his forms are 


created for a particular function. “I start . 


with a problem such as making a teapot 
that doesn’t lose its lid every time you pour 
from it,” said Perri. ‘“‘Then I design a 
functional piece and carry its design over to 
the cups for a matching effect.” 

As an artist Perri has his own philosophy 
about teaching his craft. ‘‘I realize all my 
students aren’t majoring in art. I feel I can 
at least help them to be more 
discriminating consumers where ceramics 
are concerned,” Perri said. ‘‘I discourage 
students frem copying my work because I 
feel my position is to help them realize their 
goals not mine.” ; 

William Schulman sees himself as. an 
internal painter rather than an observer. 
Schulman’s paintings on display reflect this 
view of his art. They have been titled ‘The 


Romantic Sky,” ‘Barefoot in Wet Sand,” | 
“Bis herman ir Menomonie as —_{*Purner”’ 


and ‘‘Summer in Michigan Dunes.” 
“‘What I mean by internal is that I work 


. from visual scenes in my mind rather than 


from an actual still-life for an outdoor 
scene, “Schulman explained. ‘‘I aim for a 
wide range of new, singular sensations 
rather than an indepth circumstance. I am 
consistant in the way I work an image 
through but not in the image itself.” 


Schulman aptly parallels his paintings to 


words. “If they were words they would be , 


chosen for their sound and their reiation to 
each other rather than for their meaning.” 


“A lack of art history raises an ob | 


server’s question of ‘What is it?’” In this 
context Wong describes his current display 
as a UWO — unidentified wall object to a 
gathering of students in the Gallery. “Just 
because you identify an object in an art 
piece doesn’t mean you understand the 
whole.”

For the University-of-Wisconsin-system- 
versus-the-State-Personnel-Board, 24 
months have passed since it started as 
Nowasky-versus-University-of-Wisconsin- 
system case. According to Jolin Enger, a 
representative of Stout’s news services, 


“the case was not designated to be dragged 
out, but up to 10,000 pages of transcript 
have been recorded.” . 

“The theory of a procedure for a quick, 
prompt hearing has been laughed at 
through this case,” said Phil Steans. 
Nowasky’s attorney. 

Donald Murphy, attorney for the 
University of Wisconsin said,” It took so 
long for the hearings because there were 35 
witnesses, and both parties wanted to 
explain their sides adequately.” 

The number of witnesses are dictated by 
the kinds of evidence and rulings by the 
hearing officer, Murphy explained. Murphy 
noted that this was not the only case going

Presently, Nowasky is “sitting tight’’ 
becaue he believes there is one chance in 
100 that he will lose the case. Nowasky’s 
expenses approach $20,000 and he is unable 
to collect unemployment.

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White pine, lumber mills 
frame Menomonie’s history

It's hard to imagine Menomonie as 
anything but a city of 11,000. However, 
according to Christine Klatt, in 1822 the 
entire Red Cedar Valley including the land 
on which Menomonie rests was covered 
with forests of white pine. 

Klatt, a small active woman who will be 
ninety in March, enlightened students 
Monday on the history of Menomonie. Klatt 
is very active on the Dunn County 
Historical Society board of directors and 
has published a booklet called They Died at 
Their Post 


According to Klatt, the history of 
Menomome is really the history of The 
Knapp, Stout, and‘ Co., (lumber) Co. 


In 1450, William Wilson received per- 
mission from the war department in 
Washington to build a saw mill in the Red 
Cedar Valley. The mill was built in 1846 
near the mouth of Meadow Creek or what is 
now known as Wilson Creek. In 1846 John

Holly Knapp became partners with Wilson, 
and together they tried to start a successful 
businegs. 

“The first mill burned down,” said Klatt. 
“After they rebuilt they had problems 
finding markets for the lumber closer than 
Prairie Du Chien.” 


In 1950, because the company could not 
pay money for his logs, Andrew Tainter 
gained a quarter interest in the company. 
In 1853, Henry Stout was brought into the 
company because of his’ banking 
priviledges out east. Together, the four 
men built the largest lumber company in 
the world. 


“The reason they succeeded was because 
they were workers,”’ said Klatt, ‘‘and they 
were working for themselves and not for 
someone else.”’ 


The company owned 530,000 acres of 
white pines, most of it in the Red Cedar 
Valley. They owned every acre of land in 
the Menomonie area and cut 188,000,000 feet 
of lumber in a prosperous year. 


The business adventure prospered until 
the white pine ran out. In 1901, the last log 
went down the Red Cedar River 


“Many families from Dunnville were 
able to ride on the last raft down the river to 
Waubeek,"’ said Klatt. She mentioned she 
was on that last raft and it was an ex- 
perience that she will never forget

Energy conservation to save $86,000

Save Energy! Turn down your ther- 
mostat! Don't be fuelish-save energy! 
These are nationwide advertisements 
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made in an effort to encourage the con- 
servation of energy. 

Stout is doing its part in helping to con- 
serve energy by changing lamps in several 
buildings, changing 40 watt flourescent 
light bulbs to 34 watt and 80 watt to 60 watt. 
According to Joe Brown, chairman of the 
University Energy Conservation Advisory 
Committee, by relamping the lights, 
2,880,000 kilowatt hours and $86,000 will be 
saved, 

Indoor and outdoor lighting has been 
decreased where warranted, and where 
possible some has been eliminated 
Electric motors on fans and_ other 
mechanical equipment have been turned 
off 

According to Dan Newhaul, director of

the University’s physical plant, air con- 
ditioners and heat ducts are being kept 
clean to conserve more energy. 

Additional switches have been added to 
light switch plates to allow better control of 
lighting. Thus only as much lighting as is 
necessary is used in classrooms. 

‘Teachers have come to me and said: ‘I 
don't need all those lights on at once’ so this 
is one of the reasons the additional switches 
were put in,’’ said Jim Mcilquham, 
maintenance coordinator. ‘‘I think most of 
the instructors use the additional switches. 
Most are quite concerned about energy 
conservation.” 

According to Mcilquham the _ biggest 
energy saver of all was the regulation of air

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Melrose tinds 
1930 depression 


similar to today

On Tuesday afternoon, an enthusiastic 
Robert Melrose, Stout history instructor, 
spoke on the 1930's and the depression. 

Melrose constantly compared the con- 
ditions in the ’30’s to our economic situation 
now. The depression lasted 11 years, 
starting at the same time as the stock 
market crash in 1929. According to 
Melrose, ‘‘We have many safety valves now 
that they didn’t have then...including in- 
sured bank accounts, social security, and 
farm supports.” : 

_ The depression was at its very worst in 
1932. But even then there was enough food 
and-clothing for everyone. The problem 
was that everyone wasn’t getting them. 


“The depression was caused. by our 
system,’’ said Melrose. ‘‘We never lost the 
capacity to produce, we just didn’t 
distribute it.’ 

In the depression, a suit of clothes cost 
$20. Melrose mentioned a student of his in 
that time period was selling coffee at 15 
cents a pound and eggs at 10 cents a dozen. 
A north Menomonie woman added that 
even those prices were expensive because a 
dime was hard to come by. 

During the depression, the federal 
government set up several programs to 
help those that were out of work. 

Work projects administration (WPA) 
paid $30 a month to heads of households 


Cabet gains two nominations 


for appointment by governor

Stout’s Student Senate responded to a 
plea from Governor-Elect Lee S. Dreyfus 
by offering Scott Cabot’s name as one to be 
considered as Dreyfus fills the hundreds of 
appointed positions vacated when the old 
administration leaves the governor's of- 
fice. ase - 

The Dreyfus plea for names was ex- 
tended to Wisconsin citizens for names of 
individuals qualified to fill appointments to 
government boards, committees and 
positions. One of Dreyfus’ campaign 
postures was that students and young 
people should become more involved in 
state government. 

Dreyfus made a direct plea to Chancellor 
Robert Swanson for nominees. Swanson 
introduced the matter to the Chancellor's 
Council where senate president Dave Conn 
picked up the request. Conn recommended 
Cabot to the Council and met with its ap- 
proval. 

Tuesday night the senate concurred in 
the Council's decision and formally offered 
Cabot’s name as its recommendation to 
Dreyfus 

Cabot said he was ‘‘honored"’ to have 
been nominated and will be interested to 
see what happends 


Cabot spent four years in the University 
Student Senate serving as everything from 
financial affairs chief to the senate’s 
president. He is presently a graduate 
student in industrial education and func- 
tions as a graduate assistant in that 
department. 
~ In other senate action, a proposal for a 
three-day final evaluation period at the end 
of the semester was examined. The 
Calendar Committee, which has discussed 
the idea for about four years, offered the 
idea. 

The three-day period would be at the énd 


of each semester and would give the faculty . 


more time to evaluate students and work on 
grades. Such a system would tend to offset 
the present rushing and cramming com- 
mon at semester’s end. 

The three days would tend to lessen the 
problems students face in trying to com- 
plete projects, attend classes, and take 
exams all at the same time. The period 
may also be used for comprehensive 
exams. 

The three-day proposal would create 
“some kind of period to allow the semester 
to end a little more gracefully,”’ said Dr. 
Daniel Riordan, an English professor who 
serves on the Calendar Cgmmittee. 

The proposal is just in the talking stage 
and was introduced to the senate by the 
Board of Academic Affairs in order to 
receive student reaction. 
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to do needless jobs such as raking leaves. 
Another program, Civilian Conservation 
Corps, paid $21 a month for jobs such as 
building public parks.

‘In those days,’’ commented Melrose, 
“They worked for financial help from the 
government. Now we're giving financial 
help away.” 

In 1932, 25 percent of the work force was 
unemployed. ‘“‘Now in 1978, only seven 
percent are unemployed and everyone is 
worried,”’ said Melrose. 

There wasn’t really a lot of help for 
families in need during the time of the 
depression. When the churches, relatives 
and neighbors couldn’t help anymore — you 
were stuck. , ; 

Melrose spent some time talking about 
Franklin Roosevelt and his imprint on the 
depression. FDR served four terms and 
was the greatest vote receiver in U-S. 
history. He was crippled, yet looked very

strong from the waist up: It was an un- 
spoken agreement among reporters and - 
photographers during that time to 
photograph him only from the waist up. 

After about 20 minutes of lecture, 
Melrose answered questions from the 
audience. All of the questions can be best 
summerized by one ‘‘What are the chancég's'” 
of our country going into another — { 
depression?’’ 

Melrose said that he thinks we are in 
trouble. ‘‘In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘it may be 
worse than the '30’s’’ In Melroses’ opinion, 
if anything triggers a depression it will be 
inflation. ‘‘If this country falls, it will fall 
from within,’ commented Melrose. He 
continued, “I don’t know of anything that 
can keep it from falling, save education, 
truth, and the divine will.’’ 


Then the history teacher concluded, 
‘‘What the world needs now is a cheap way 
to make history.”

The ten have not yet been sentenced. By 
law, they can either be placed on probation, 
or if it’s the second offense, be given a fine 
and a short jail sentence for their con- 
victions.

Counseling Center offers 
alternatives to drinking

Are you tired with the ‘“‘sameness”’ and 
boredom of the drinking scene? I have seen 
letters in the paper ahd have heard lots of 
conversation around the campus calling for 
alternatives. We at the Counseling Center 
frequently see and hear of the negative 
results of inappropriate use. 

In response to these comments the 
University Counseling Center will conduct 
aseries of small groups, starting soon after 
the semester break. They are designed to 
explore the pros and cons of alcohol and 
drug use from the participant’s viewpoint. 

We are planning groups for 1) those who 
are just starting to drink and want to ex- 
plore what drinking is all about, 2) those 


who feel they do too much partying and 


want to cut down, and 3) those who are 
thinking about becoming “‘abstainers.” We 
will explore alternatives, attitudes, 
“pressures,” lifestyles, etc. A fourth group 
can be formed for those who are friends of 
“significant others” of drinkers and who 
need more information and development of 
coping skills. 

To plan for these workshops we need 
input from those who are interested in 
participating. Drop in to the Counseling

Ina letter to Nowasky on Nov. 23, 1976, he 


“was charged with violating work rules, an 


inability to et correctly, failure in 
several areas financial management, 
failure to accomplish several major 
assignments, insubordination, poor em- 
ployee relations, and using poor 
professional standards including foul and 
abusive language. 

Dec. 6, 1976. Nowasky files for an appeal 
with the Personnel Board. 

Nowasky said he had an opportunity to 
resign or be fired. Nowasky said he was 
told, “If they fired me they would drag it 
out and make it so bad I would never be 
able to ‘hold my head up.” He said they 


_scared him with the memo, then a Sked him 
‘toresign. ‘‘They wouldn’t tell me Who was , 


making the accusations,” he said* Nowasky 
believed he had done nothing wrong. 

May 1, 1977. A slightly different position, 
below the level of Nowasky’s post, was 
filled. f 

May 9, 1977. Nowasky’s hearing begins. 


In all, 35 days of testimony are heard, a _ 


record number of days. 

Feb. 15, 1978. Now, over 7 months later, 
the hearing has ended. Thirty-nine wit- 
nesses were called by the state and 12 by 
Nowasky. 

June, 1978. Hearing examiner Kathryn 
Anderson of the Personnel Board says the 
University is justified in terminating 
Nowasky’s employment. 

June 16, 1978. The examiner’s decision is 
reversed 2-1, the ruling states that the 
University had no just cause for ter- 
mination and orders that he be reinstated 
with back pay. 

According to Murphy, that was unusual 
because the Personnel Board could not 
have heard all the testimony. It was so long 
they could not have read all the transcripts, 
ne said.» . 

June 21.Wesley Sommers, assistant 
chancellor to administrative services, 
informs Nowasky that the University will 
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appeal the decision and await legal ladvice 


before reinstating. him. 

June 30. The Personnel Board is placed 
out and is replaced by the Personnel 
Commission. 


July 6. Murphy and Maureen McGlynn, 


assistant attorney general, file a petition 
for Nowasky re-hearing stat that the 
Personnel Board’s decision had errors in 
fact and in law. They also file for a stay se 
that UW-Stout ‘doesn’t have to reinstate 
Nowasky until a decision is made by the 
Personnel Commission. 

July 7. Dunn County acting Circuit Judge 
Jack Joyce orders that UW-Stout reinstate 
Nowasky. 

(Joyce and Steans are former law part- 

ners.) 
* July 11. Joyce schedules a hearing to give 
Stout officials the opportunity to say why 
they wouldn’t reinstate Nowasky and give 
him back pay. This is halted by Wisconsin 
Supreme Court Chief Justic Bruce Beilfuss 
because he ruled only Dane County should 
have had jurisdiction in a UW system 
matter, not Dunn County. 


July 26. Personnel Commission has the. 


statutory authority to hear appeals from 
the old Personnel Board. The Personnel 
Commission agrees to hear a portion of the 
Personnel Board’s decision. A stay is 
granted so that UW-Stout does not have to 
reinstate Nowasky. 

Aug. 28. Personnel Commission upholds 
the old Personnel Board’s decision ruling 


that Nowasky should be reinstated because - 


he had received merit increases each year 
he held the position. Therefore it must be 
assumed that the University approved of 
his performance. The other charges were 
not sufficient for dismissal, the Com- 
mission said. 

Sept. 7. A petition to appeal the Personnel 
Commission’s decision to reinstate 
Nowasky is filed based on error.in law, 
irregularities and findings of fact not 
supported by evidence in Dane County 
Circuit Court.

This Christmas season the Educational 
and Cultural Enrichment program (ECE) 
will hold the celebration of Kwanzaa, the 
African celebration of the first fruits: . 

Beverly Bunch, graduate student, and 
program assistant of the ECE program, 
says that Kwanzaa normally lasts from 
Dec. 26 - Jan._1, but because of the 
university schedule, Stout students are 
celebrating Kwanzaa Dec. 2 through Dec. 9. 
On Dec. 5, 6 and 9, displays will be set up in 
the Student Center Ballroom. A potluck 
Karamu (feast) featuring African dances 
and music, a fashion show created by Stout 
students and a fellowship cup ceremony, 
where Karamu participants will drink wine 
from the Kikombe or Unity cup, will be held 
Dec. 9, from 8-11 p.m. in the Ballroom: 

According to Bunch, the Educational and 
Cultural Enrichment program is a social 
group for minority students to teach and 
learn about their culture. Students can gain 
educational assistance relating ‘to their 
experience at Stout. 

Bunch said the celebration of Kwanzaa 


‘was founded in the late 1960's by Maulan — 


Ran Karenga, founder and chairman of the 
U.S. Cultural Organization. Bunch says

heighten the cultural awareness of blacks 
in America, and give them more to relate to 
than the traditional European-American 
‘‘Kwanzaa combines the 
African and American . traditions and 
culture to instill in blacks purpose and 
direction about their African roots that are 
not emphasized in the traditional 
European-American Christmas 
celebration,’ said Bunch. 

According to Bunch, Kwanzaa is not 
celebrated as much in the Midwest as it is 
on the East Coast. She says most 
Americans who celebrate Kwanzaa 
combine it with the Christian celebration of 
Christmas. 

Kwanzaa is an African celebration 
similar to the American Thanksgiving 


holidy. Traditionally, Kwanzaa is a time. 
. when people come together to celebrate the 


harvest of the fruits of the year. 
There are seven days to Kwanzaa, 
beginning Dec. 26, and ending Jan. 1. 
The symbols of Kwanzaa are set upon a 
low table abundantly adorned with tropical 


‘fruits and vegetables. The Mkeka is a straw 


map on which all the items are placed. It 
symbolizes tradition as the foundation on 
which all else rests. A kinara is a candle

holder holding seven candles placed on the 
Mkeka. Three candles are placed on either 
side of one central candle, the candle that 
represents Imani or faith. The seven 
candles represent seven rpinciples. Each 
day of Kwanzaa a candle is lit, usually by 
the children of the household, to symbolize 
the principles. The seven princip’ 
Umioa, (unity); Kujichagulia, (self- 
determination); Ujima, (collective work 
and responsibility) ; Ujamaa, (cooperative 
‘economics); Mia, (purpose); Kuumba, 
(creativity); and Imani,. (faith). 


During Kwanzaa, participants greet one 
another with the principle that is 
represented that day. A typical greeting 
would go something like: this: 


‘‘Habari Gani?” (what is the news of the 
day?) 

If it is the first day one would answer: 

“Umoja”’ (unity) 

If it is the seventh da 

“Imani” (faith...an 


The Muhindi is placed on either or both 


one would answer: 
SO on, 


.sides of the Kinara. Muhini is the ear of 


corn that represents the children or off- 
sprifig of the stalk (father of the house). It 
signifies the ability or potential of the off- 
spring themselves to become stalks. 


The Zawaki, or presents, are given on the 
last day of Kwanzaa and are mainly for the 
children. The Karamu is for the adults. The 
presents represent the fruits of the labor of 
the parents, and the rewards of the seeds 
sown by the children. The children are 
rewarded for being good-and contributing 
their share toward the family with gifts. 


On the night of Dec. 31, the last day of 
Kwanzaa, the Karamu is held. All the 
families of the community unite and share 
food, drink, music, dance and ceremony. 


All students and faculty are invited to 
attend the potluck Karamu on Dec. 9.

In tenth year, Pawn remembers. 
Jim Croce, Brewer and Shipley

On Monday, Oct. 28, ten years ago, the 


‘Pawn opened its doors for the first time. 


Acclaimed in the Stoutonia as ‘the most 
dynamic addition to the campus since the 
Tower,’ the Pawn presented two young 
folksingers at its opening—Brewer and 
Shipley of “‘One Toke Over the Line’”’ fame. 

In those early years the Pawn charge 50 
cents admission to see sueh favorites as the 
Montreals, the Goliards, Rings ‘N Things, 
Estes and Moore, Leatherwood and Lisa, 
plus many more. 

Besides Brewer and Shipley, the Pawn 
contracted such greats_as_Jim Croce and 
Art- Carney, Jr., according» to Jake 
Bostrom, then advisor of the Coffeehouse 
Committee 

“We could’ve had John Denver for $50,”’ 
said Bostrom, ‘“‘but we couldn’t afford 
him!’’ 

Bostrom explained that Croce aan his 
wife were a favorite. ““They didn’t usually 
work the coffeehouse circuit, but came to 
Stout as a fill-in for a-group that was sup- 
posed to-have come. You knew you were 
watching something pretty. special,” 
Bostrom said of Croce. ‘‘You knew as soon 


? 


as you saw him he was going somewhere! 


The idea for a coffeehouse at Stout was. - 


conceived-in 1967 when members of Stout’s 
activities board attended a convention of 
college unions in Chicago, acording to Al 
Klink, coordinator of auxilary services who 
worked with student activities at the time. 
Klink went on to say the keynote of the 
convention was a presentation by a 
National Coffeehouse Circuit from New 


York. : 

After the Chicago conference, a cof- 
feehouse committee was set up as part of 
Stout’s activities board. It was to create a 


place, in Klink’s words, “to give young- 


entertainers exposure to young audiences, 
and give entertainment at a reasonable 
cost.” a 
In the fall of 1968 after the Pawn. got 
going, Bostrom and a student “went to a 
coffeehouse conference at Stevens Point. 
i saw the excitement of other cof- 
,” exclaimed Bostrom. ‘‘After~ 
hate ‘boy’ did it skyrocket!”

“The only problem we had was trying to 
hold down. enthusiasm on the committee,” 
Bostrom said. ‘“The kids really wanted to 
do something — they were a great bunch!”’ 

As for the crowds reception of the Pawn, 
Bostrom called it ‘‘fantastic.” Klink was in 
agreement, saying that the Pawn 
‘‘mushroomed. and has gone ever since!”’ 

“The way this thing (the Pawn) has 
developed sure proves it!’’ Bostrom added. 

According to Klink, during the Pawn’s 
early years, performers were booked for 
os ship in a row’ — and performed two.acts 

“For the second. show you 
al ’t find a seat! People went Monday, 


Tuesday, or Wednesday because they knew — 


they couldn’t.get in on the weekend!” 
Klink explained,that back then, 80 per- 
cent of the Pawn performers were booked 
through the National Coffeehouse Circuit in 
New York. “The New York People made 
the contracts. and sent the performers to 


. us,” he said. ‘‘We had to have three schools 


in this region to take a certain national 
performer (each school would get the 
performer for one week).’’ 

In contrast, Pawn musicians today 
perform three nights only, according to 
Ellen Kavanaugh, who is in charge of 
student activities’ programs. Talent. is 
discovered in a number of fashions. 

“They (performers) -send us tapes, gr we 
sometimes get performers’ names through 
NECAA (National Entertainment and 
Campus Activities Association), said 
Kavanaugh. “‘We also hear them at 
showcases during conventions, or find out 
about them just by word of mouth.”

Kosinski’s efforts have earned him an 
artful reputation among the contemporary 
novelists.-He ventures into the world of 
awful and macabre half-truths, that too 
often escape fantasy and strike at our real 


insecurities and hatreds. His vehicle in this 


novel ‘is the horrifying odyssey of a for- 
saken young boy trying to survive in 
peasant villages of. Nazi occupation.

jected to Nazi brutalities. The book 
characteristic of much of Kosinski’s work; 
is a diary of paradox and caustic irony. Life 
is seen through the eyes of a young boy at 
the mercy of a series of demented task- 


_ masters. He is held captive due to the Nazi 


threat. Supersititions and pagan beliefs 
steer the lives of the Jéw-hating Christians. 
It was custom never to smile at a stranger, 
for if they counted ones teeth his days were 
numbered with the teeth that were counted. 

The unrélenting peasants used their 
religion as an instrument of hate. Infidelity 


was punished by an assault on a offender’s ) 


sexual apparatus. The theft of a loaf of 
bread or a couple of eggs often brought a 
brutal death at the jaws of the wolf-hounds 
of the village. } 

The reluctance of man to elevate himself 
above the leyel of animalistic behavior is 


’ central to Kosinski. His protogonist escapes 


his gruesome ordeals only to be subjected 
to even greater inhumanities. 

The peasant, the Jew, the Naxi and the 
priest are all components of a moralistic 


| -——-veeuum—Kosinski—notes_-the--human- 


capacity to inflict pain. The struggle to 
survive is not an overriding drive Kosinski 
says. He would have us believe that we live 
to subjugate others physically, sexually, 
emotionally, and psychologically. . 
Through his brilliant style and story 
telling he magnifys his scenarios so we are 


forced to recognize .ourselves in it. 


Although we are no longer in the terrible 
grip of a world war, we cannot deny the 
hatred and suffering our petty. self-interest 
and piousness caltse. Prejudices and 
malice are the true malignancies on the 
human spirit. 

Kosinski suggests that we will never 
evolve from our primordial brutality. He 
would have us believe that the human beast 
will always be more interested in a piece of 
the pie rather than peace. 

The book may be a misrepresentation of 
our human struggle. No doubt evil and good 
co-exist and we cannot be crass to the point 
of denying it. Kosinski is valuable because 
he brings us to the edge and challenges us 
to turn back or to leap across.

Have you ever 
wondered if any of these people ski or even know which end of the hill - 
you start on? 

I‘m one of those once-a-season skiers that has to be dragged to the ski 
area. | guess its just the bad experiences I’ve had skiing. It all started 
with my first time on the slopes. After an hour on the bunny hill and 
exhausting my wipe-out ratio, | decided to go on to bigger and better 
things. Unfortunately | picked the wrong size hill. | really wanted to 
ride the chair lift so | decided to try it anyway. 

Ten falls and one fence later | made it to the bottom of the hill and 
vowed never to ski again. Gradually over the course of 12 months, | got 
my nerve up again and thus my yearly pilgrimage began. First the 
mental preparation (No, | will not break a leg or come home with fence 
marks embedded on my face), then on to the bunny hill for a few trial 
runs. Slowly | work my way up to the bigger hills. So much for my - 
skiing adventures. 

There are many ski slopes and cross country ski trails in Dunn and 
the surrounding Wisconsin counties. 

In Dunn County there is Deepwood about nine miles northwest of 
Colfax. It has 16 runs and is open Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. 

In St. Croix County there are four cross-country ski trails and two 
downhill ski slopes. Willow River State Park (seven miles southwest of 
Hudson) has a 11.2 kilometer trail, Game Unlimited (six miles nor- 
theast of Hudson) has two trails, one is 16.and one is 6.4 kilameters, and 
Snow Crest has five trails totaling 13.5 kilometers. 

Snow Crest and Brich Park are the two downhill ski areas. Snow 
Crest,is open seven days and nights and-has 15 runs. Birch Park has 18 
runs and is also open days and nights. 

Interstate State Park in: Polk County has a 11.2 kilometer trail for 
cross-country skiing. Trollhaugen located 2 mile east of Dresser is a 
downhill and cross country skiing area. There are 13 runs for downhill 
and a 4.8 kilometer trail for cross country. This area is open days and 
nights. 


Hardscrabble in Barron County also has both cross-country trails- 


and skiing slopes. it has 10 runs and a 16 kilometer trail..It is open 
Wednesday, Fridays, - Saturdays, Sundays and during Christmas 
vacation. : Oi SN ee ee 

Chippewa County has two cross-country areas. Lake Wissota State 
Park has one 4.8 and one 9.1 kilometer trail. Burnet Isiand State Park 
has a 4.8 kilometer trail. 

Now that you know of all the ‘’cool’’ areas to go, try them out and 
enjoy winter-but watch out for those amy they always seem to jump 
out at you!.

Stout receives 6.3 million dollars 


By Bonita Oehlke 


The Board of Regents approved a total 
$6.3 million be alloted to Stout for several 
projects. The Board of Regents final 
decisions on the University of Wisconsin 
System ’s 1979-1981 biennial budget requests 
were the topic of the monthly meeting held 
this past Friday. 

Of the 19 proposed major projects in the 
UW-system, remodeling Bowman Hall 
ranked fourth and remodeling the 
Fieldhouse ranked sixth according to 
Chancellor Robert G. Swanson. Major 
projects, involving over $250 thousand were 
proposed to the Board of Regents and 
ranked on the basis of a ten item rating 
scale 

“There were five other physical 
education building remodeling requests 
and Stout's ranked the highest,"’ said 
Swanson 

“This was a positive step in a series of 
steps,"’ said Carol Dobrunz, chairman of 
the Department of Physical Education and 
Health 

The building plan must next be approved 


by the Building Commission, the Joint 
Finance Committee of the Legislature and 
the governor, said Swanson. ‘I would 
anticipate that before May our campus 
would be notified if the governor approves 
of the budget,”’ said Dobrunz. 

‘‘Remodeling the Fieldhouse would 
provide more space for intramural and 
recreational sports, classrooms, and 
athletic practices,’’ said Dobrunz. There 
wouldn’t have to be so many intramural 
midnight games she said. There would also 
be more opportunity for concerts since 
recreation could continue at the same time, 
said Dobrunz 

According to Dobrunz, $3.9 million has 
been approved for the Fieldhouse 
remodeling by the Board of Regents. 

Two million seven thousand dollars has 
been approved for remodeling Bqwman 
Hall. According to Swanson, an elevator 
would be installed to make the building 
more accessible to the handicapped. New 
windows will be installed to conserve 
energy, several labs will be moved and 
expanded and a student services office will 
be moved. ‘‘The remodeling will take place 


without changing the exterior appearance 
of Bowman Hall,”’ said Swanson. 

According to William Amthor, director of 
the Graphic Communications Department 
located in Bowman Hall, ‘remodeling 
would change some problems in the 
facilties. We’re not able to introduce 
current equipment that is new in industry 
because we would have no place to put it,” 
said Amthor. With new processes, a closely 
controlled environment is needed for 
sensitive equipment. 

Factors including ventilation, plumbing 
for more water availability, humidity and 
room temperature control are necessary 
for many new processes in the graphics 
department. 

The overcrowded labs lack equipment. 
Amthor cites an example of a sink in lab 208 
that was installed in the ‘60’s. ‘‘It serves 320 
students per semester and is used for 
mixing. chemicals, cleaning, washing 
several parts of processes, refilling con- 
tainers and custodial services.” 

Stout also received approval for five 
minor projects totalling $337,000. A minor 
project costs between $15 - 250,000. 


The minor projects include: 

1. Renovation of Harvey Hall 
auditorium. ‘ 

2. Street removal and renovation in two 
places: 4th Street between the Home 
Economics Building and the future library 
and between Harvey Hall and Fryklund. 

3. Remodeling the basement of the 
Child Study Center. 

4. Consolidation of two machine shops in 
Fryklund Hall on first floor. 

5. Further development of Nelson Field 
to make it larger providing for additi 
recreation space, gate accessories and 
ticket bocths. _ 

“T feel good about the approval of our 
projects. People did a great job preparing 
the information,”’ said Swanson. ‘Our 
increasing enrollment and a combination of - 
many positive things helped us to get a 
sizeable part of the budget.” 

The Board of Regents also approved a 
veterinary school.

Check writing costs raise 
minimum balance to $300

Students will probably be carrying more 
cash soon. Not due to a reduction in tuition 
or a free money give away, this prediction 
is based on the increase in the cost of 
writing checks from local banks. 

According to Larry A. Barnhart, 
assistant cashier at the Bank of 
Menomonie, the bank’s new checking 
policy went into effect December 1. It has 
adopted a schedule requiring a $300 
minimum balance for free checking. Under 
that balance a 10 cent charge per check will 
be assessed plus a $1 to $3 monthly service 
charge, the amount dependant on the 
balance of the account. 

Thus far, the First National Bank and 


-United Bank have not adopted the in- 


creases. However, George Rear, 
operations officer at the First National 
Bank, said, ‘‘There are no changes now, but, 
some are coming shortly. I anticipate the 
$50 minimum balance is gone, but I don’t 
know where it’s going.”’ 

The increases were accounted for by 
increased banking costs. According to 


Barnhart, $1,057 is needed each year in a 
checking account for the bank to simply 
kreak even. ‘“‘Our costs go up just like 
everybody else’s.”’ 

The rise in rates had nothing to do with 
the number of bouncing checks Barnhart 
said. ‘‘What really hurt was people writing 
so many checks. Customers wrote checks 
for amounts under a dollar and it drives our 
costs up.”’ 

Another change in banking will be the 
newly approved ‘‘Zero Balance’’ checking 
account. This account allows as passbook 
savings account holder to write checks on a 
checking account with no money in it.

Business requirements 
force quick closings

Ah...fond memories...college is the 
source of many of those. But 
preregistration two weeks ago is not one of 
those college memories that will be 
remembered fondly for most. 

The reason? Well, for many students, 
class sections of their required courses 
closed too early for them to get what they 
wanted. As a result, many students are 
deep into their concentrations while hardly 
even touching the surface of their general 
studies. 

This is especially true for people needing 
business courses. Business courses were 
among the first to close on T: \ursday night 
during preregistration. Accou. ting is one of 
the very first to fill, but according to Jerry 
Coomer, head of the business department, 
‘The busines classes are in ‘trouble in most 
areas.”’ 

The problem, said Coomer, is not the fact 
that there are approximately 400 business 
administration majors on campus, but 
rather that so many other majors have 
business uirements. In addition, many 
students pick up business minors. 

Dr. Coomer admits that there are not 
enough class sections of business courses 
for the number of students here. ‘‘Our 
alternatives,’’ said Coomer, ‘‘are either to 
enlarge our class sections to 60-80 students, 


or get more staff members. We can't get 
more staff members because the funding 
isn’t there.”’ 

The business department used to offer a 
self-paced accounting program ii hopes 
that more students would follow this route. 
In this way, more students could be ac- 
commodated in the accounting classes. 

The program, which ran for five to six 
years, was discontinued this year because 
it was found that more instructor time was 
taken up on a one-to-one basis...time which 
could be used on a 1-30 basis to help more 
students. 

Students reaction to droping the self-pace 
class has been positive in an informal 
survey done by this si gp The main 
reason was summarized by a junior in- 
dustrial tech major, 

“Accounting is rough enough to un- 
derstand when you are having it fed to yo 
three times a week by an instructor. with 
other class members around to help’you. 
It’s impossible when you have to &xplain it 
to yourself!’’ : 

Enrollment is steadily ing but the 
number of business classes is not. Ap- 
proximately 20 of Stouf*’s major fields of 
study have business requirements...that 
take in a majority“of the students on 
campus. If Stout and its students are to 
keep growing, common sense tells us that 
the business department must grow too.

Stevenson’s wisdom typifies the role that 


the ninth congress of the USS has played in ~ 


the history of student governance at Stout. 
In March, when the presidency moved from 
Cabot to Conn the era of the “basement 
people’ 
professionalism began. The basement 
people (which included the last three 
senate) were idealistic, progressive, in- 
novative people who gave the student 
senate new life. Their primary ac- 
complishments were in laying foundations 
and shaping the senate into its present 
condition. It was a time of glamour and 
glory, well equipped with people -to assume 
such roles. They are now gone and their era 
is over. ; 

The ninth congress was faced with a 
tough act to follow. The principles were 
shaped but now someone has to live up to 
them. This senate resembles the astronaut 
who followed closely behind Neil Arm- 
strong’s first steps on the moon, but whose 
name would be forgotton. 

Looking at the senate more specifically, 
the system of evaluation may be broken 
into two components, those being process 
and product. 

The process or internal functioning of the 
senate are chiefly the activities of the 
executives. The bulk of issues the senate 
dealt with this semester came from the 
organization's leaders. In theory, senators 
bring student needs to the attention of the 
senate and then they get the exécutives 
working to meet those needs. This was not 
the case with this senate. Tuesday night 
senate meetings.were a time when the 
group assembled to hear executive reports. 
Meetings were often short, because reports 
received little diseussion. It may be said 
that the biggest problem with the ninth 
congress was they missed the j get 
to develop what the executives ught to 
them. 

The process of the ninth congress made 
up in professionalism what it lacked in 
idealism. At first glance the Senate seems 
to lack heart and function chiefly as a

In the spirit of professionalism 
they even called in leadership consultants 
to help them with their weakness.

Winter sports are abundant in snowy Wisconsin. Besides the many 
downhill and cross country ski trails, there are also several 
snowmobile trails in the surrounding counties. = 
Dunn County has two snowmobile trailss-One-is in the north central 
part of the county from Wheeler to Ridgeland and the other is in the 
south central section from Menomonie to Long Lake. 

Pepin County has 87 miles of trails which run through woods, valleys, 
fields and hills. Many of these trails are along the Mississippi and 
Chippewa rivers. 

There are 166 miles of trails in Pierce County. Polk County has over 
400 miles of snowmobile trails, which includes trails in the Sterling 
Forest. 

Barron County has trails from Turtle Lake to Ridgeland and all 
around Rice Lake. Frozen lakes are used for snowmobiling but users 
should make sure the ice is secure enough to support the snowmobiles 
weight. ~ 

Near Woodville, in St. Croix County, there are seven miles of 
groomed trails and the Blue Mills in Rusk County have 20 miles of 
trails. 

in Chippewa County there are two trails. There is a ten mile trail 
near Lake Wissota and a 20 mile trail at the County Forest. 

Eau Claire County, east of Dunn County has several small trails 
throughout the county. They are concentrated in the Fall Creek, 
Fairchild and Augusta areas. 

Information and trail maps are available from Wisconsin Indian 
Head County, 3015 Clairemont Ave., Eau Claire, WI 54701. 

Before snowmobiling, check out the Wisconsin snowmobile laws. The 
laws contain regulations on age restrictions, safety, registration, signs 
_and enforcement. Also included in the pamphlet is the snowmobile 
code of ethics and the basic snowmobile safety code. This is available 


from the Wisconsin’s Department of Natural Resources.

A broken car antenna, a 
smashed light, a pop case full of 
empty bottles smashed against a 
wall. These are some acts of 
vandalism that take place every 
year on campus. 

According to Dennis Foegen, 


director of Protective Services, — 


there is less vandalism this year 
than in the past, but vandalism 
is still a problem. 

He said that college students 
do the majority of the damage 
and very little is done by high 
school students. 

Foegen said this year there is 
$175 of Christmas trees illegally 
cut down in the area. Last 


semester several windows in the _ 


Modulux, Ray Hall, the Student 
Center and the Administration 
Building have been.broken. 

According to Foegen there 
have been incidents of ‘‘busting 
up’’ vending machines and 
smashing pop bottles in the 
dorms. He also said there has 
been’ several incidents of fire 
equipment being tampered with 
in campus buildings. 

He also said there is van- 
dalism in the violet parking lot 
next to the Communications 
Building after the bars close. To 
prevent the vandalism the 
University is stationing security 
officers in the lot on busy nights 
after the closing bar times. 

“We are trying to patrol areas 


overta 


more heavily where vandalism 
has or could occur,’’ said 
Foegen. 

He also said security is 
patroling all parking lots and 
logging the time. 

According to Foegen if anyone 
is caught vandalizing they are 
turned over to the city police. 

Judy Spain, director of 
resident halls, and Helmuth 
Albrecht, executive director of 
Auxiliary Services said in- 
cidents of vandalism in the 
dorms has decreased, but still 
exists. 

‘“‘Last semester a student took 
a pop case and threw it down a 
stairwell and almost hit another 
student,” said Spain.

With winter comes snow and 
with the snow comes skiing. Of 
people who think skiing, most 
think ‘“‘Colorado.” Every winter 
thousands flock to the centennial 
state for one reason — to ski. 

They come from every state 
and from many nations. 

Most skiers are tourists for a 
week or two of downhill .fun. 
Others are residents who 
manage to get away from their 
jobs. And then there are the ski 
bums; those dedicated young 
and old who move to Colorado 
for the ski season. Some don’t 
make it and go back home 
because of low paying jobs and 
expensive housing. Others 
survive and get what they are 
looking for, a life with little 
money but packed with fun and 
excitement on the slopes. 

Maria Johnson, a 23 year old 
Chicago woman, moved to 
Colorado last November. 
Because her husband refused to 
move, she divorced him, and 
sold everything so she could live 
a life of skiing. is 

“T moved with the idea that I 
could get a job in a ski area and 
just ski whenever I had time 
off,” she said. But things didn’t 
work out that way. Expensive 
housing and a low paying job 
foreed Johnson to move to 
Alamosa, a town more than 50 
miles from the nearest ski area. 
She now works a five day week 
as a secretary and saves to ski 
on weekends. 

“T’ve been to every ski area in 
Colorado and so far I like 
Wolfcreek the best. Besides 
being the closest ski area to 
Alamosa it’s also small, 
relatively uncrowded and has * 


some of the best snow I’ve ever 


Albrecht said that one dorm 
has trouble keeping its furniture. 
Cushions disappearing off the 
furniture, broken mirrors, 
kicked in doors and broken toilet 
stools are examples of some 
dorm vandalism. 

According to Spain and 
Albrecht an excuse given for 
commiting acts of vandalism is

students. Therefore students are 
actually paying for vandalism.

So far I haven’t 
saved anything, but I have 
managed to ski a -lot,’’ said 
Synder. “‘I have a season pass 
for Sunlight which isn’t far from 
here and I’ve been able to ski 
about three full days every 
week for the past two years. I 
don’t live real good but I’m doing 
what I want to — ski.” 

According to an article in the 
Dec. 18 Newsweek, ski bums are 
an endangered species. 

According to the article, 
Colorado ski resorts have been 
facing a severe shortage of ski 
bums. As a result, said the ar- 
ticle, ski lodges in Aspen have 
hired Vietnamese refuges as 
maids. ‘‘The once-plentiful 
supply of college dropouts, eager 
to work for little pay and free lift 
tickets has suddenly melted. 
There is also a severe housing 
shortage, as more apartments 
are converted to’ con- 
dominiums,’’ the Newsweek 
article observed. 

So if you’re planning on 
skipping out and moving into the 
life of skiing, here’s a tip — plan 
ahead. Find a job and a place to 
live before you move, otherwise 
the life of a ski bum might be 
less than you expect.

face federal audit

UW-Stout officials were 
charged with inaccurate record- 
keeping by the U.S. Department 
of Health, Eduation and Welfare 
(HEW) auditors last week. The 
records in question deal with the 
payroll systems of workers in 
federally funded programs 
between 1971-77. 

Vice Chancellor Wesley Face 
doesn’t feel that HEW’s auditors 
will find serious differences in 
the documents. “It’s not a case 
of misappropriated money, but 
simply its documentation.” 

Asher Tenner, HEW’s regional 
auditor in Chicago said 
documents failed to show that 
persons submitting reports on 
staff time had first-hand 
knowlege of staff members’ 
activities. 

Martin Kozak, also from 
HEW’s Chicago office, said their 
office has received comments 
from UW-Stout officials.and the 
final report will be ready next 
month. 

_ “Only when the final report is 

compiled can we be more 
specific about where the im- 
proper documentation took 
piace,”’ said Kozak. 

HEW has established two 
methods for proper documen- 
tation. According to Face, Stout 
employed both methods until 
1974 when they were specifically 


instructed to drop the second 
method. ‘Now the auditors are 
saying we should utilize the 
second method,” said Face. 
The first method indicates that 
payroll systems for the 
professional staff must be 
supported by an adequate ap- 
pointment and _ work-load. 
distribution system. This must 
be accompanied by monthly 


reviews performed by 
responsible officials. Any 
significant changes on 


workloads distribution of each 
professor or professional staff 
member must be reported. 

The second method outlines a 
monthly after-the-fact cer- 
tification system requiring in- 
dividual investigators, deans) 
departmental chairmen or 
supervisor with first hand 
knowledge of the services 
performed on each research 
agreement to report the 
distribution effort.

~ 690 more may — 
ye squeezed in 


next semester

Move over Stout. If a proposal 
is recommended by the Chan- 
cellor and appreved by the 
faculty senate, 690 more 
students will be here next fall. 

In an advisory vote taken 
Tuesday morning, the Chan- 
cellor’s Committee voted to 
allow 7300 students to enroll next 
fall. 

However, according to Dave 

; Conn, SSA president, there may 
not be more money to cover 
these extra students. 

| “There is no guarantee that 
we'll get more money,” said 
Conn. ‘‘Even the Chancellor said 
that he thought we would get 
more funding this year when we 
enrolled more students, but we 

" didn’t.” 

According to the agenda 
assembled by the Chancellor for 
the committee, there are three 
ways Stout can compensate for 
more students. These include 
increasing average class size, 
increasing number of classes 
taught per instructor, or in- 
creasing the percentage of total 
staff teaching. 

“T feel that the proposals 


made by Dr. Face are quite. 
realistic,” said Wesley Som- 
mers, assistant chancellor for 
Administrative Services and a 
committee member. “We will 
have to increase productivity in 
the classroom which means we 
have to change what we are 
doing now.” — 

Conn said the logic behind 
permitting more students to 
enroll is to gain more state aid. 

“It appears that we will be 
going with basically the same 
budget we had a year ago,” said 
Anthony Samenfink, dean of 
home economics and committee

Various food plans “eat” points 


By Bonita Oehlke 

“Somebody is getting ripped 
when they use food points,’’ said 
Jeff Krohn, a resident advisor 
from Wigen Hall. It’s easy to 
figure out according to Krohn. 
Food points under the present 
Validine system cost 5 cents per 
points. Students must also pay 
$170 for fixed costs regardless of 
the number of points they 
purchase 

“Take your calculator and 
figure it out,’’ said Krohn. The 
minimum food plan of 150 points

costs $245 per semester. 1500 x 
.05 plus $170 (fixed cost) - $395 
$395 plus 4500 - 8.7 per point. 

Students with larger food 
plans pay less per point than 
students with smaller food 
plans. A dinner meal costing 23 
points could cost between $2 and 
$3.74 depending on the food plan 
purchased. 

_‘‘Fixed costs are the same for 
all students because there is an 
equal opportunity to use the food 


service facilities,’’ said Mike

Potter, accountant tor Food 
Service and Housing. The $170 
fixed cost per student include 
salaries, overhead costs, and 
cleaning and paper supplies. The 
5 cent per point covers the food 
costs, according to Potter. 

It's a better deal to have a 
larger food plan but only if a 
student eats more. “I'd never 
buy a larger food plan because | 
couldn't eat more than I do 
now,’’ said Marcia McGuire, 
senior in ECE. 

“Lean only eat so much,”’ said 
Dawn Rosin, HE freshman, 
‘and what I don't use I spend at 
the bookstore." 

Earlier food service plans 
required students to pay the 
same amount, regardless of how 
many meals were eaten 
“Students who ate less were 
subsidizing students who ate 
more,’ said Paul Goede, 
director of contract meals 

With the present food plan, 
when a student chooses not to eat 
a meal it does not cost the 
Commons or Tainter any extra 
money, according to Potter 

The present system has 1m- 
proved but new food programs 
are being scrutinized, according 
to Goede. 

Food service could move tc 
an ala carte system which would 
require a lot of remodeling,.”’ 
said Potter. In an ala carte 
system students would pay 
according to the amount of food 
eaten but that would hurt the big 
eater, according to Goede. 

“Stout is the only school in the 
UW system that gives students a 
break for meals not eaten,’’ said 
Potter. Extra points can be 
spent in the bookstore or at the 
Student Center food service 

Fall semester, the average 
student spent $18.50 worth of 
food points at the bookstore and 
$34.25 worth of food points at the 
snackbar, according to Potter 

Thexbookstore has been selling */ 
more to students using points 
According to Bob Carlson, 
bookstore manager, ““We have 
more things available so 
students use more food points.” 

“Using points instead of cash 
can increase the cost of an item 
to a student at the bookstore or 
Student Center food service,” 
said Potter. Often students 
forget they are paying two fixed 
costs. The fixed costs of the 
Commons and Tainter plus the

Interns resort to Alaska

Some lucky undergrads are 
going to be working in Alaska 
this summer. 

Dave Stevens, a_ represen- 
tative for the Klondike Hotel in 
Skagway Alaska interviewed 24 
students for summer jobs 


has never seen it before. Many 
Alaskans have four-wheel--drive 
vehicles to see the terrain, but 
Stevens said the parks are 
slowing this down. 

“The growing periods are 
short and the land is pretty 
tender,’ said Stevens. ‘‘People

Stevens, a Minnesota native, 
has lived in Alaska for two 
years. He moved to Skagway, he, 
said, because it is warmer than 
Winnepeg, where he had been 
living. 

“(Alaska) is the biggest ex- 
perience you will have,” said 
Stevens. ‘‘Everything is slower. 
Mail is two weeks behind, TV is 
all canned and there are no live 
radio broadcasts. You have to 
have a 21-day lead with buying 
products for the hotel.” 

However, Stevens also said 
that Alaska gives one the op- 
portunity to see wildlife as one 
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Skagway is a town of 650, and 
Stevens said that it caters to 
tourists as does Juneau. Outdoor 
salmon bakes and gold rush 
tours are numerous in these 
towns. Elsewhere, logging and 
fishing are the mainstays of the 
economy. 

Alaska’s cost of living is high, 
but so are incomes. 

“A loaf of bread is $1 and a 
gallon of milk costs $3.50,”’ said 
Stevens. ‘‘But perishables are 
really where the expense is. 
They come a long distance, 
slowly.’’ Stevens said that while 
wages are high, so is unem- 
ployment. 


‘*You have to go up there with 
a job or you won't make it,’’ he 
said. ‘“‘The pipeline is over and 
everything is geared down.” 

He said that Alaska is a boom 
state. With gold and oil, soon 
something will start up again. 

As for the native population, 
Stevens said that the state is 
family-oriented and the people 
lead sheltered lives. But, he 
added, they are a warm: and 
open people. 

This was Stevens first visit to 
Stout although he has recruited 
hotel and restaurant students for 
summer’ work in the past. 

“‘Students worked out well for 
me,”’ he said. “I try to put them 
in reasonable situations where 
they will have free time to ex- 
plore. Alaska is very outdoor- 
oriented. 

He added that student housing 
will not be deluxe, but it will be 
comfortable,

Reiche sings and lives 
down-to-earth message

Carl Alan Reiche — a beard, a smoldering pipe, a husky dog named 
Alyosha, a 12-string guitar... : 

By nature, Reiche is 4 wandering troubadour. Beating the path of 
the 1-94 circuit through the Midwest, he offers his message through 
tune and tale. ¥ 

His forte is a delicate love for the earth and its gifts. Much of his 
music, and most of his existence, express a concern for “‘living with- 
not off-the land.” 

A man who loves cross country skiing, the open air and musical 
communication, Reiche recently recorded a song about the Boundary 
Waters of northern Minnesota, entitled ‘‘A Wilderness So Wild.” The 
song, promoting the preservation of the BWCA, aired on public radio 
2 in Minneapolis and Madison. Reiche has also written a song about the 

qualities, and peculiarities of cross country skiing, entitled ‘‘Cross 
Country, Hill and Vale.”

The call of the wild, the timber wolf 
seems reconciled to a land not far 
removed from distant glacial ages 


No, Reiche is not an ascetic recluse that has just rambled out of the 
north woods. He’s’a local that’s been around almost 30 years. From 
Racine, Reiche grew up in the 50’s and 60’s influenced by the budding 
coffeehouse phenomenon and the likes of Bob Dylan; Peter, Paul and 
Mary; and Jonie Mitchell. 

While Reiche’s music has since become infused with touches of 
blues, country and folk-rock, his‘folk roots remain evident. His music 
is lyric oriented. In his words, “It’s important what you say with 
music, not just the beat.” 

He writes with feeling—sometimes directly from his own ex- 
periences. And when it comes to writing songs, Reiche claims to do it 
anywhere. If on the. highway, his knees do the steering and his dog 
watches the road! 

Reiche is constantly complemented by his dog Alyosha, a Samoid . 
Siberian Husky. And it’s more than the average relationship. 
“Alyosha is a very important part of my: life,’’ says Reiche. ‘‘We 
communicate very well.” 

“It would be very easy to ‘burn out’ on the road, but I never feel I’m 
alone. We’re good traveling buddies. He lets me know when 
something’s bothering’ him. For example, I’ve found out he doesn’t 
like bars, smokey places or sound systems!”’ 

Long before he met Alyosha, Reiche was turned onto music. ‘‘In the 
fifth grade I picked up the trombone and discovered I did not have the 
lips!’’ confesses Reiche. Then during the heyday of the hootenany era 
and folk music, 10-year-old Reiche picked up the guitar. 

After taking some lessions and playing around a number of years, he 
teamed up with a high school buddy to get his first public exposure. 

‘‘We played together constantly,”’ says Reiche. ‘““We weren't good, 
but we sure enjoyed it!” 

After high school, the duo split up. ‘I’ve played alone ever since,”’ 
admits Reiche,’’ except for one summer with Scott Jones in Wisconsin 
Dells.’’ (Jones has performed at the Pawn on several occasions.) 
“‘He’s (Jones) the main reason I’m in this business.”’ Jones and Reiche 
were friends in college. 

Since graduating from college in Madison, Reiche has intermixed 
performing with graduate study. For the past several years he has 
played exclusively in dozens of colleges, bars and lounges.

Extra dollars dispersed 
for campus use 


The additional $50,000 
budgeted for Stout by Central 
Administration has been 
dispersed to various depart- 
ments on campus. The money 
was to be used to assist in 
financing 7.5 new teaching 
positions. 

Wesley Face, vice chancellor, 
explained the increased 
budgeting by saying, ““We used 
more dollars first semester in 
order to take care of increased 


‘- enrollment, and therefore we 


were short the second semester 
to take care of our ongoing 
needs.”’ 

Despite rumors that 
enrollment for second semester 
had increased and thus budget 
increases were needed Face 
stated, ‘‘we went down a few 
students. We needed the extra 
dollars and allocations to 
schedule enough classes for the 


’ students currently enrolled. 


Some of these extra resources 


were used to create some sec- 
tions to take care of students 
who had not been able to get 
some basic courses needed for 
degree requirements.” . 
Departments given allocations 
were: Habitational Resources, 
.$6,000; Apparel, Textiles and 
Design, $4,500; Education and 
Psychology, $3,000; Business

Building boom eases

Last semester, the privacy of 
a single room was_ basically 
reserved for RA’s only. Other 
students were eligible for single 
rooms but there just weren’t any 
available. 

This semester there are 112 
single rooms compared to 44 last 
spring according” to Helmuth 
Albrecht of the Student Housing 
office. 

“Last year was very, very 
unusual. We had more people 
living in the halls than previous 
years,” said Albrecht. ‘The 
more students requesting 
rooms, the fewer the number of 
single rooms.” 

Fall semester there were 2,880 
dorm residents. This semester 
that number declined to 2,767. 
The general pattern is for an 
additional 40 to 50 residents to 
move out as the semester 
progresses: 

“There is the normal drop at 
the end of first semester because 
of graduating students and 
students who transfer or quit,” 
said Albrecht. First semester 


also had an unusually high - 


number of residents who flunked 
out. 

This semester Stout’s total 
enrollment dropped seven 
percent above the normal two- 
to-three percent first semester 


. the experi- 


. to selling balloons 
to spieling for the 


drop. This is not, however, an 
indication “that Stout's 
enrollment will continue to 
decline. According to Albrecht 
there are 1,489 applications for 
student housing next fall. That’s 
about 200 more than received at 
this time last year. 

Aside from. normal attrition, 
graduation and_ flunking, 
students move out of the resident 
halls to live off-campus. With the 
addition of three new apartment 
complexes: in Menomonie, the 
variety and availability of off- 
campus housing is greater than 
in the past. 

William LaBelle, manager of 
Sawdust City Real Estate, said 


75 percent of his Menomonie 


tenants are students. He

manages 98 apartments housing 
about 250 people. Of these 
renters, 180-190 are students. 

LaBelle stated, ‘There has 
been eight years of building done 
all in one year. Most areas 
couldn’t absorb that much but 
Stout and the community needed 
this growth in housing. 

This is a growing community 
market and the building demand 
had not been filled, said LaBelle. 
“The last apartment housing 
was built 8 or 9 years ago.” 

There is one more new 
buidling in the process, but no 
other buildings are being 
projected in the near future, 
stated LaBelle. “It’s my im- 
pression that this is all that the 
area can manage for right now.”

Senate revises 
budget allocations

University Student Senate 
scrutinized the finance com- 
mittee’s budget for the second 
week Tuesday night. The finance 
committee presented a slightly 
altered budget for discussion 
Tuesday. The changes include: 
cutting the athletic budget 
allocation by $1,500 and the 
SSA’s by $2,000, while the 
cultural budget received an 
additional $2,500 and_ the 
unallocated reserve was allotted 
another $1,000. ‘ 

Discussion included charging 
admission for activities and 
athletics. The senate questioned 
what a charging policy would 
add to allocated budgets and 
whether the finance committee 
considered the added revenue in 
allocations. Further discussion 
questioned salaries for Stoutonia 
staff members, while many 
other staffs are volunteer. It was 
noted that the Stoutenia staff is 
paid from advertising revenue 
and not with their allocated 
budget. The budget was tabled 
and will come before the senate 
for approval next week. 

In other business, the senate 
discussed elections scheduled 
for Feb. 18. Ron Freeman, ad- 
ministrative assistant, is a 
candidate and as such withdrew 
from his position of election 
clerk. John Funke will take his 
place in that capacity. - 

It was also announced that a 
presidential debate in which all 
candidates for USS president 
will debate on Monday, Feb. 5. 
The debate will be televised on 
Channel 28 on Wednesday, Feb. 
7. The election will also include a 
candidate’s forum, tentatively 
scheduled for Monday, Feb: 12.

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HKMC leads in garbage production 


Students generate tons of trash

An article on garbage, as silly 
as it sounds, might teach some 
interesting little tidbits about 
yourself, your fellow students 
and-or staff members | you 
may never hear again! After all, 
some people say that you can tell 
a lot about a person by the 
garbage they put out. 

UW-Stout is made up of almost 
7000 messy students and a lot of 
wasteful staff members. ‘‘The 
biggest percentage of garbage 
on campus is paper,’’ says Jimm 
Sweeny, custodial supervisor of 
the academic buildings. A lot of 
garbage is just plain waste. It 
could be recycled,” he con- 
tinued. 

The problem with recycling 
though, said Sweeny, is the strict 
regulations imposed by those 
who salvage paper. ‘‘There can 
be no foreign objects such as 
paper clips or staples on the 
paper,” he commented, ‘we 
don’t have the manpower to 
remove them.” 


~~ 


Sweeny has been on the staff 
since 1967 and says that he 
hasn't seen too much change in 
the amount of waste here since 
he started. Even with the vast 
increase in students, the amount 
of garbage from the academic 
buildings hasn’t risen 
significantly. Sweeny attributes 
this to the energy conservation 
movement of recent years. 

One would think that the paper 
waste in the residence halls 
would not be as large as that of 
the academic buildings because 
of their incinerators. Not so! 
According to Roger Klukas, 
head of dorm maintenance, 
“although students are supposed 
to incinerate their paper waste, 
many don’t. They just leave it in 
their janitor’s closet for the 
maintenance men to pick up,” 
said Klukas. 

He commented .that dorm 
waste is still quite different from 
that of academic buildings. 
Dorm students have an abun- 
dance of food containers and

beer cans in their garbage. 

Klukas says that he’s noticed 
some difference in the garbage 
produced by the dorms now as 
compared to the past. ‘‘Students’ 
eating habits are much different 
now,” he commented. ‘‘They’re 
making more meals for them- 
selves instead of always.eating 
at the Commons.” 

Where does all the garbage 
go? Menomonie Disposal picks 
up the entire campus garbage 
and takes it to the Menomonie 
Dump. They pick up garbage at 
each dorm once a day. 

How much garbage is that? 
Each garbage container holds 
1% yds. or an approximate 500 


Ibs. of waste, All of the residence 


halls on south campus have two 
containers...which makes 10 
total or 2! tons of garbage daily. 
On north end, Fleming and 
Hovlid have one container each, 
and JTC and Wigen have four a 
piece; JTC, because of the 
Tainter Food Service, and Wigen 
because it has no incinerator.

Once again, that is a total of ten 
— or another 2% ton- 
..Which makes for a- grand 
total of five tons of garbage a 
day from the dorms alone! 
Menomonie Disposal has had 
its share of problems with their 
on-campus customers and their 
five tons of garbage a day. 
According to Jo Ann Peterson, 
proprietor of Menomonie 


‘Disposal, this year during 


Homecoming, one of Wigen’s 
containers was stolen and never 
recovered. Peterson com- 
mented, ‘‘Maybe some student is 
using. it to decorate his or her 
room and it’ll show up at the end 
of the year with everything 
else!”’ 

Everything else? The end of 
the school year is a hectic time 
for Menomonie Disposal. In the 
past, during the final days of 
spring semester, the service has 
had to work eight hours a day 
picking up from the corm areas 
alone. They have found plants, 
stuffed animals, cases of bottles 
and-the inevitable abundance of 


wood and bricks. Also frequent 
at the years end are refrigerator 
left-overs, and laundry bleaches 
and saops.. along with the 
everpopular constant stream of 
beer cans and wine bottles. Once 
a car transmission was part of 
the garbage at Wigen Hall. 
HKMC has their own 


. problems. If garbage containers 


aren’t dumped, often times they 
can be found in the middle of the 
street blocking traffic. One 
possible solution that is being 
considered there is fencing in the 
garbage area. 

HKMC is also the ‘worlds 
worst’’ in the amount of garbage 
they produce, according to 
Peterson. South Hall runs a close 


second, while North Hall has the. 


least garbage of all eight 
residence halls.

Walking into class late, you 
find all the chairs taken. At the 
bookstore, the English manual 
you need is sold out. In 
chemistry lab, instead of two 
partners, you work with three or 
four. - 

Are these students’ night- 
mares or a reality for Stout next 
year? 

The Chancellor has asked that 
enrollment next fall be in- 
creased. With classes and 
equipment already overloaded, 
how can Stout handle more? 
Both-teachers and students are 
affected. There are mixed 
feelings on both sides but all 
agree that more students mean 
more work and less teacher- 
student contact. 

“Tt’s unfortunate, but we can’t 
handle more students,” said 
Jeanette Alger, instructor in 
Habitational Resources. ‘This 
lab (equipment lab in Home 
Economics Building) was built 
for 18 students and we have over 
25 now. If we increase class size, 
the students will lose. You can’t 
put four people around a 
microwave oven and expect 
them to learn something.”’ 

Alger has been here for a year 
and already her class size has 
increased by a third. She feels 
the greatest learning op- 
portunity is to learn by doing. 
“Students learn by experiencing 
and working with the techniques 
and principles that are being 
taught in class,” said Alger. 
“Unfortunately, with more 
students there is less par- 
ticipation and more watching.” 

“T have former students who 


with work they have now. I 
would like to be able to help 
them, but if there are more 
students, ll have to hide from 
them to get my work done.”’ 

Other lab oriented classes are 
also having tight situations. 
Martin Ondrus, associate 
professor in the Chemistry 
Department, reports that next 
year they will be offering more 
sections than ever before. 

“We've had to ask for an in- 
crease in the department’s 
budget. With more students 
coming, we need to equip more 
lab drawers. Right now we have 
three or so students per drawer, 
four would be too many,” said 
Ondrus.

Ondrus stated that it costs 
$180-$185 to equip one organic 
chemistry lab drawer for glass 
wear alone. A general chemstry 
class lab drawer costs $45. 

“Our labs can handle 26 
students for general chemistry 
and 16 for organic; no more are 
allowed for safety reasons. Since 
we: can’t enlarge the class 
number, we must offer more 
sections.” 

As his class load increases, 
Ondrus feels he is becoming a 
“bit more impersonal.” [’m 
finding myself slipping into 
habits that my teachers had that 
I didn’t like. I like to consider my 
students and their emotions. 
With more work, I tend not to get 
to know them or spend as much 
time with them as I'd like to.” 

Getting to know students in a 
class will be harder as there are 
more students to know. 
However, Morrell, Solem, 
assistant professor in the 
English department, feels he 
won’t have much change in his 
classes. | i 

“There won't be too: much 
difference in my classes (as the 
enrollment increases). I let too 
many overloads into my classes 
now, next year it will just be 
more students and more work.” 

On the other side of all that 
work are the students. It is their 
education that will be affected 
most by an_ increasing 
enrollment. 

Lynn Mulleady, a sophomore 
in Child Development and 
Family Life, feels that she won't 
be able to graduate in four 
years. “I’m so far behind in 
credits now because I can’t get 
classes.”’ 

“Tt will be much too crowded,” 
said Mark Schommer, junior in 
Graphic Arts. “In my Printing 
Economics class, people are 
sitting on the window sills 
because they let more into the 
class. If they open more sections 
for-more students, the labs will 
be even more crowded.”’ 

A final consideration is Stouts’ — 
reputation for personal learning 
experiences. ‘‘One of the reasons 
I came here was because it was 
small,” said Janet Cutshall, 
senior in Home Economics in 
Business. ‘‘I didn’t want to have 
class with 100 other students. I 
don’t like being just a number.”

Sadly, when a person is ripped 
off, the stolen property is hard if 
not impossible to recover 
without proper identification. 
This can be maddening for the 
already frustrated property 
owner. © 

Christoper Sanglais, Crime 
Prevention Officer for the 
Menomonie Police Department 
explained the problems involved 
in recovering stolen mer- 
chandise. ‘‘We are always 
hampered in recovering stolen 
merchandise because of the 
identification problem. Most 
people don’t even know the 
serial number of their most 
valuable possessions. And today 
it’s almost impossible to prove a

person is in possession of stolen 
merchandise unless positive, 
factual proof is given by the 
owner.” According to Sanglais, 
this proof has to be more than a 
description of the articles. It 
should include a positive iden- 
‘tification number which is 
located somewhere on the stolen 
article. : 

To combat this problem, the 
M.P.D. has initiated ‘“‘Operation 
Identification’ which is 
designed to ease if not eliminate 
this problem. 

It is very simple. “A person 
engraves his license number on 
any of the possessions that he 
chooses,” said Sanglais. (the 
engraver is supplied by the 
MP.D.) After this is done the 


department gives the person 
stickers indicating any or all of 
his possessions have been 
marked with his identification 
number. These stickers should 
be placed on doors and windows. 
One benefit about this program 
is that the persons I.D. number 
is then fed into the National 
Crime Information Center 
computer in Washington D.C.,” 
said Sanglais. This makes it 
possible for law enforcement 
anywhere in the US. to get 
positive identification on your 
stolen possessions if they are 
found.”’ 

Sanglais said that in the past, 
recovered stolen property could 
not always be identified with an 
owner. It was then sold at police 


auctions. 

Sanglais continued by saying, 
“Students are especially suited 
for this type of program because 
they move around a lot and are 
hard to keep track of. If we. 
cannot reach the students, we 
can call their parents, find out 
where they are living and notify 
them that their property has 
been recovered.” 

Operation Identification has 
its roots in California where it 
was used to recover stolen hub 
caps. Since then the program 
has spread throughout the 
country and has proven to be a 
useful deterrent to crime. ‘In 
1977, $45,000 worth of property 
was reported stolen (in 
Menomonie)’’ said Sanglais, 


citing the need for this program 
in Menomonie. 

Dennis Folgen, head of Stout 
Security said, ‘In the 1977-78 
school year, approximately 
$15,000 worth of: goods were 
reported stolen. About $1,000 of 
these were thefts from the 
University and the other $14,000 
were from students and some 
faculty.” ; 

Folgen went on to say that 
these figures do not include 
property not reported stolen, 
which could boost these figures.

Dick Larkowski said he was an 
alcoholic, involved in drug 
abuse, unemployed and broke. 
He is now employed full time at 
the Chippewa County Council on 
alcoholism and other drug 
abuse. 

According to Bonnie Reilly, a 
housewife from Ridgeland, her 
son couldn’t catch a ball because 
of a motor coordination 
‘problem: Now he can thread’ a: 
needle. 

What do these people have in 
common? They’re involved with 
West Cap (West Central 
Wisconsin Community Action 
Program). West Cap is an 
organization which helps low 
income people become self- 
sufficient through coordinated 
programs. 

Funds from diverse govern- 
ment resources provided by 
taxes pays for these programs. 

Last year Doug Drake earned 
his living by freelance Car- 
pentry. He made $1,200. West 
Cap helped him insulate his 
“home and from there became 
involved with the program. He 
now earns approximately $10,000 
a year as Public Information 
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- “helping people help 


Officer for West Cap. His former 
low income is a factor which led 
to his present position. 

The Outreach Program is one 
of seven West Cap programs 
which provides the foundation 
for the other programs. 
Outreach workers search for 
low-income people who need 
assistance. The worker deter- 
mines individual family needs 

.-based..on:an income guideline 
scale. 

According to Drake, low- 
income people speak up and say 
what they feel if they are in- 
timidated. 

“T found it reassuring to find 
other parents who had the same 
things happen with their. own 
children. It makes it easier to 
handle children, knowing they 
are doing the same things other 
children do,” said Reilly. 

Her son participates in the 
Pre-School Education Program 
which served 265 children last 


year.

Although the public dislikes 
coal’s pollution, power lines and 
plants, she said, ‘‘They are a 
known quantifiable danger 
rather than the unknown and 
unquantifiable dangers inherent

Both NSP lawyers and lawyers 
for forces in opposition to Tyrone 
(Badger Safe Energy Alliance) 
made summary remarks on the 
need for the $1.3 billion, 1100 


megawatt Tyrone nuclear power 


plant scheduled to be built in 
southern Dunn County. 

A decision on the -plant is 
expected from the PSC by the 
‘end of this month or in early 
March. ; 

NSP reviewed some of the 
testimony favoring Tyrone. 
They placed a special ernphasis 
on the accuracy of their for- 
easted four percent per year 
increase in the region’s energy 


demand ‘and assured the com- 


mittee of the reliability of the 
experts who had testified in their 
behalf, 
A “representative” of. the 
Wisconsin Department of 


Planning and Energy stated-that 


western Wisconsin’s energy 


needs were growing and that 


Tyrone was needed to meet 
future demands. Opponents to 
the plant refuted NSP’s 
predicted yearly increase in 
energy demand and stated that 
it was closer to 2.6 percent per 
year instead of the four percent 
quoted by NSP.

Women doubt motives behind

Celia Lausted is a farm per- 
. Son. She milks cows, drives a 
tractor, bales hay and works by 
her husband’s side on their 
farm. In addition to her farm, 
work, she does housework and 
has four children. 

Legally, Lausted’s unpaid 
work does not entitle her to part 
ownership of the farm or other 
family assets. According to 
Wisconsin law, the work Lausted 
does is not considered a con- 
tribution, but her ‘‘duty’’ as a 
wife. 

As a farm wife, Lausted feels 
that she is not fairly treated by 
Wisconsin law. She is a member 
of the Governor’s Commissic> 
on the Status of Women. The 
Commission is a group of men 
and women appointed by the 
governor to remedy unfair laws 
and to improve the status of 
women in Wisconsin. 

Governor Lee Dreyfus has 
questioned whether the 35- 
member panel is representative 
of all women. He’s also 
questioning whether the panel 
has accomplished its goals,. and 
threatens to disband it. ~ 

“I think the Governor is acting 
highly irresponsibly. He has Lal

Tuesday night the University 
Student Senate decided to go on 
record as being against any 
change in Wisconsin’s drinking 


age. To arrive at their decision © 


the senate had polled a random 
sampling of students and they 
proved to be split over raising it 
‘to nineteen or leaving it at 
eighteen. The eighteen-nineteen 
debate centers around the 
concern of legislators that 
eighteen year olds access to 
alcohol causes a problem in high 
schools and often alcohol is 
given to friends that are under 
eighteen. In order to determine 
the importance of this concern 


two guests speakers from 
Menomonie High School, David 
Reisinger, director of Vocational 
and Student Activities and 
Nancy Chastan, vice president 
of the MHS Student Council, 
spoke to the Senate. After 
lengthy discussion, the Senate 
decided not to support a change 
in the drinking age, but rather to 
uphold the present law and 
advocate alcohol awareness 
through educational programs. 
The Senate’s decision will be 
carried by its legislative affairs 
committee to the United Council 
of UW system student govern- 
ment’s as the Stout Student 
Association’s stand on the issue.

“Coogan’s Bluff’ was East- 
wood’s second American-made 
production. This 1968 film

No-Name” exploits found in this 


. western drama. Eastwood isn’t 


repeating his ‘‘Dollars’’ series 
character, but as Walt Coogan 
macho image 
as_an Arizona y sheriff. 
Coogan is a simple character 
faced with a not so simple task. 
His job is to retrieve a 
psychopathic murderer in New 
York city and return him to 
Arizona to stand trial. 

Co-starring in. ‘“‘Coogan’s 
Bluff’’ are the late Lee J. Cobb 
as Lt. McElroy, and Susan Clark 
as Julie, a social worker. Clark 
is constantly trying to straighten 
out killer’s estranged 

friend, Linny Raven (Trisha 

erling), before something 
@astic occurs. 

“Coogan’s Bluff’”’.is a much 
more complex film than the 
earlier spaghetti westerns 
Eastwood did for Italian director 
Dedne in the early 1960’s. The 
movie is also an excellent at- 
tempt at proving society can be 


a menace against man instead of 
the other way around. 

By 1971 Clint Eastwood was 
soring to the top as one of the 
leading actors in the world. 
When “Play Misty For Me” 
came: out, Eastwood had the 
opportunity to sit in the direc- 


“ae chair for the very first 


time. “Misty,” was authored by 
writer Jo Heims in a conflicting 
love-triangle between Dave 
(Eastwood), an old 
girlfriend Tobie Williams 
(Donna Mills) and an estranged 
woman fighting for a love 
relationship. The estranged 
woman in question, Evelen 
Drapper (Jessica Walter), has a 
fondness for knives and will-stop 
at nothing to achieve her goals. 

The film’s antagonist is* ob- 
viously Ms. Walter, who has an 
obsession for what 
Garland and Williams. have 
accomplished. She forces the 
audience to hate her. Though not - 
the hero of the film, Walter gives 
one of the better performances 
of her career. 

Jessica Walter once said, 
“Clint Eastwood is not insecure 
or nervous. He doesn’t impose 
things on_a person; he left the 
role up to me, He has faith in 
people and a wonderfully calm 
strength that is very 
reassuring."’

A 10 week work-study 
program in Israel, from June 15 
to Aug. 21, sponsored by the UW-

Participants will work on an 
Israeli kibbutz for 42 days and 
observe the society and cumure 
there.

Pot — A slang term referring 
to that controversial subject — 
marijuana. Across the country 
there are bills before legislators 
to de-criminilize the ‘‘wacky 
weed.” 

Like anything else against the 
law, pot can (and does) cause 
problems for housing officials 
and dorm residents. ‘It is a 
problem,’’ said one RA. 
“There’s no two ways about 
that.” 

“I think my biggest problem in 
relation to pot is peer pressure,” 
commented another RA. “Right 
now it’s against the law, so I get 
hassled for turning the smokers 
in. If it becomes legal, I’d be 
hassled by those who didn’t 
smoke.” 

Added yet another RA, 
“Smoking pot, if legalized, will 
just cause the same hassle that 
drinking does now. Those who 
don’t smoke will complain about 
those who do... and those who do 
smoke will complain that those 
who don’t are ‘restricting 
them’.”’ - 

But what about now? Pot is 
against the law. Is it a big 
problem? 

“Definitely yes” said an RA. 
“T really have to watch for pot 
smokers. If I don’t turn them in, 
and someone else does I have a 
lot of explaining to do.” 

“Personally, I’m not sure that 
I'm against pot,” said another 
RA. “But my job is on the line 
and I’m not going to risk it by 
letting my floor break laws.” 

“T think that’s the biggest 
problem for an RA,” com- 
mented a resident. ‘‘Most 
residents don’t realize that they 
are putting someone else’s butt 
in a sling when they break a law 
like pot-smoking.” 

What does an RA do after 
catching a pot smoker? There 
are a few options, according to 
several different Resident 
Advisors. 

“The first time, I just warn the 
offender. The second time, I call 
Security,’’ said one. 

Commented another, “I give 
them their first and only war- 
ning at the first floor meeting. If 
I catch someone — I won’t warn 
them again. ’ll call the cops .. 
and they know it.” 

“If I’m not really sure,” a 
different RA replied, ‘I call the 
head resident ... from there I let 
them take care of it.” 


“I know I have pot smokers on" 


my floor, but I have no proof,” 
said one RA. “If P’'m around, 
they just aren’t. smoking.’’ 
Another said that there are 
smokers on their floor and they 
know who they are, but they 
smoke off the floor for their own 
sake. 

“We know the RA’s schedule”’ 
boasted one pot smoker. “‘We’re 
not children and we know what 
we can get by with.”

His office keeps a 
record of the. incidents, but 
leaves the 
retribution up to the Menomonie 
Police Department. 

“We want college students to 
be treated like any other citizen 
inthe community,” said Foegen. 
He said that the Menomonie 
Department and 
University Security are working 
more closely together now than 
ever before. 

Does Housing feel as strongly 
about pot as its staff members 
do? ‘‘Potis a problem’ admitted 
Anne Ramage, assistant 
director of residence halls. ‘‘It 
was a real problem last year. 
This year doesn’t seem quite as 
bad, possibly. because we have 
gotten stricter enforcement 
from the RA’s and head 
residents.”’ 

“The biggest problem,” she 
continued, “is the fact that 
students blame the RA or head 
resident for busting them. Ac- 
tually, they brought it upon 
themselves. They forced. the RA 
or Head Resident to make a 
value judgment.” 

When a bust is made in a 
dorm, how does Housing become 
involved? ‘‘The head resident is 
our representative,’ said 
Ramage, ‘He reports to us 
what has happened. From there 


‘we are not really directly in- 


volved unless it is a serious 
offense, such as vandalism or a 
repeated problem.” 

According to Ramage pot 
problems in the past were 
referred to Security; now most 
cases go directly to the 
Menomonie Police Department. 

The law follows through from 
that point, and Housing usually 
doesn’t take too many 
disciplinary measures ... such as 
evicting students from the 
dorms. ‘ 

“Tf it’s a first offense, usually 
the student isn’t kicked out,” 
said Ramage. ‘‘However, in the 
cases of pushers or RA’s 
smoking there is real trouble.” 

“Students are usually kicked 
out when they show they can’t 
cope with a residence hall en- 
vironment by repeatedly 
breaking the rules,’”’ she said. 
Repeated pot busts are an 
example of this, according to 
Ramage. She concluded, “It’s 
just not a good situation for them

“I don’t know 
if we can trust Carter again.” 
“They (China) want to 
modernize, so they invite the 
U.S. to become friends,” stated 
Guang Tai Mai, graduate 
student. Guang feels this 
modernization is happening too 
rapidly and without thought for 
the future. “It is.for business 
purposes, but.the U.S. has now 


‘lost the business of Taiwan.” 


Taiwan depends on the U.S. 


for defense weapons, but not for . 


military aid. ‘‘We would not ask 
the U.S. to fight for us, but we 
need the defense weapons,” said 
Mai. 

China has plans for unification 
of Taiwan and mainland China. 
According to the February 12 
issue of Time, Vice Premier 
Teng will not assure Carter of a 
peaceful unification. 

“Unification could be possible, 


~but. only under a freedom 


system. We still think of our- 

selves as Chinese, but we are not 

Communist,” said Mai. 
“Freedom is the only, the best 
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China gains U.S. relationship, but loses with Taiwan 


system of government. Taiwan 
is on the front edge, the boarder 
of the free countries. It must 
remain free and. protect the 
area,” said Mai. 

Yang spoke of her family. 
“They are angered by the 
situation but also feel fear for 
the future (for both Taiwan and 
the U.S.). The Communists. are 
very powerful,” she said. 

Carter’s recognition of China 
is seen by Mai as mainly a 
political-business move. “Other 
presidents could have done what 
Carter did and didn’t.” 

“China wants to modernize, 
but most Communists cannot 
even afford to buy Coca-cola,” 
said Yang. As the move towards 
modernization, Communist 
Chinese students will be. at- 
tending U.S. colleges. 

“I hope they do. come (to 
Stout),’’ said Yang, ‘‘so we can 


get to know them as people, not . 


as Communists. It also is the 
best way for them to find out 
about freedom. Freedom is the 
only way.”

A new surgeon genere! report on smoking offers in- 

formation that y ters taking up smoking may 
actually suffer.im ate lung darnage, ‘not merely run 
the risk of disease in the distant future. . 
.. The $250,000 report includes 13 chapters on biomedical 
research about smoking; five chapters on the 
behaviorat- aspects of smoking and. four. chapters . on 
education and prevention. 

With. second report, we are once again reminded, 
that the hazards of -smoking have. not decreased, it is 
still one of the worst killers. 

instead of decreasing, the number of smokers has 
increased, especially in women. According to the report, 
lung. cancer deaths among women have increased 
fivefold. Women who smoke during pregnancy are more 
likely to give birth to children with physical or mental 


- defects than nonsmokers. The percentage of girls age 12 


to 14 whio smoke has increased eightfold since 1968. 
Joesph Califanc, secretary of Health, Education and 

Welfare; calls smoking a national tragedy that may kill 

346,000 Americans and cost taxpayers $18 billion each 


year. 


For those that smoke, the statistics are not improving. 


It is still a risk to smoke, a risk that could cost you your 
life. Think about that the next time you light up. 


CROSS SECTION OF 
THE FOOTPATH. +

A footpath is a combination of 
smaller, interrelated parts (see 
artist’s rendering). The parts 
work together in harmony to 
form a complex, wormlike 
structure commonly known as 
the “shortcut system:’’ It gets its 
name because its route is the 
shortest distance between any 
two given points ‘on campus. 

Compressed ice is. one of the 
most important parts of the 


footpath. This invisible foun- . 


dation is respofisible for the 
durability and continuity of the 
footpath as well as a number of 
cracked tailbones. 

The floor of the footpath is by 
far the most information-packed 
characteristic of the system. 
The experiefced traveler can 
spot clues in the color and tex- 
ture of the footpath floor. A dark, 
brownish floor means a sanding 
truck has been down a road 
nearby. A slick, hard floor 
usually means temperatures are 
dropping. 

Walking speed can be gauged 
by the. tone of the squeak un- 
derneath one’s feet. A lower 
squeak usually means a slower

Ideally, the 
student should accelerate up ‘to 
about a C minor then taper off to 
insure safe traveling. 

The walls of the footpath vary 
in width from approximately 20 
inches on heavily traveled main 
arteries to 3 inches (the width of 
one human foot) on the ‘highest 
mountains. Well-developed 
walls usually indicate a mature 
footpath, although - more 
scientific methods of footpath 
dating are being researched.

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Sun will lose it’s shine during eclipse Monday

For those who have never seen 
the rare occasion when the moon 
happens to come between the sun 
and your line of vision, Monday 
will be your chance. A partial 
solar eclipse can be seen in 
Menomonie. 

Monday’s solar eclipse will be 


the last one visible in North 


America until 2017 


At 9:30 a.m. (in Menomonie) the 
moon will begin it’s journey 
across the sun. At 10:47 a.m. the 
partial eclipse will be at it’s height 
when nine-tenths of the sun’s

of the amendment. Because of this 
confusion, no legal action will be 
taken against institutions not 
following Title IX guidelines, 
according to HEW secretary 
Joseph Califono. 


Why did this amendment come 
about? From 1971 to 1977, the 
number of women in college in- 
creased by 39 percent. One hun- 
dred percent increased par- 
ticipation in women’s’ athletics 
followed. If funding proposals are 
looked at, Stout has not complied 
with these regulations.

$85,527 for next year. $14,727 was 
to be allocated to women’s 
athletics. The department was 
only allocated $84,000 and 
Siedlecki said he didn’t know how 
much of this cut would be taken 
from women’s athletics. 


According to Paul Robinson, 
former VPFA for the student 
senate, women’s athletics aren’t 
suffering here. Robinson said the 
women’s budgets are actually in 
better proportion than the men’s 
budgets are. ‘‘In reality, the 
women don’t spend as much,” 
said Robinson. ‘‘For one thing, 
they don’t travel as much or as 
far, and of course, they don’t have 
high-cost equipment sports like 
football and hockey.”’ 


Is Stout following the guideline 
set up by Title IX? ‘‘To a point,” 
said Robinson. ‘‘The women don’t 
have enough participation to 
warrant a need for any more 
money. The men have two 
basketball teams; varsity.andJV. 
and two football teams, varsity 
and freshmen.”’ 


Several female athletes 
disagree with Robinson. Asking 
not to be identified, they said that 
they felt there would be more 
participation in women’s athletics 
if they had better funding. ‘After 
all,"’ said one ‘‘we don’t travel as 
far as the men, and we don’t have 
the good competition they have. 
As a result, our sports are less 
popular.” 


But again, is Stout following 
those guidelines set up by Title 
1X??? ‘‘We really haven't figured 
it out as of yet,"’ said Kay Carter, 
women's sports coordinator. 


“Right now, Title [X is being 
revised. Allocations are to be 
figured out on a cost per par- 
ticipant formula. On paper it looks 
good, but in the end, it won't work 
out right.”’ 


Carter said that many differnt 
factors enter into the athletic 
budgeting. ‘‘But it can work both 
ways,” she said. ‘‘Both sides have 
sports that have to have their 
funding brought up to par.”

Don’t look directly at the 
eclipse. Even though the moon 
will be covering much of the sun’s 
surface, infrared rays can 
seriously burn the eyes. Using 
sunglasses or smoked glass to 
view the eclipse are equally 
dangerous. 


The best way to watch an 
eclipse is to use two sheets of 
opaque paper. Punch a hole the 
size of a notebook paper hole in 
one. Then to observe the eclipse, 
stand with your back to the sun. 
Hold the paper containing the hole 
above the blank sheet so that the 
sun’s remaining rays project an 
image of the eclipse onto the blank

sheet (see sketch, pg. 8). Ac- 
cording to Farris the same thing 
can be done by punching a hole in 
a shoebox. 

Monday’s solar eclipse begins at 
the Pacific Ocean. It first touches 
Oregon and Washington, then 
moves inland over Idaho and 
Montana. It will hit a part of North 
Dakota then travel northward to 
Manitoba, Ontario and Quebec. It 
will end in Greenland. 

Farris says Stout’s physics 
department plans to construct an 
eclipse viewer in room 121 of the 
science wing. There students are 
welcome to watch the eclipse. 

If you miss this eclipse, there 
will be another on February 16, 
1980, when a total eclipse will be 
seen over Africa and the Indian 
Ocean.

urban centers where much of the 
black population lives. 
She also said that black students 


“should not only be concerned 


about employment after college, 
but to also strive further for equal 
rights. 

Phillips, one of few black 
females lawyers in the U.S., has 
served 16 years on the Milwaukee 
city council, two years as a judge 
and several years as a lawyer 
before winning the election of 
Secretary of State in 1978. 

She reviewed. some important 
moments in the civil rights 
movement: the courts ruling 
against segregation, and the 1972 
passing of the Equal Employment 
Act. Phillips said, ‘“These changes 
didn’t just happen. Black people 
spoke out in support of their rights 
with sit-ins, refusal to move to the 
back of the bus, peaceful marches 
and by taking the cause to 
congress. Black people make it 
happen.” 

Phillips says that the black 
movement is in a state of limbo 
and that rededication and new 
involvement is needed. 

She said that in a survey asking 
black youths what problems they 
face today, unemployment, 
inadequate education, lack of 
national pride in the black race, 


| and economic underdevelopment _ 
were their biggest concerns. 


“Today and for years to come 
we must maintain a holding ac- 
tion, fighting, testing and seeing 
how to make what has been ac- 
complished work,’’ said Phillips.

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Math workshop subtracts fear

When it is time to study math, 
there are a thousand other things 
to do. Some students feel panic at 
the thought of learning math, or 
even the thought of balancing 


_ their checkbook. Others are 


embarrassed to be wrong or to 
show a problem on the board. 

This past semester an ex- 
periment was conducted by the 
Counseling Center dealing with 
math anxiety. A series’ of six 
workshops were held to change 
negative feelings related to math. 
The goal was to develop a suc- 
cessful self image. 

After attending a workshop on 
math anxiety, Dave McNaughton, 
UW-Stgut Counselor, decided to 
research students involved -in 
College Math 1. ‘‘There were 80 
students (14.5 percent) who 
dropped and a small number of 
students who switched or never 
attended class,’’ said Mce- 
Naughton. He also found that 
estimates from the teaching 
faculty indicated that at least 40 
students would receive a D or F in 
the course. 

While talking with students, 
McNaughton found some who 
changed majors or made career 
choices based on a fear of math. 
“Women may avoid _non- 
traditional majors like industrial 
tech and men may _ choose 
education to avoid math,” said 
McNaughton. Mary Flanagan, an 
art student and participant in the 
workshop, decided to stay in art 
rather than switch to graphic arts 
because of her fear of not passing 
the math requirements. 


The class is centered around a 


cognitive restructuring beginning 
with a math biography. ‘‘During 
this part the students found key 
issues that helped to form their 
anxiety,’’ said McNaughton. Also 
included in the sessions were 
relaxation, discussion and 
strategy to deal with math anxiety 
and goals to take away a negative

concept and modify it ‘into a 
positive system. 

During the sessions, many 
students related their anxiety to 
earlier negative experiences. 
‘Most students can do math but 
have a fear from earlier days that 


inhibits it,’’ said McNaughton. “‘I . 


was always used as an example of 
how not to do a problem,” said 
Flanagan. She complained that no 
one would ever try to sit'down and 


figure out why, they would just try- 


to cram the information into her. 

“‘Just because you don’t catch 
onto math doesn* mean you’re 
dumb,” said Flanagan. Most of 
the students in the workshop did 
well in other courses not related to 
math. 

While students were in the 
workshop, they were encouraged 
to work with a tutor: Tutors said 
that. few students used the 
resources. Those who did enjoyed 
high academic success according 


Some students requiring 
College Math 1 (355-120), lack 
the basic math skills needed to 
enter the course, Therefore the 
math department will return 
Fundamentals of Algebra (355- 
010) to it’s regular curriculum. 

Don Komro, assistant 


professor, said that some high 
school classes do not give 
sufficient material to ready 
students for 355-120. 

‘We have some college 


students here that have never 
had algebra in their life,” he 
said. 

Komro says that under the 
open admissions policy, high 
school students are no longer 
required to take certain math 
courses to enter public 
universities. He said that 
admissions to a _ public 
tniversity is mostly based on a 
first come first serve basis. 

Komro’s opinion on the open 
admission policy is, ‘‘I believe 


to a report compiled by Mc- 
Naughton on the subject of math 
anxiety. 

Stout does not have more math 
anxiety than other schools, but 
does have enough to warrant a 
need for a workshop of this type, 
— to McNaughton. 

McNaughton also found that 
students experience anxiety 
because they are lacking basic 
math skills. This information led 
to the development of a new 
course to fill the gap between high 
school and college math. A 
placement---diagnostic_exam__is 
being developed to identify 

students math abilities and help 
those needing assistance. 

The Math Anxiety Workshop is 
being offered this semester. Those 
who..are interested in more in- 
formation should contact the 
Counseling Center. A time jwill be 
arranged for those who are in- 
terested.

Komro feels that math is 
more difficult for some than it 
is for others, but he also feels 
that anyone that works hard 
enough at it can understand it. 

Course 355-010 is designed to 
ease the pressures of larger 
classes and keeping pace with 
students that are better at 
math.

Some degree of stress related to 


testing is normal and even 
beneficial. Stress causes our 
bodies and minds to be prepared 
for the chanllenge. ‘However, test 


ability to do well on the test i is not 
beneficial. 


Studying/and being copia for. 
the exam is one way of putting our 
minds at ease. Cramming the last 
minute will only increase our 
anxiety level. 


If you find yourself tensing up 
during an exam, take a moment 
out to relax, take three to five 
deep breaths, and remind yourself 
to ‘‘just concentrate on the test.”

Sitting in a classroom of 800,000 
acres of knotty pine, stands of 
hemlock: and_an-abundance_ of 
lakes, streams, bogs-and marshes 
is the University of Wisconsin 


Pigeon Lake Field Station near ° 


Drummond, Wisconsin. 
Activities like .repelling:.down 
rocky bluffs, canoeing through 
Little Joe (the explosive rapids on 
the Brule River), and moonlit 
canoe trips keep- students - busy. 
While hiking through fields of 
butterflys and milkweed, students 
learn about the trees, animals, 
plants and fish common to, the 
area. Perhaps by the time the 
dinner bell rings they’ll have 
mee to spin-fly cast or scuba 
ve, 


Pigeon Lake offers an en-, 


vironment superior:to any campus 
in an attempt to ‘create an 
awareness of the potentialities of 
the outdoors’’. 

The station was intended to be a 
biology station. Unfortunately, 
there is no biology major offered 
at Stout and students do not take 
advantage of Pigeon Lake. Of the

and LaCrosse use the station, the 
most. 


environmental classes 


. Pigeon Lake is under the . 
direction of all UW schools except 


Madison. Each college has a 


representative. Edward Lowry, : 


biology instructor, represents 
Stout. The station has offered 
courses since 1960 and Lowry has 
been an instructor there since 
1962. _Two to three semester 
credits are offered for each 
course. 

‘‘Many biology courses are 
taught better at Pigeon Lake than 
at some UW systems because of 
learning in the outdoor en- 
vironment. It is a concentrated 
study in one course yet - very 
relaxing and not much pressure,’ 
said Lowry. “‘It’s a chance to meet 
students from other schools and 
work closely with the instructors 


since you eat, drink and play with, 


them.” 

Edwin Siefert, associate 
professor of graphic com- 
munications, instructs’ the 
mapping workshop. ‘ 

Professor John Zuerlein, 
gymnastic instructor, has taught 
adventure workshop at Pigeon 
Lake for five years. 

“It is definitely a good course. It 
teaches the. individual _ in- 
dependence and stresses con- 
frontation. It is confidence- 
building and extemely physical,” 
said Zuerlein,

The proposal for NSP’s $1.3 
billion Tyrone Nuclear plant was 
rejected Tuesday by the Public 
Service Commission (PSC). 

The Commission voted 2-1 
against Tyrone and directed NSP 
to submit plans for a smal] coal- 
fired generating plant. 

“A plant of Tyrone’s size is not 
needed in western Wisconsirf,”’ 
said Edward Parsons, PSC 
commissioner, in an interview 
Tuesday. ‘‘NSP failed to make

“Save the House” 
sacrificed locally

‘All I’ve heard is we lost,’’ said 
an unidentified Sig Tau. ‘‘I heard 
it on the news.” 

That’s all that many of the Sig 
Taus know...their house, the 
subject of many ‘‘Save the House’”’ 
fund raising parties, must be torn 
down for development. 

What happened? According to 
Phil Steans, attorney for the city, 
the Sig Tau house is part of an 
area that the city wants 
redeveloped. This can be done 
because of a recent ‘tax in 
crement law”’ which states that if 
more than 25 percent of a given 
area is ‘‘blighted’’, then the city 
has the option of redeveloping it. 
‘“‘There’s nothing wrong with the 
house itself,’’ said Steans, ‘‘it’s the 
area around it.”’ 

How does redevelopment start? 
According to Steans, a developer 
will go to the planning com- 
mission, from there he goes to the 
city council and then to public 
hearings. ‘‘The city then buys all 
properties within a parcel, and 
sell it to the developer,’’ said 
Steans. He went on to say that the 
city usually will not buy a land 
parcel unless they have a 
developer who is interested in 
building on the area. The Sig Tau 
house is the only piece of property 
in the parcel left that is needed. 

The Sig Tau’s went to court 
against the city with seven 
arguments. The fraternity con- 
tested the city’s right to condemn 
the property, charged that the 
area was not 25 percent blighted, 
challenged the constitutionality of 
the condemnation statute, 
charged that condemnation was 
not for a public purpose, and that 


the city failea to name the actual 
owner in the legal offer, namely, 
Sigma Tau Gamma Fraternity 
instead of the Sigma Tau Gamma 
Fraternity House Corporation. 
John G. Bartholomew, circuit 
judge, rejected the fraternity’s 
charges stating that the city does 
have the right to condemn even 
though the land will be resold to 
private persons for redevelop 
ment. The judge further agreed 
that the fraternity house was 


“unoffending’’ and in good con- 
dition, but to forbid its con 
demnation would prevent 
surrounding property from 


restoration, and could spread the 
blight. 

The Sig Tau’s now have the 
option to appeal the decision to a 
higher court, either the Circuit 
Court of Appeals or the State 
Supreme Court. 

If the appeal does not go 
through, the Sig Taus must move. 
“We plan to rebuild or find 
another house,” said Greg 
Schreck, Sig Tau house manager. 
“The city will have to give us all 
the relocation money, and they 
will give us $69,000 for the house,” 
he continued. ‘‘The problem is 
that right now we have 16 guys ina 
13 bedroom house. $69,000 right 
now can only buy a small house.” 

Schreck said that they could 
probably appeal and negotiate the 
amount of money the city. gave 
them. Most of the Sig Tau’s don’t 
seem to know for sure what’s 
going to happen. 

“All I know is we lost the local 
case here.”’ 


ipenanocne said Green. ‘The 
Commission is very responsible 
and in touch with the feelings of 
the citizens in this area.” 

But Green does not feel 
CAUSE’s job is done. ‘‘Our main 
involvement was to stop Tyrone 
but now we have to keep on going 
and start implementing some 
alternatives,’’ said Green. 

‘Nationally, out of 66 proposals, 
this is the first nuclear power 
plant that has been rejected,’’ said

The senate will no longer have 
proposal by a former U.S:S. 
executive is approved. 

A proposal by Scott Cabot, in- 
dustrial education graduate 
student, would divide student 
segregated activity fees into two 
categories. One category would be 
an athletic fee that would go 
directly to the athletic depart- 
ment. The other category would 
be like the present activity fee 
that the senate allocates annually 
to campus organizations and 
activities. 

Currently under segregated 
university fees, the activity fee is 
$26.50 per student, per semester. 
of that, $24 is allocatable while 
$2.50 is held in reserve. The 
allocatable fees make up the 
quarter million dollar budget 
handled by the senate each year. 

Roughly $7.50 of the $24 goes to 
athletics. In addition, athletics 
receives indirect monies through 
budgets like ‘‘national travel” and 
“deferred maintenance.” 

If Cabot’s proposal were to be 
adopted the whole $26.50 could be 
broken into an activity fee of 
$16.50, and an athletic fee of $8. 
The unallocatable reserve would 
be $2 (these figures are only 
hypothetical). The proposal is a 
rearrangement of doHars and 
does not mean any additional fees. 

If adopted Cabot said the 
segregated fee for athletics would 
benefit the athletics department 
by increasing efficiency in fiscal

Preliminary response from the 
athletic department to the 
proposal is favorable. The Ad- 


ministration too has indicated that 


it is in favor of the proposal. 

Cabot went so far as to check 
whether or not the plan is 
workable within system policy. It 
survived. Thus, the preliminary 
outlook for the proposal is good. It 
is now up to the student senate to 
determine whether the will adapt 
the proposal. 

Cabot’s proposal is an in- 
novative. and rather dramatic 
departure from the status quo. No 
other school in the UW system has 
such a policy, and each school has 
athletic funding problems. 

There have been debates 
throughout the state over who is 
ultimately responsible for funding 
athletics. UW-Milwaukee for 
example, is currently involved in 
legal action to solve their 
problem. If approved by the 
senate, it will be unique policy 
with Stout in the forefront of what 
might become a trend setter. 

In view of the amount of money 
involved Cabot said, ‘‘I belive this 
is the biggest decision this 
congress or any congress has ever 
had to make.” 

Dave Conn, senate president, 
spoke of the ‘‘great magnitude’’ of 
the proposal and agreed that it is 
one of the biggest moves the USS 


-has faced. 


The proposal began’as a project 
for one of Cabot’s graduate 
classes. 

Cabot is’ enrolled in’ an in- 
dependent study class called, 
American Higher Education. His 
assignment was to tackle a 
problem in higher education.

A three-month-long mail strike 
in Iran has cut students off from 
news of their friends and 
relatives. For most, the only news 
source is the media. 

“After reading or watching 
television about Iran, and 
receiving .no. letters from 
relatives, I worry about them. It 
affects my studying,’ said 
Mohamman Keyhani, business 
administration. 

“T had a 3.31 grade average last 
semester. This semester I have a 
2.6,” said Navab. “It is hard to 
think.” 

Although the students can call 
home, it is expensive and many 
times they can not get through. 

Navab said that once he called 
his mother and discovered that his 
parents’ home had been used as 
shelter by forces of Khomeini. 

“My parents were happy to do 
this;”’ said Navab. “They support 
Khomeini.” 

Many Iranian students are 
having financial difficulties and 
are unable to pay their tuition 
because, without mail service, 
they receive no money from 
home. Even with tuition waivers, 
many doubt they will meet the 
tuition deadline. 

Khomeini called off the mail 
strike about two weeks ago which 
improves their chances of 
receiving money. However, 
Mohsen Alerassool, a junior in 
building construction, says 
because of Iran’s economic 
situation the money may not be 
there to send, Alerassool’s father 
resigned two months ago. after 
serving in the Shah’s parliament. 

“Tt will take time to deliver 
letters here. Our country has been 
out of control for one year. Our 
concern is the banks,’’ said 
Navab. ‘‘They have been closed 
for three months. It will take time

reflects on Iranian change

The Iran of 14 years ago was 
almost totally non-violent. There 
were no fights, no muggings, and 
people walked around with money 


in their hands, said Stout’s Joe - 


Brown, Auxillary Services. 

Brown, who spent two years in 
Shiraz, Iran as a Peace Corps 
volunteer, noted a change the year 
Ayatullah Ruhollah Khomeini was 
exiled from the country. 

“There was no avenue of protest 
when Khomeini was exiled,” 
Brown said. ‘““The Shah was more 
powerful then you can imagine. 
Fighter jets would come down the 
avenue a few hundred feet above 
the ground. This was like a 
reminder to them that the Shah 
was around.” 

Brown said at that time people 
did not protest against the Shah a 
great deal. ‘‘When people are 
hanged before they even have a 
trial, they can’t protest.” 

Once, Brown said, he heard of a 
protest in Tehran. But since the 
government controlled the press 
one seldom heard of resistance to 
the Shah. 

“Tranian students protested and 
were just shot down,” he said. 

The Shah’s secret police the 
SAVAKS were evident even in the 


mid-sixties. Brown said he had to 


report to the SAVAKs about every : 


six months to tell them what he 
was doing. 

“People thought that about 
three-fourths of the people were 
reporting to the SAVAKs. We used 
to call the Shah ‘‘Jack’’ whenever 
we would talk about him. One 


never knew where the SAVAKs | 


were.” It was not safe to speak 
‘critically of the Shah. 

Brown said that Iran was awash 
in poverty. There was no middle 
class. According to him, Iran’s 
wealth was concentrated in. the 
“one thousand families” — the 
Shah, his relatives, and high of- 
ficials. 


“Twenty-two million people 
were living in phenomenal 
poverty,’ said Brown. “‘Ninety- 
five percent of the people were 
illiterate. Very few people went. to 

. school. The streets were full of 
beggars. Mobs of children would 
follow you around and beg.” 


Begging was an acceptable 
occupation, Brown said. ‘‘Women 
would cripple their children as 
babies and let them heal ina 
strange way to become more 
effective Beggars.”

‘John 
Stennis, Senate Armed Services Committee chairman, 
says the draft is necessary since the current all-volunteer 
Army is not attracting enough technicians. Thus, he says, 
we are not up fo par with other armies. - 

Harold Brown, defense secretary, warns that the 92 


employees remaining 


in the Selective Service system 


could not move fast enough to supply troops in the event 


of a crisis. 


We think that Brown’s and Stennis’ arguments are well- 
grounded. A barely adequate peacetime military force 
will nof be able to locate and mobilize the additional 
néeded manpower in the event of a national emergency.

The above recipe — in the form 
of Asleep at the Wheel — is sure to 
be a big hit with friends on any 
concert menu. ; : 
. Large portions of Asleep-at-the- 
Wheel dish will be served Sunday, 
March 4 at 8 p.m. in Stout’s 
Johnson Fieldhouse. Tickets will 
be available at the: door for $5, 
while students with Stout I.D, may 
“eat” for $2. E 

This recipe was concocted in the 
early 1970’s in the hills of West 
Virginia. Doing the concocting 
‘were Easterners: Ray Benson, 
Leroy Preston and Reuben 
Gosfield (alias, Lucky Oceans, 
who incidently coined the band’s 
name while sitting in an outhouse 
on a farm in Pennsylvania). 

They shaped their new, band 


while relying on the works of. § 


George Jones, Fats Domino and 
Hank Williams, plus the growing 
original material written by 
Preston, 


- As the years progressed, the” 


group began making public ap- 
pearances, adding_and dropping 
various members while playing in 
mid-Atlantic states. 

It was in.the adopted home of 
Paw Paw, West Virginia’ that 
Asleep at the Wheel picked up its 
fourth permanent member, Chris 
O’Connells. 

Her uniquely distinguishable 
voice soon made her ballads a 
supporting pillar of the Wheel’s 
repertoire. 

Although their repertoire was 
then predominantly country and 
western with a touch of jazz, their 
first album (1973) helped them 
discover a potent market for their 
brand of music — western swing. 

Popularized in the 1930’s and 
1940’s, western swing is a unique 
hybrid of jazz, blues, country- 
western and bluegrass. 

How spectators describe the 
Wheel’s music probably sheds 
more light on the meaning of 
western swing. Their honky-tonk, 
boogie-woogie style has been 
referred to as ‘‘steampowered,”’ 
“energetic,” ‘‘authoritative,”’ 
“rowdy,’’ ‘‘adventurous,’’ and 
“absolutely intoxicating.” 

To maintain this full, big band- 
swing sound the group realizes it 
had to increase its personne] and 
versatility. 

As the band grew to include ten 
members, so did the instrumental 
resources. While there are three 
vocalists, most band members 
play more than one instrument, 
drawing from a plentiful supply of 
violins, trumpets, saxophones, 
steel pedal guitar, upright and 
electric bass, drums, piano and 
accordian, 

A few years after its genesis, 
Asleep at the Wheel found a \-r- 
tually untapped market -for its 
brand of western swing in Texas. 
After concentrating on playing for 
Texas audiences the band 
released another album and 
started touring — performing in 
most of the major markets. 

Their hit single, ‘‘Choo Choo Ch’ 
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Boogie,’’ gained wide-spread 
airplay and hit the national 
country charts. 

Now, four years later, Asleep at 
the Wheel has added two albums 
and a Grammy Award to its ac- 
complishments. Just two weeks 
ago, Asleep at the Wheel finally 
won a Grammy — after six 
nominations in four years — for 
“Best Country -Instrumental 
Performance.” 


HEARTSFIELD 


Heartsfield is a big city country 
rock band. The six Chicago 
natives — four guitarists, bassist 
and drummer — play acoustic and 
amplified instruments. 

Heartsfield, which has recently 
cut its second album, blends these 
sounds into a pure harmony with 
sweet guitar playing and unique, 
but original, lyrics. This blend, 
and resulting harmony, solidifies 
and enhances the group’s total 
sound. 

The Detroit Free Press said, 
“The group’s harmony is superb, 
a blend that brings to mind some 
stirring moments of Crosby, Stills, 
Nash and Young.” 

Everybody in Heartsfield writes

music, and everybody sings on 
stage. They consider themselves 
song writers, more than per- 
formers. Thus, Heartsfield is not a 
show band — no glitter, no frills. 

One band member said, ‘‘Our 
group is basically a group of 
writers who can relate and un- 
derstand without a real effort. 
There are many styles of music 
we write and play; we just try to 
make every song and style sound

Stout places 96% of grads 


UW-Stout’s 1977-78 graduating 
class has an overall placement 
record of more than 96 percent, 
according to a report released by 
the Career Planning and 
Placement Services recently. This 
placement record indicates that 
nearly all of the graduates from 
Stout found jobs this past year, 
most of them in fields related to 
their major.. 

Starting salaries ranged from 
$8,000 to $17,000, with several 
majors averaging more than 


$14,000. 

Robert Dahkle, placement 
director, attributed the job- 
hunting success of Stout 


graduates to the University’s 
programs. ‘‘The entire philosophy 
of UW-Stout has always been one 
of practicality in higher 
education,” he concluded in his 
report. “Our balance of ° com- 
petent skills and unique majors 
and strength in liberal studies has 


and continues to spell success for 
Stout graduates.” 

Dahkle was cautious in com-’ 
piling placement figures, because 
some schools with successful 
track records count students who 
have found menial jobs or who are 
married and working as 


homemakers as successfully | 


placed. 

. Dahike called the increase in 
the number of companies visiting’ 
campus to interview graduates 
‘“‘dramatic.’”’ Since 1974, campus 
recruitment has increased 73.8 
percent. The increase in the last 
year was 41.7 percent. 

“More significantly, the 
number of hours spent on campus 
by these companies has increased 
sharply,’’ the report says. ‘‘Forty- 
three companies came to campus 
more than one time. Ap- 
proximately half of the companies 
came for longer than a one-day

Senate approves funding policy

-The University Student Senate 
_approved a segregated fee for 
funding athletics. 
The move came as the result of 
a proposal by Scott Cabot, former 
. senate executive. The plan divides 
the present student segregated 
activity fee into two categories. 
One category is an athletic 
department. The other category is 
the segregated activity fee the 
. senate controls presently, minus 
athletics. - 
The athletic fee will consist of 
$7.85 per student, per semester. 
Under the new plan the senate 
maintains control over the fee in 
the event that it would need to be 
raised, but in all other aspects the 
athletic department will be in- 
dependent of the senate in fun- 
ding. 
The athletic fee will benefit the 


athletic department in fiscal: 


management and improve long- 


range planning. It will also relieve . 


budgeting hassles with the senate. 
The senate is relieved of its 
biggest budgeting burden and 
creates a more workable 
relationship. between student 
government and athletics. 


Cabot, a graduate student in 


industrial education, created the 
proposal as a project in an in- 
dependent-study class this 
semester, but his interest in such 
a proposal started over - three 
years ago. As a newly elected 
vice-president of financial affairs, 
the Stoutonia Sept. 11, 1975 quotes 
the major goal of Cabot was to 
“find alternative sources of 
funding for varsity athletics.’”’ He 
says he’s been interested in the 
issue ever since then and just sat 
down and thought out a solution 
this semester. 

“Ya gotta believe,’”’ said Cabot, 
quoting one of his life’s 
philosophies. He said, “it was a 
long time coming, but I believed.” 

From here, Cabot puts the plan 
into the fine tuned, 


bureaucratically acceptable 
document needed for approval by 
the Chancellor. Swanson is ex- 
pected to approve it and give it to © 
the business office where it will 
become university policy July 1. 

The innovative policy is unique 
in the UW system and may prove 
to be a trend setter in solving the 
problem of athletic funding 
throughout the state. 

In a special report, Stoutonia 
editors Julie Gessert and Jean 
Mulhausen addressed the senate 
in an effort to face a controversy 
that has arisen in the senate over 


the paper. 
Gessert explained the Stoutonia

Gessert explained that the staff 
is large and that mistakes will be 
made. She pointed out the per- 
centages of coverage in terms of 
copy in each issue: 31.9 percent 
news, 36.4 percent feature, 15.9 
percent entertainment, 7 percent 
columns and 9.7 percent sports. 

Jean Mulhausen, associate 
editor, explained that working for 
variety in the Steutonia is hard. 
Mulhausen explained editorial 
policy stating stories are chosen 
which are timely and newsworthy. 

Mulhausen said judgement of

the editors. She said roles that the 
paper plays is incorporated to 
come up with the right variety for 
a balanced paper.

A small crowd began to mill 
around south campus. At 7 p.m. a 
third streaker emerged from the 
basement of HKMC. The 
unidentified) male ran to the 
center of the mall, did a little 
dance and scurried back into the 
hall. 

The crowd went nuts. 

WVSS reported the event. 
Within the next three hours, the 
D.J. received 200 phone calls 
reporting and predicting streaks. 
The D.J. vigilantly kept his 
audience abreast the latest news. 

Groups of students from north 
campus began to gather between 
HKMC and CKTO. The radio 
broadcasts brought curious 
townspeople for a glimpse. The 
Stoutonia later reported, ‘‘several 
hundred students gathered to view 
the sénsational sights.” 


The Crowd Grew 

Another streaker emerged from 
HKMC’s basement, followed by 
another, and another and another. 
Together there were a dozen third 
Miines and third Chinnock 
residents involved. On-lookers 
roared approval as the streakers

disappeared into North Hall. 

As the crowd grew, the evening 
turned into festival]. Firecrackers 
announced the newest brigade of 
daredevils. Less-couragous 
residents began ‘“‘mooning” the 
crowd acting as a perverted side 
show. R.A.’s and head residents 
waved at familiar stocking 
capped performers. 

At 10:15, a lanky, black-haired 
youth charged out of a hall door 
and burst through the crowd at 
reckless speed. Losing his 
balance, he skidded into a painful 
spill. Stunned, he lay silently on 
the icy ground. 

Awakening to his condition, he 


‘tried to regain his composure and 


limped hastily to a nearby dorm. 
The crowd, by that time close to a 
thousand, went wild. 

The carnival, climaxed in a 
mass streak at 3 a.m. and con- 
tinued until dawn broke over the 
campus 


A Loner 

In the two weeks that followed, 
the Modulux, the Commons 
(second floor too) and the Snack 
Bar were. streaked. One 
exhibitioner interrupted a 
meeting of the student. senate 
startling not only the student 
senators but also the guest 
speakers Chancellor Robert 
Swanson and City Manager 
George Langmack. — 

Another adventurer tried un- 
successfully to streak the Meet 
Market during rush hour. It took 
him five minutes to plow through 
the crowd. 

Streaking unified the campus as 
no other event in UW-Siout’s 
history. It surpassed homecoming 
parades and Viet Nam war 
protests. 

Why did they do it? The only 
survivor I found from that magic 
night confessed, ‘‘College is a time 
to make memories. I didn’t do it 
on a dare or because it was a fad. I 
streaked so I could later tell my 
kids about it and so future 
columnists could write about it.”

The 
more fancy the package, the more 
you are paying for paper and 
color. ‘‘Always consider the food 
inside,’’ said Wigen. ‘‘Go for the 
plain paekaging, bulk cheese 
instead of sliced, conventional 
pudding mix instead of the little 
individual prepared packages.”

Computing the per ounce price of 
the large and regular size will 
determine the best buy. Wigen 
suggests bringing a_ pocket 
calculator for those who have 
problems with quick calculations.

“Pregnancy is a very personal 
thing,» a Menomonie pharmacist 
said, ‘‘I would want fny husband 
to know before a doctor.” 

Another pharmacist stressed 
that take-home pregnancy tests 
should not replace going to the 


doctor. ‘‘Any woman who is 
pregnant needs a_ doctor’s 
examination.” 


“If done properly, that’s the 
key,”’ said Dr. Robert Burgfechtel 
of Menomonie’s Memorial 
Hospital. “If a woman is won- 
dering whether she is pregnant, 
she can test herself at home and 
she doesn’t wonder anymore. 
Privacy is an important factor to 
consider for the Woman.” 

If a woman tests her. pregnancy 
at-home, the results are just 
between her and her husband. It’s 
important that she proceed with 
proper pre-natal 
fortunately, there are instances 
when her first office call is put off, 
said Dr. Peggy McMartin of the 
Red Cedar Clinic. 

The kit costs between $7.95 and 
$10.95. Four home pregnancy kits 
which tests a woman’s urine for 
the pregnancy hormone HCG 
(human chorionic gonadotropin) 
are available. These are Acu-test, 
Predictor, Answer, and e.p.t. 
(early preganany test). 
Menomonie drugstores have

carried most of them for the last 
seven months. 

Woman in their early 20's buy 
the kit most frequently according 
to a Menomonie pharmacist. 

If the test is-negative, another 
kit should bé purchased for a 
second test, within seven days if a 
period is still missed. This doubles 
the cost of the test. 

“If a woman came in with a 
positive at-home pregnancy test 
and: was sure of the results, I 
wouldn’t necessarily insist on 
another urine test but I would go 
to the pelvic exam,”’ said Dr. 
Burgfechtel. ‘If a woman was 
unsure of her test I would inSist on 
another test.” 

Dr. S.R. Lee of the Red Cedar 
Clinic said, ‘‘I would definitely 
verify a test even if a woman said 
she was positive. There is such a 
thing as false results. If a test is 
negative it is reliable but if it is 
positive it should be verified for 
the woman to decide what to do.” 

Dr. Alex P. Avestruz of the 
Avestruz Medical Clinic said he 
would insist on a verification test 
if a woman said her at-home 
pregnancy test was positive.

expensive than the at-home 
pregnancy test. 

Manufacturers claim the test 
can be accurately performed as 
early as the ninth day after a 
missed period. : 

But according to a physician’s 
newsletter. the tests tend to give 
false, negative readings during 
early pregnancy. The longer the 
wait after a missed period, the 
more accurate the test. 

According to another 
Menomonie pharmacist a doctor’s 
test can be equally misleading in 
early pregnancy tests. One patient 
had four pregnancy tests from a 
doctor and one at-home ‘test, all 
were negative. The at-home 
pregnancy test proved to be just 
as effective as the doctor. 

Another pharmacist said most 
people are unable to note the color 
interpretation in the test because 
they are not trained. The tests are 
aecurate but hunians are not. 

“If the directions are followed 
explicitly, it is a good test,” said 
Dr. McMartin. ; : 

The test sample must be placed 


in a ‘‘vibration-free environment - 


for two hours.” 

“There is quité a chance of false 
results if the vile is tapped,’” said 
McMartin. ‘I’m biased beeause 
I’m a lab technician, but that 
particular test belongs in the lab.”’

Stout with country swing sounds

Sunday night Asleep at the 
Wheel blew into Menomonie and 
nearly blew the roof off Johnson 
Fieldhouse. 

The whirlwind this populous 
band perpetrated was a likeable 
hybrid of music called western 
swing. This fusion of the big-band 
sound of the ‘30s and ‘40s and 
eountry _rock.was.__presented 
professionally by the versatile 
Asleep at the Wheel. 


If their three-week-old Grammy 
for ‘‘Best Country Instrumental 
Performance” didn’t convince the 
1,500 spectators of the band’s 
versatility, the conglomerate- 
styled music. did. 

The seven male band members 
plus their lone country sweetheart 
with her nasal twang, 
manipulated a grand total of 12 
instruments. 


The two pianos, saxaphones and 
upright bass contributed to the 
big-band, jazz sound, while the 
violin, steel pedal guitar and 
mandolin were country-western 
orientated. Many of the band 
members played more than one of 
thoSe instruments. 


Versatility. was also attained 
through. vocals — half the band 
members sang. Surprisingly, they 
didn’t sound like a pack of out-of- 

* tune dogs either. Rather, their 
voices harmonized beautifully 


instruments they played. 

They weren’t run-of-the-mill 
voices. Standing out was the wail 
of the indispensible female, Chris 
O'Connell, and the deep bellering 
of the gangly lead guitarist, Ray 
Benson. Bensons’ low singing, at 
times grinding and growling, 
added energy and power to much 
of the Wheel’s Texas “Cajun” 
music. 

Benson got his — of the 
spotlight when he crooned the 
humorous song ‘‘Am I High?” and 
accompanied his solo with a little 
dance. It wasn’t much of a dance, 
but his strutting, strumming, 
high-stepping and leaping off 
amplifiers was entertaining. 

Benson and Co. kept things fun. 
“‘Ain’t Nobody Here But Us 
Chickens’’ was lively and 
amusing. Benson’s lively voice 


was properly accented by 
saxaphone, electric piano and 
bass. 


Miles of Texas”’ 
properly showed off the superb 
talents of violinist Danny Levin.

When the Wheel hit it up. with 
the well known song ‘‘Will the 
Circle be Unbroken?” the crowd 
joined in singing and clapping. 

While Asleep at the Wheel

University of Wisconsin-Stout Menomonie

“Tt’s not surprising that 60 
percent of all motor vehicle ac- 
cidents in Wisconsin are alcohol 
related,’ said Willis Valett, 

- director of Safety Center and 
department chairman for Energy 
and Transportation. ‘‘Wisconsin is 
a drinking state.” 

Valett said that Wisconsin 
consumes more brandy, and 
imports more scotch than any 
other state. Wisconsin is also 
second to Pennsylvania per capita 
in the consumption of beer. 

Wisconsin’s average is seven to 
eight percent higher than the 
national drunk-driving related 
accidents. Lowering the age to 18 
is a factor for such a high per- 
centage. 

“When you have an inex- 
perienced driver along with an 
inexperienced drinker, problems

“The key to decreasing the 
percentage of drunk drivers is 
education,” said Valett. “The 
legislature in making strict laws

Understanding drinking and it’s 
consequences is very important.

Wayne Heikkila, Menomonie 
Chief of Police feels that even with 
the education on drunk driving the 
percentage will not decrease. 

“Even with all of the public 
service spots and specials on 
television Menomonie had a 
dramatic increase of drunk 
driving this year,” said Heikila. 

There were a total of 125 arrests 
for driving while intoxicated 
(DWD, and out of 525 accidents, 32 
were alcohol related. Though the 
accidents were not fatal, Heikkila 
feels that this number is a very 
substantial increase. 

Heikkila did not know the 
number of Stout students arrested 
for DWI but did say that studenis 
have been arrested. Valett said 
that a possible reason why there 
aren’t more student arrests is the

convenient location of the 
downtown bars. 

“The bars are within walking 
distance so a student doesn’t have 
to drive to go drinking,” said 
Valett. , 

Valett said that many of the 
-people arrested for DWI can be 
classified as social drinkers. 

“The legal blood alcoho! content 
is .10 but at .05 a person’s per- 
formance is impared,’’ said 
Valett. He also explained that the 
brain controls the motor activities 
of the body and when alcohol goes 
to the brain performance is 
decreased. 

“Ym not condoning or con- 
deming drinking but drinkers 
must be responsible,” said Valett, 
“that is why education can play an 
important role.”

Reciprocity balanced towards Wisc. schools

‘Minnesota and Wisconsin have 
been rivals in many areas for 
years, the newest is students. 
Under the tuition reciprocity 
agreement, Minnesota students 
attending Wisconsin schools out- 
number their counterparts 5,600 to 
2,400. ; 

Tuition reciprocity formed in 
1973 is an agreement between 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and North 
Dakota allowing students to pay 
in-state tuition fees at one of the 
other state’s schools.

Under the agreement the 
students’ home state pays the 
difference between the in and out 
of state tuition rate. For example, 
a Minnesota student pays. the 
Wisconsin in-state tuition and 
Minnesota covers the rest of the 
charge, which averages $1600 for 
a Wisconsin school. 

This financial agreement, while 
benefitting thousands of students, 
costs Minnesota $6.7 million last 
school year (1977-78) to Wisconsin 
alone, Wisconsin is gaining more 
students and more money from 
Minnesota. Projections for the 
next two years predict the number 
of Minnesotan’s in Wisconsin will 
increase by another ten percent. 

To find out why more Minnesota 
students are attending Wisconsin 
schools, the Minnesota Higher 
Education Coordinating Board 
conducted a survey of students 
who attended Wisconsin and 
North Dakota schools during 1977- 
78 school year. 

Stout ranked second to River 
Falls in Minnesota students. 
According to Stout’s Registrar’s 
Office, of 6,471 students here fall 
of 1977, 1,337 (20 percent) were 
Minnesotans. Of the 7,032 at- 
tending fall 1978, 1,482 (21 per- 
cent) were Minnesota residents. 

The survey found that Stout was 
chosen because it had a program 
most similar to what the students 


wanted and it was of higher 
academic quality in their field of 
study. 

Other points brought out in- 
clude: 


- Minnesotans at Stout were the 
least likely to have considered a 
Minnesota school over their 
chosen Wisconsin school. 


- Industrial technology majors 
came to Wisconsin for Stout’s 
unique program. 


- Most home economics majors 
favored Stout, even though they 
felt Minnesota offered a com- 
parable program. 


- Those attending Stout an- 
ticipated better job prospects 
after graduation. 2 


- Stout appeared favorably 
smaller and more familiar than 
some Minnesota schools. 

One reason more Minnesotans 
come to Wisconsin schools is 
proximity; most students attend a 
school within 100 miles of their 
home. Over half of the Minnesota 
students are from the Twin Cities 
area and three Wisconsin schools 
(UW River Falls, Eau Claire and 
Stout) fall within the 100. mile 
range. 

There is also an imbalance in 
the state’s populations. Ap- 


proximately four times as many 
Minnesotan’s live close to 
Wisconsin than Wiconsin 
residents living close to Min- 
nesota, according to the 1977 U.S. 
Dept. of Commerce population 
reports. ; 

So it’s just as. easy, under the 
tuition reciprocity program for a 
Minnesota resident to attend a 
Wisconsin school as a home state 
school. 

To pull Minnesota from it’s 
student deficit, Zubay feels that 
more emphasis should be put into

recruiting out of state students as 
well as informing Minnesotan’s of 
what is offered at home. 

The survey showed many 
students were unaware their 
study program was also offered at 
a Minnesota school. 

However, even if reciprocity 
was not available, Stout would not 
lose many Minesota students. The . 
survey found these students at 
Stout were the most committed 
and least likely to transfer home if 
reciprocity was dropped than any

Somehow, the senate has managed to slip through a 
new policy’ giving the athletic department $16,093 more 
than they requested for the coming year. 

And the senate gave away the money so easily, it’s

The new athletic budget will be funded with student 
activity fees. $7.85 per semester will go directly into the 
athletic budget instead of being allocated along with the 
money for ‘other student activities.

Because the green things you 
might expect to find sprouting’ 
outside in your backyafd aren’t 
there yet, you might consider 
sprouting some green things in 
your kitchen. 

The custom of sprouting seeds 
and eating the young shoots dates 
back to the ancient Chinese. 
Although sprouts are still most 
often associated with the bean 
sprouts of Chinese cuisine they 
are gaining popularity with an 
American society which is 
becoming more nutrition, 
cholesterol and calorie conscious 
Sprouting a seed increases its 
nutrient levels and the resulting 
food may contain as few as 16 
calories per cup. 

In theory, almost all seeds may 
-be sprouted. Common sprouts are 
alfalfa, millet, radish and sesame 
seeds, barley, oat, rye, or wheat 
kernels, mung, kidney, lima, 


navy, pinto, soy, or garbanzo ° 


beans almonds and peanuts. 

The variety of seeds determines 
the flavor of the sprout. Mung 
bean sprouts havea crunchy, mild 
flavor which is pleasing to most 
people. Wheat and alfalfa sprouts 
have a sweet flavor; lentils a 
peppery flavor. Soy sprouts are 
said to taste like fresh garden 
peas. 

After germination, nutrients 


stored in the seed are made. 


available to the young plant. 
Harvesting the plant before these 
nutrients are consumed in growth 
takes advantage of this nutrition 


boost. Although research on the 
exact increases in nutrients is not 
yet conclusive, studies have 
shown that levels of vitamins A, 
E, Bi, B2; B6, among others, in- 
crease after sprouting. The level 
of ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) in- 
creases 600 times. 

Raising sprouts does not require 
special equipment or botanical 
know how. All you need to know is 
that seeds need moisture, a warm 
temperature and good circulation 
to germinate. 

Use any container that is not 
plastic‘or metal. A glass jar with a 
few layers of cheesecloth over its 
mouth will do. Select seeds which 
are “seed quality’, not ‘‘food 


quality’’. One must also be careful ' 


to select seeds which have not 
been treated with insecticides of 
fungicides. 

An ounce of seeds produces one 
cup of sprouts. Wash the seeds 
well removing broken or im- 
perfect kernels. Add four cups of 
water to each cup of seeds and 
soak them overnight. Drain the 
seeds thoroughly. Too much 


moisture will cause rot. Place the. 


seeds in the jar and cover the 
opening with cheesecloth. ‘This 
will hold the seeds in while rinsing 
them and allows air to circulate. 
Place the jar in a dark place or a 
closed paper bag. Keep the con- 
tainter in an area with good cir- 
culation and a temperature of 75- 
85 degrees. Rinse the sprouts two 
to four times daily to add moisture 
and to wash away the waste 
metabolism of growth.

The sprouts should be ready to 
harvest in three to five days. 
Taste one sprout each day until 
the desired flavor is achieved. 
Allowing the sprouts to grow too 
long will make them bitter and 
decrease their nutritional value. 
To harvest the sprouts, place the 
jar in the sun for a few hours to 
make them green,’ then 
refrigerate. Use the sprouts. 
within a week as their flavor 
becomes stronger with age. 
Sprouts may be used in salads, 
casseroles, and baked products.

The English Department has 
been traditionally known by-the 
Stout community for the “‘service 
courses” it offers in writing and 
literature, A little known third 
alternative does exist however. In 
addition to its usual complement 
of courses offered next fall, the 
English rtment ‘ will also 
feature for the first time in ten 
years a course entitled “In 
troduction to Linguistics’ (326- 
339). 

Linguistics, the study of 
language as a rule-governed 
activity, concerns such issues as 
language acquisition; the sound 
‘systems and sound ‘structures of 
natural languages. (phonetics and 
phonology); syntax, on the 
grammatical and _ rhetorical 
levels; and the history of 
language, including such concepts 
as the historical motivations

Recent 
investigations in linguistics have 
led researchers into the areas of 
psychology, anthropology, 
sociology, physiology, and 
computer science.

Monster seen in local lake

Two men, on separate occasions 
said they spotted a sea monster in 
Lake Menomin last week. Sher- 
man Fullofit, psychology fresh- 
man, told the Stoutonia he saw the 
unidentified “‘thing’ last. Friday 
on his way home. Fullofit called 
this reporter, and after a cold 
shower and several cups of coffee, 
he shared his traumatic ex- 
perience. 

“IT was walking home from 
double-bubble last Friday, when I 
looked down at the lake and saw 
the creature move,” he said. 
Fullofit reads the National 
inquirer every week, and is in the 


Guiness Book of World records for 


having seen ‘‘Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind’’ 239 times. 

On the same day Alvin Spotit, a 
freshman art major, spotted the 
“‘thing’’ on his way home from the 
optometrist. 

“Pye seen similar looking 
creatures before in that lake,”’ 
said Spotit “but this time I know 
it’s real.” 

Spotit said this isn’t the first 
time he’s had strange ex- 
periences. Last fall he told the 
Stoutonia that he was once kicked 
out of a phone booth by a man 


wearing glasses, a dark suit, and 
had a press card pinned to his 
lapel. 

Spotit is employed at the Dunn 
County Health Center. 

Both Fullofit and . Spotit 
described the creature as being 
dark brown, about six feet long, 16 
inches in diameter, having 
several long slender appendages 
and ruff, knobby-like skin. They 
saw the ‘‘thing’’ resting on the ice 
directly below the Tap on Hwy 12. 

The Stoutonia has received 
several reports from other wit- 
nesses who have seen the ‘‘thing’’ 
in the. area. Most witnesses said 
they have seen the creature not 
only in Lake Menomin but in their 
backyards and fireplaces.

The Tyrone Nuclear Plant was 
finally approved and a new site for 
the six thousand dollar plant has 
been found. 

“We have found an ideal site for 
the plant,’’ said Ted Major, 
chairman of the Badger Unsafe 

Energy Alliance. “‘It will be where 
the unsightly Mable Tainter 
Mansion lies.”’ 

Major explained that the 
Tainter mansion has been an eye- 
sore for so long that it is about 
time something as beautiful as a 
nuclear plant be built. 

When asked if it might be unsafe 
to have a nuclear power plant so 

, Close to a populated area Major 
, Said, “To be perfectly honest, I 
really don’t care. All I care about 
is to get energy as easily as 
possible.” 

Recently, a group ot very well 
known nuclear scientists did 
‘research on two seemingly 
unrelated topics, alcohol and 
radiation. Their discovery was 
fascinating. 

“Alcohol actually prohibits 
radiation from getting into the

body and possibly harming it,” 
said Dr. Nuke Lear, chairman of 
the Intoxicated Scientists United 
for Nuclear Power.

Only one scientist died during 
the experiment and Lear said that 
was due to the Dot watering down 
their drinks. 

When asked how they felt about 
the tearing down.,of the Tainter 
manion, the State Historical 
Society unemotionally said, ‘In

“It’s going to be tough going, 
but we’ll make it through!” 

So said Chancellor Swamper of 
the expected hardships which will 
come with the enrollment in- 
crease this fall.

Axel-grease said that the 
biggest problem they have en- 
countered is the problems of 
adequate lighting in the new 
classrooms.

“Our 
only other problem is ventilation, 
and we’re working on that.” 

Small. classes, such as 
discussion, some psychology, and 
the advanced physiology class will 
be taught in the converted janitors 
closets, said Axel-grease.

NSP may decide not to appeal 
the Public Service Commission’s 
rejection to the Tyrone Nuclear 
Plant due to the recent 
Harrisburg, Pa. disaster. 

“The Harrisburg incident does 
have a definite impact on our 
decision whether or not to ap- 
peal,” said NSP spokesman, Pat 
Culbert in an interview Tuesday. 

Citizens from Rice Lake, 
Menomonie, Eau Claire and 
Durand picketed their local NSP 
offices with signs concerning the 
Tyrone Nuclear Plant. Picketing 
began after word reached 


Wisconsin about the Harrisburg 


disaster. 

“What happened in Harrisburg 
could happen here if Tyrone is 
built,’ said Debbie Green, 
(Citizens 
Actively United for Safe Energy). 

Green said their impromptu 
protest was held to show NSP ‘‘we 
are aware of the dangers and 
problems of nuclear power.” 

Green claims that the industries 
aren't concerned with the safety 
of the public, but are concerned 
only with making a profit. 

“The industry spokesman in 
Harrisburg said no one was in- 
jured in the Harrisburg incident,” 
said Green, “but it takes 16-20 
years for radiation to damage 
human cells and possibly cause 
leukemia.”’ 

Last month the PSC rejected the 
Tyrone nuclear plant but NSP still 
has to make the decision whether 
or not to appeal and take it to 
court. 

“The citizens in this community 
would. be more than willing to 
work with NSP for a safe energy 
future,” said Green. 
appeal it would be our rate money 
they would be using in trying to 
get Tyrone built.” 

An NSP spokesman from the 
Menomonie office said the protest 
took place during the noon hour 
when the office is closed so the 
protest went unnoticed.

The third edition of the Course 


Expectation Booklet is now ° 


available for pre-registration 
schedule planning. 


The booklet is designed to help 
students make better decisions 
concerning course selection by 
providing first-hand information 
about various courses. The 
booklet gives instructors an op- 
portunity to communicate to 
students their policies and ex- 
pectations. It will hopefully 
reduce the number of adds and 
drops that are made each year. 


The booklet contains a_ brief 
statement from the instructor and 
a coded line describing the course 
expectations. The- code 
corresponds to a key of in- 
formation which includes:- in- 
structors teaching methods — 
lectures, discussions, independent 
study, or lab, typical class size 


and number of outside papers and 
projects. It also has the evaluation 
method used by the instructor: 
tests, quizzes, normal curve (93 
percent-A), contracts, ac- 
cumulation of points, and per- 
formance and participation. 
Finally the booklet also gives the 
expected cost of the course to the 
student. 

The booklet contains  in- 
formation that cannot be found in 
the catalog or in any other 
university publication. Its purpose 
isn’t to replace the catalog, but to 
be a supplement. 

The booklet is compiled by the 
Board of Academic Affairs of the 
Stout Student Association. The 
publication represents over 600 
man-hours of work by students. 

Faculty expectations were due 
March 1, and 40 percent of the 
faculty responded. Julie Fleming, 
chairman of the BAA expressed, 
“appreciation to the faculty who 
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let lacks

make the booklet more valuable. 


Wesley Face, vice-chancellor of 
Academic Affairs, said ‘I am 
pleased with the faculty and staff 
who have chosen to cooperate with 
the Board of Academic Affairs in 
the compile of information.

Audit discloses faulty finances

In Nov. 1978 Health, Education 
and Welfare officials conducted a 
routine audit of Stout’s financial 
records. The officials found that 
$1.2 million allocated for 
federally-funded programs lacked 
sufficient documentation. In 
several cases the government 
funds were over charged. 

The purpose of the audit was to 
determine whether the costs in- 
curred were reasonable, 
allowable and allocable under 
applicable regulations and the 
terms of the individual 


_ agreements. 


The audit disclosed that HEW 
grants were charged for labor 
costs based on percentages of 
time that employees were ex- 
pected.to devote to research under 
grants. Because of inadequate 
documentation, the percentages 
do not represent the time actually 
devoted to research. 

According to the auditor’s 
findings, the University’s payroll 
distribution system does not 
provide evidence that monthly- 
after-the-fact reviews of amounts 
charged to government grants are 
conducted. 

The officials recommend that 
the university account for the 
$1,235,106, Stout was awarded. 
They also said the University 
should establish a _ payroll 
distribution system that conforms 
with the HEW’s established 
regulations. And compute the 
amounts of indirect costs applied 
against unacceptable labor 
charges incurred under 21 grants 
that are not included in the audit’s 
sample. 

The auditors found that the 
Instructional Technology Services 
Department. overcharged the 
grants. They demand that the 
necessary financial adjustments 


be made to federal projects and 
refund the ineligible labor costs of 
$396. 

University officials responded 
that the: excessive labor rates 
were used to recover bookkeeping 
and average equipment use 
charges. However, no 
documentations were maintained. 
College official stated they 
weren’t aware of _ federal 
bookkeeping requirements. 

The auditors also found that the 
university charged HEW grants 
for a mobile van at a rate of 40 
cents per mile although the cost to 
operate the van was fifteen cents 
per mile. The university offered 
no explanation according to the 


auditors, for overcharging the 
grants by $1177. 

Further disclosures from the 
auditor’s ; formal documentation 
included overcharging federal 
projects for: labor costs at a 
higher rate than what the 
university actually pays em- 
ployees; work performed by 
students under the College Work 
Study program,; although the 
students were paid with CWSS 
funds; Jabor hours for which 
documentation - was either 
inadequate or unavailable; the 
costs of use of equipment at rates 
not justified by adequate 
documentation; and estimates not 
incurred.

It has been recommended that 
all 18-24 year olds be “required to 
‘volunteer’ for at least one year of 
military service.’’

Social security recipients must be verified 


Social security student 
beneficiaries were notified 
recently that their monthly checks 
will stop if they don’t complete 
and return a_ required school 
enrollment report. 

James. Janz, social security 
district manager in Eau Claire, 
said reporting forms are being 
mailed to the more than 50,000 
students 18 to 22 whose monthly 
social security checks currently 
total $1.7 billion a year. 

“This spring, for the first time, 
school officials are being asked to 
verify on the form that the student 
is enrolled on a full-time basis,” 
Janz said. 

“If a student fails to return the 
form, or the form comes back 
without the necessary school 
certification, the  student’s 


monthly checks will be stopped.”’

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Personal defense class 
stresses added protection

“Tt sounded like fun.”’ “It might help me get someone off me.” “I’m 
not very strong and would like to be able to defend myself.” “IT needed 
the gym credits.”’ 

These are reasons why students are taking the personal defense class 
offered here. It is a .5 credit course taught by Sten Pierce, physical 
education instructor. Students learn strikes and blows using the edge of 
the hand and slashes and rips delivered with the elbow. 

After students have learned strikes, the class learns various releases. 
The students learn to free themselves from chokes, body locks, and arm 
locks. Most releases are executed by striking a blow that will inflict pain 
to the attacker. ; 

The final test is a simulated attack which resembles a true-to-life 
situation. When attacked, the victim must use the blows and releases 
learned in order to free himself. Grades are given on how well and how 
quickly the victim excapes.. : 

Although Pierce stresses safety in the class, some injuries do happen.

Often parties mean ‘‘let’s all get 
drunk, and have’a good time.” 

Some believe it’s easier to talk 
to people and easier to get to know 
them after they have had a few 
drinks.

“Drinking is too often em- 
phasized at parties,’’ said Mary 
Rangitsch, clothing’ textiles and 
design sophomore. “‘And there is 
nothing wrong with having an 
alternative beverage at a party.

2. KEEP ’EM NIBBLING 

Not just later on, but while your 
guests are drinking. That’s im- 
portant, because it slows down the 
rate alcohol is absorbed: into the 
bloodstream, It also slows down 
the rate at which people drink. 

Serve foods that act as a buffer 
for alcohol, not salty foods that act 
as a stimulant to thirst. Low- 
calorie, high-moisture-content 
foods, such as raw vegetable stips 
and light. dips, are ideal. 

3. GIVE MORE THAN A DRINK 

Introduce two people who don’t 
know each other. Get a con- 
versation started. Give someone a 
compliment... or a laugh. You 
have more to’ give than just 
drinks. A host or hostess is not just 
a bartender. 

4. DON’T RUSH REFILLS 

Wait until the glass is empty 
before you offer another drink. 
And then don’t be in a hurry...

Keep cocktail hours short; if a 
meal is included, serve it 
reasonably soon. 

Avoid carbonated mixers in 
favor of non-carbonated (e.g. fruit 
juice), as carbonation speeds 
alcohol absorbtion. .

Stop serving alcohol altogether 
toward the end of a party in an- 
ticipation of the journey home.

After doing six blocks, | come back 
huffing and puffing. | began to feel | was 
doing something wrong, this prompted 
me to attend a jogging clinic Tuesday 
night. It was part of Health Fair Week 
and Lou Klitzke, Stout’s cross country 
coach, was the speaker. 

Klitzke stressed that the number one 
mistake most beginning joggers make is 
fo run too fast. Jogging is not a com- 
petitive activity (unless you are running 
in a marathon).

They should fit the foot well; a wide 
bottom and solid wedge is advisable 
along with a waffle bottom. Nikes and 
Addidas are popular running shoes.

corresponding increase in funding 
(meaning the hiring of additional 
teachers) the workload imposed 
by an ever-increasing class’ size 
will deny the opportunity for in- 
dividual teacher improvement. At 
the university level the duty of 
teachers is not solely to teach and 
teach and teach, but to research 
and contribute to their field. That 
opportunity is being denied by 
Stout’s rate of growth. 

If one consults a recent report 
by the Association of American 
University Professors concerning 
recommended class sizes in 
English writing classes and then ~ 
compares the recommended size 
with the actual size of writing 
classes at Stout, one would find 
that Stout’s classes currently are 
at twice the recommended level. 
This overloading results in only a 
cursory attempt. by teachers to « 
work with and develop students 
skills. The result is predictable 
and unfortunate.

Even though recruiting has 
been cut back 30 percent, there 
have been 3895 applications for 
admission to Stout for next year. 

‘Stout is very attractive to 
people because of its specialized 
majors,” said Donald Osegard, 
director of Admissions. 

Osegard said out of 3895 ap 
plicants, 3018 have been accepted. 
Many of those denied were due to 
closed majors. Sixteen majors for 
freshman applicants are closed. 
Those remaining open are 
Vocational Rehabilitation, Home 
Economics Education, Clothing, 
Textiles and Design, Industrial 
Education and Vocational Trade 
and Industrial Education. 

“Even the remaining majors 
will close because some of them 
only have one to three openings,” 
said Osegard.

NSP appeals 
Tyrone decision

Northern States Power Co. and 
its three utilitiy partners appealed 
the March 6 Wisconsin Public 
Service Commission’s (PSC) 
rejection of the $1.3 billion Tyrone 
Nuclear Plant. ; 

‘The utilities’ decision, com- 
plicated by the recent Three Mile 
Island nuclear accident, -was 
announced last Thursday during a 
news conference. 

Patrick Culbert, spokesman for 
NSP, said that by filing the ap- 
peal, the applicants expect to keep 
alive the option of nuclear power 
while awaiting more specific 
detail on the Three Mile Island 
accident. 

“The Harrisburg incident 
certainly does have a major 
impact on the nuclear industry,” 
said Culbert. “‘After more details 
of the accident, Tyrone’s 
operation will be carefully 
reviewed.”’ ; : 

Culbert explained that a final 
decision has not been made on 
Tyrone but they had to appeal in

Target percentages set by 
legislative policy are used in 
setting the amount of money 
students will pay towards in- 
structional costs.

Thousands of people every year 
give into the shoplifting urge 
without realizing the con- 
sequences of being caught. Even 
though many people don’t see 
them, preventive measures 
agains shoplifters are being taken 
by many Menomonie stores. 


Christopher Langlois, Crime 
Prevention Unit, M.P.D. said 
“Last year there were 57 incidents 
of shoplifting reported in 
Menomonie. Of those 51 cases 
actually involved arrests. ~ 

Twenty-eight of those arrested 
for shoplifting were apprehended 
at Don’s Super Valu. Prevéntive 
reasures such as one-way 
mirrors and trained, watchful 
personnel are responsible for Uns 
high percentage. 


It is suspected that other 
businesses in town experience as 
much, if not more theft as Don’s, 
but the offenders are not caught. 


Bob Carlson, manager of the 
University Bookstore stated, “I 
haven’t caught anyone shoplif- 
ting, at least not yet.” . 


“IT suspect we loose about $5,000 
a year to shoplifters, but hat isn’t 
bad considering we are a $300,000 
a year business,’”’ commented 
Carlson.

Shoplifting is very tempting. 


California shows some very in- 
teresting facts about this type of 
theft. In 1977 the average value of 
merchandise shoplifted was $5.99, 
(a $2.94 increase’ from 1966). 
Stolen articles are concealed in 
pockets, purses or under clothing 
in over 80 percent of the cases. 
Most shoplifters are between the 
ages of 18-29 years old. Warmer 
months have a higher rip-off rate 
than do colder months. Monday is 
the busiest day for shoplifting, 
Sunday is the slowest. 


Time of day is also a factor. 
Between 3-6 p.m. there is a 
definite increase in thefts by 
juvenile shoplifters indicating the 
after-school crowd is a force to be 
reckoned with. 


(Here in Menomonie), people 
between the ages of 20-25 had the 
highest shoplifting arrests last 
year, with persons between 15-19 
years of age accounting for the 
second highest number of arrests. 


How serious is shoplifting? ‘‘It 
depends on how many times 
you’re caught,”’ stated Langlois. 


Under Menomonie city or- 
dinance the offender is fined $62 
for the first offense and $117 for 
each subsequent offense. No jail 
time is given by this ordinance. 

Persons previously convicted of 
shoplifting or theft are charged 
under Wisconsin criminal law as 
provided in Sec. No. 943.50. Under

Old Vasey Building to be demolished 


Parking lot needed

The 96-year-old Vasey building 
on south Broadway which houses 
Eva’s Cafe, Georgie’s Hair 
Stylists, The Army-Navy Store, 
Copy Corner, and Northside music 
will be demolished this fall. 

The Bank of Menomonie, owner 
of the building, is tearing it down 
ia way for a bank parking 

ot. 

“Our long range goal for the 
Vasey building area is to build a 
walk-up, drive-up facility,’ said 
Gene Heymans Jr., executive vice 

president of the bank. ‘Right now 
the need for such a facility is not 
there, but there is a need for a 
parking lot.” 

The bank bought the building in 
May 1975 with redevelopment in 
mind. “Banks cannot be in 
business for real estate,” said 
Heymans. “According to state 
law, redevelopment must take 
place five years after purchase.” 

According to Heymans, 
retailers in the Vasey building 
were notified in January that they 
had to leave the building by 
August 1. “I feel we gave them 
enough time to find another place 
for their operation.” 

Heymans also said that the bank 


was there to aid the retailers in 
financing or trying to find them a 
place to relocate. 

Phil Hannafin, owner-operator 
of Northside Music, has not found 
another location but still plans to 
give music lessons ‘“‘somewhere’’. 
Good locations are hard to come 
by in Menomonie for retailers. 

“There are not many available 
places in Menomonie where the 
rent is low enough,” said Vern 
Knutson, manager of Copy Cor- 
ner. Copy Corner has only been in 
business for one year and ac- 
cording to Knutson they were 
notified of the demolishing before 
they moved in. 

Ed Brown, owner-operator of 
the Army-Navy store said that he 
had three perspective places to 
relocation but that most of the 
places were too expensive. 

The other operations in the 
Vasey building have perspective 
places but are noi .ure where they 
will be. ; 

According to the retailers, they 
are upset about having to move 


out of the building. The location is’ 


good and the rent is inexpensive. 
“Sure we’re upset but there is 

nothing we can do but try and find 

another place,”’ said Knutson.

Recently several students sad 
myself took a field trip to 
Stillwater prison, Stillwater, 
Minnesota. The trip was part of a 
project for the Rehabilitation of 
the Public Offender course here. 

“After walking through the metal 
detector we stood in front of a 
large iron bar door, that opened 
into a small caged-in area. A 
guard told us to wait. r 

A prisioner in leg irons and hand 


. cuffs stood in front of us. He never 


turned or showed us his face. 
Guards were viewing us from 
behind a large glass enclosure. 
We felt an eerie feeling com- 
bining fright, anticipation, and 
helplessness. 
When the second door opened, 


“we -were inside the prison. 
% ene SR SD 


once, and no one can say for sure 
when that will happen,” said 
Lievey. 

A couple of weeks ago at the 
prison, the warden called a lock- 
up. or shakedown. During a 
shakedown, all prison activities 
stop while a complete search: of 
the facility is made. All prisoners 
must remain in their cells until the 
search.is completed. 

“This last shakedown turned up 
some knives, and a ball and chain 
like those used during the middle 
ages. I don’t know how it got in 
here, but it did,’ said Lievey 
‘We can’t control everything that 
comes in here, no matter how 
hard We bh 

“In reality,” he said, ‘‘we 
control everything except the 


“In reality we control everything except 


the prisoners themselves, and 


they control each other.” 


Prisoners were everywhere, some 
in cells, some walking in the 
hallways. 

“This is a prison,” said Bill 
Lievey, correctional officer. ‘“But 
TI — t think anyone had to tell you 


the Stillwater facility is a 
maximum security prison, con- 
taining between 950-1000 inmates. 

t now we have 985 in- 
mates, and that figure will change 
today, just like it always does” ~ 
said Lievey. “Some get out, more 
come in.’ 

Lievey says that all correctional 
facilities in Minnesota are either 
full or close to full. 

There has not been an escape 
from Stillwater for two years, 
according to Lievey. ‘Escapes 


run in streaks. They all happen at

prisoners themselves, and they 
control each other.” 

Each prisoner has the option of 
spending his time behind bars 
with the rest of ‘the inmate 

population, or alone in a special 
unit. 

“The reason for this is that at 
times, some prionsers get in 
trouble with other prisoners,” 
said Lievey. ‘‘Since we cannot 
guarantee their safety inside the 
main facility, we move them out 
into a segregated area. They are 
safe there.” 

If someone wants to help 
themselves, they can do it here.” 

We ended our tour with a look at 
the place where the parole board 
meets. It is here that the decision 
of freedom or continued. im- 
prisonment is made.

Rape was the subject of the 
“Women in Violence’ workshop 
Tuesday night. during Women’s 
Week activities. The workshop 
dealt with both rape and battered 


women, and how to avoid 
dangerous situations was 
discussed. 


Following the presentations, 
seven individuals were introduced 
to give their department or 
group’s part in the ‘“‘women in 
violence situation.’ 

Sgt. Robert Zerbrow from the 
Menomonie Police Dept., a-nurse, 
a lawyer, the Dunn County Social 
Services, speakers from the Stout 
Counseling Center and various 
support groups gave presen- 
tations. 

How is a rape victim counseled? 
“Tt depends on the individual 
case,” said counselor Dave Mc- 
Naughton. “‘We try to deal with 
the anxiety, loss, frustration and 
fears of each person.”’ 

Each case is unique in that some 
women are raped by strangers 
and others by close friends, ac- 


~ cording to McNaughton. 


McNaughton has not counseled 
a rape case for several years. 
“Many rape victims have to talk 
to another woman,”’ he said. All of 
the counselors in the counseling 
center are trained in dealing with 
rape victims, he continued. 

According to McNaughton, it is 
very important for the counselor 
to bring out all of the alternatives 
open to the victims. ‘Many are 
blinded to all the options open to 
them,” he said. ‘‘A counselor isn’t 
there to help make decisions, but 
to bring forth the options, help get 
the individual medical attention 
and to give strength.” 

Athough McNaughton hasn’t 
counseled a rape victim who 
hasn’t gone to the police, Archer 
Heinzen, another counselor has 
often counseled those that did not 
go to the police. “I know of a 
couple of instances where the 
police have been involved, but the 
individuals didn’t come to us at 
the counseling center,” she said. 

“More often,’ she continued, 
“the women have dated the guy 
several times and it is forced 
intercourse. The girl feels guilty 
because she’s been seen with the 
guy and more importantly, she 
knows him. Rape isn’t supposed to 
happen — with someone you 
know...

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Stout’s real problem is funds, not enrollment

“Concern is often on 
enrollment, when enrollment isn’t 
the problem, it’s funding,’ said 
Tom Allen, chairman of the 
faculty senate. 

Allen made the comment in an 
interview he and Steve Snyder, 
next year’s faculty senate 
chairman, had with the Stoutonia. 

Allen explained that Stout’s 
problem isn’t that the University 
cannot handle the increased 
enrollrnent, but that’ it cannot 
handle the increase without in- 
creased funding. Money is needed 
to increase faculty, academic 
staff, library personnel, coun- 
seling personnel and all student 
services to keep pace with the 
demands of more students. 

“The problem isn’t that we’re 
over-enrolled, but that Stont is 
underfunded,” explained Snyder. 
“Vou can’t divorce money from 
enrollment.” 

Yet, according to Snyder, the 
UW System is divorcing the two in 
Stout’s situation. Enrollment will 
increase next fall, but according 
to Chancellor Robert Swanson, 
there will be no corresponding 
increase in funds. 


If money is the problem, why ~ 


doesn’t Stout receive. more? 
Swanson explained, ‘“‘there isn’t 
any money.” 

According to Swanson, the 
whole UW System is losing 
enrollment and must return

money to the state. 

Stout is one of the universities in 
the system not returning money 
because of enrollment drops. 
Some schools in the system 
returned as much as $500,000 last 
year. The system is’ hurt by 
decreased enrollments while 
Stout, who does not have such a 
problem is feeling the pinch. 

According to Allen, Stout’s 
enrollment increase will not be as 
significant as many think. The 
popular figure has been 700 
estimated additional students, but 
that figure is misleading ex- 
plained Allen. 

“The 700 figure comes from 
comparing this spring’s total 
enrollment with next fall’s,”’ he 
said. Traditionally, enroliment 
drops in the spring. Comparing 
the enrollments of fall 78 and fall 
79 Allen pointed out that there 
will be an increase of ap 
proximately 272 next fall. 

Snyder’ noted that the 272 
students will be upperclassmen. 
The new students will noi be 
competing for classes as fresh- 
men do. 

Predicting enrollments in any 
event is a tricky business because 
of the ‘‘no show” factor. Of those 
accepted, only 55 percent show up 
for registration, according to 
Swanson. Another difficulty is due 
to late admissions of athletes, 
minority students and commuter

Drunkers and Bankers

“Are you staying on campus 
next year?”’ 

‘‘No way! I’ve had it with the 
dorms.”’ 

‘Really? Why? I like them.” 

“There’s not enough privacy. 
People aren’t courteous enough.”’ 

“Yeah, but there’s always 
sumething. going on. There’s 
always someone to do something 
with.” 

“T hate it.” 

This conversation is one of 
many heard throughout campus, 
and as the above example in- 
dicates, these are two extremes. 
In one, an individual hates the 
residence halls from day one, and 
the other appreciates the ex- 
periences of living with a large 
group of people. The experiences 
involved with on-campus living is 
the reason the University of 
Wisconsin Board of Regents set 
this policy: ‘‘those freshmen and 
sophomore students (59 credits or 
less) whoware not veterans, 
married, or living with parents or 
guardians, shall be required .to 
live in a university-operated 
residence hall when such ac- 
commodations are available.” 

According to Anne Ramage, 
assistant head of housing, the 
Board of Regents’ feel that 
because a residence hall involves 
a large group of people sharing 
bathroom facilities, phone, etc., 


students learn how to get along 
with others. The Board of 
Regents’ also feel that. being 
exposed to various points of view 
allows student: an opportunity to 
adjust their own thoughts and to 
reject or accept a differing point 
of view. Hall students, also, ex- 
perience different socioeconomic 
backgrounds. 

Another reason freshmen are 
required to live on campus whew 
rooms are available is that 
residence hall living provides an 
easier access tc class and campus 
information, programs such as 
self growth and assertiveness 
training seminars, and a larger 
access to people. Ramage stated, 
“Living in a residence hall offers 
a more natural socialization 
process which is intended to help 
filter students into the U.W. Stout 
system.” If residing ina residence 
hall is required for the underclass 
person, and, is considered per- 
tinent for each individuals growth, 
what happens to those freshmen 
and sophomores living off campus 


due to lack of housing? a 


‘“‘Many off-campus students, 
especially freshmen, don’t know 
who to talk to in regard to solving 
conflicts,’’ Ramage said. She went 
on to say that off campus living 
may inhibit new students from 
meeting a larger variety of 
people. James Jordan, fr., who

housing stated, ‘‘If it wasn’t for.

I did."’ Even with this reason, 
Jordan likes off campus living. 
Jordan said that he has more 
privacy, and more freedom to do 
as he pleases. The reasons Jordon 
gave are cc:inmon ones for 
residing out of the residence halls. 

Paul Schmidt, a student also 
living off campus, said ‘“‘living off 
campus involves learning how to 
manage money month by month.”’ 
Schmidt went on to say that 
residence hall living lays 
everything out for the student. 
“Someone else makes the food, 
and cleans the bathroom, hallway, 
and lounge.

the senate notes that Stout carries 
its own weight by maintaining 
high enrollment and high 
placement though its programs, 
even though it receives the lowest 
CSI’s (funds per student) in the 
entire system. 

The enrollment and funding 
situations at Stout are growing 
more and more desperate. The 
chancellor has sent a letter to all 
faculty to encourage them to 
continue to develop -ways of im- 
proving efficiency while main- 
taining effectiveness. 

The administration aiso has. a 
number of plans on the drawing 
board: to help the University 
receive its needed funds. One of 
the plans is to maintain moderate, 
controlled growth to enable Stout 
to hold onto its bargaining 
position. If Stout were to cut back 
on enrollment now because of the 
pinch, it may place itself in the 
same position other school 
systems are in. 

The final jurisdiction over 
funding rests with the Wisconsin 
State Legislature and its desire to 
respond to the needs of higher 
education.

The Private Pilots Ground 
school course is a three credit 
Class offered each semester ahd 
during the summer session.

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Relaxing course topic 


Jackie Lubner 
“Inhale slowly, count to. eight, 
then exhale slowly and count to 


eight. Do this three times, sit for _ 


one minute, and relax. 

This is the first step in 
relaxation, taught by Jerry 
Teplitz in his program ‘‘How to 
Relax and Enjoy Being a 
Student.”” The demonstration was 
offered last Thursday. Teplitz’s 
methods offer immediate relief 
for headaches, hangovers, sore 
throats and sinus colds. 

Once an attorney with’ the 
Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency, Teplitz is now.a master 
teacher of Hatha yoga. His 
relaxation tnethods include the 
basic techniques of Shiatsu, 
Japanese pressure-point 
massage. According to Teplitz, 
the application of pressure to 
certain energy centers that run 


‘throughout the body. increases ° 


blood —circulation. The blood 
brings more oxygen and riutrients 
to the ailing part of the body and 
cleanses the area by removing 
wastes. ‘‘This is similar to the 
basic principal of acupuncture,” 
said Teplitz. 

The Shiatsu methods can be 
used by an individual on himself 
or on others. For a headache or 
hangover, hard pressure is ap- 
plied to the head for three seconds 
at each of the pressure points. 
These points are located from the 
hairline across the top of the iead 
to the medulla at the back of the 
head, from the top of the crown of 
‘the head down the sides to the 
temples, and at the back of the 


‘ 
“—r 


neck on either side of the spinal 
cord. ‘‘The headache victim 
should be seated upright with feet 
flat on the floor, to keep the body 
in balance when pressure is ap- 
plied,” Teplitz said. ‘‘The eyes 
should remain closed.’’ Teplitz 
suggests repeating the pattern 
two times..If the head still aches, 
repeat the paftern a third time. 

For a sore throat, Teplitz 


~presses four points on. the neck 


and ‘massages it in a circular 
motion from the bottom of the jaw 
to the adam’s apple: This massage 
stimulates the lymph glands in the 
neck to motivate healing. 
Pressure is also applied to the 
back of the head. If after this, the 
sore throat is not gone, Teplitz 
advises waiting one hour and 
applying the treatment again. 


“This particular method also 


works well for smoker’s throat 
and strep throat,’ Teplitz said. 
Although this method can relieve 
the pain, it should not replace a 
doctor’s care in the case of strep 
throat. 

To relieve congestion, eye 
headaches, eye strain and eye 
fatigue, pressure is applied along 
the lower eyebone socket, along 
the eyebrow bone, and down the 
side of the nose to the nostril 
openings, working towards. the 
outer edge of the eye:-Lastly, the 
thumbs are used to apply pressure 
into the hollow area under the 


‘ cheekbone and again on the head 


from the crown to the medulla. 
“This procedure should be 
repeated at least twice through, 


three times if immediate relief is 
not felt,” said Teplitz. If the 
congestion persists, wait one hour 
and repeat the entire procedure: 
Three volunteers from. the 
audience, one with a headache, 
one with a sore throat, and one 
with a sinus cold, all 
feeling better after the treatment. 
The second half of Teplitz’s 
program was centered around 


meditation and the effect the mind 


has over the body. 


‘*Meditation offers 
physiological as well as 
psychological benefits,’’ said 
Teplitz. According to Teplitz, 40 


minutes of meditation is - 


equivalent to getting six to eight 
hours of sleep and can be a very 
energizing experience. 
“Psychologically, meditation can 
make an individual happier, more 
orderly, joyous and at ease with 
himself,” Teplitz said. 


Studies have also shown that 
students who meditate regularly 


. get better grades than those who 


meditate irregularly, Teplitz 
suggests meditating twice a day: 
once. in the morning before break- 
fast and again in the late af- 
ternoon or early evening. 
Meditation. can also be used a 
third time in the very late evening 
to energize the body when pulling 
in an all-nighter. 

Jerry Teplitg will give another 
presentation on Oriental

Stout's being ripped off 


Too often we hear Stout referred to as ‘‘Mickey Mouse” or ‘‘small- 
time.’’ And it’s evident this reputation is not refined to:just this area. 


There are people around the state (mainly the UW-system and Madison) ~ 


who are stepping on little ‘‘half-pint’’ Stout. In other words,. they’re 
ripping us off. (See enrollment story, page 1.) 

Simply put, Stout’s problem is not increased enrollment. The real 
problem is not having enough money to match our present enrollment. 
We have the people, facilities and housing; we don’t have the money 
(money for teachers and adequate services). 

We are being ripped off because we have the lowest funding per 
student (CSI) of the 13 UW schools. In other words, we are not getting 
our fair share of the UW system’s financial resources. 

Other schools are suffering from declihing enrollments; we're in- 
creasing. These other schools have to return money to the state because 
of declines. We’re being ripped off because we're not getting any of that 
money. 

' We are being ripped off because Stout is being funded for only 6,269 
full-time students. We presently have 6,800 full-time students and will 
have approximately 7,200 next year. 

We students are being ripped off because Menomonie and Stout don’t 
seem to have the political clout to do anything about it. If you’re tired of 
overcrowded classrooms, an overcrowded and insufficient student 
center, insufficient quajity of teaching, not being able to get classes and 
numerous other student services, do something about it. 

If you're concerned, start here at Stout; Lobby our-student-govern- 
ment, the SSA, to write letters, continue its tuition check at registration 
and get big wheels - legislators and UW regents - here to see and hear. 
about our situation. 

We're members of Menomonie’s Chamber of Commerce now. Put. 


pressure on our businesspeople. They can write letters. If Stout’s 


enroliment goes down (because of limitations due to lack of funds), it 
will affect Menomonie’s retail sales, housing, growth, etc. 

Stout's Faculty Senate is presefitly debating this issue. They have 
more to say than can be said in one whole issue of The Stoutonia. They 
are meeting this afternoon and next Thursday at 3:15 p.m. in the East 
Ballroom of the Student Center. Get involved!

The Ministry’s Rev.

Rev. Ted Jackson of the 
Ministry is going to miss 
Menomonie and the university 
life. But-he’s ready to go back toa 
small town church in Keokuk, 
Iowa. The road that leads him 
there is an interesting one. 

Jackson came to the ministry in 
a round-about way. He changed 
his major five times before he 
graduated. The dean finally told 
him he should just keep his 
transfer envelope. He could give ** 
back when he graduated. 

He ended up majoring in food 
science with a concentration in ice 
cream and frozen desserts. But 
this was not his last change. 

“T started to realize that 


- somewhere out there were bodies 


that needed food,. I became aware 
of global hunger problems.”’ 

Jackson decided the church was 
making more advances in: this 
area than private organizations, 
so he decided to go into the 
seminary. He spent 1966 to 1970 at 
the McCormick Seminary in 
Chicago. 

‘“‘Chicago during this time was a 
frightening, frightening scene,’ 
said Jackson. ‘“There were tanks, 
machine guns and a major named 
Daley who was telling pelice to 
shoot troublemakers on sight.’ 

It was during this time that 
Jackson realized ‘‘There were 

things much more likely to do us 
in than world hunger.’ He 
discovered there was more than 
hungry children in distant lands 
that needed the church’s at- 
tention. He decided that the 
United States must first get its 
own house in order before they 
could be effective elsewhere. He 
énrolled at Loyola University of 
Chicago to study social work. 

After he received his degree he 
went to his first parish in Merril, 
WI. It was not everything he 
expected. 

“It wasn’t very pleasant, ” said 
Jackson. “I was ready to start the 
world on fire and I just couldn’t 
take their patience.” Jackson 
wanted to put up a day care center 
for working mothers’ children. It 
wasn’t a popular idea, but 
Jackson, in his fulness, 
pushed the idea through. 

“They were very tolerant of 
me,” said Jackson. “‘I just didn’t 
realize that the town and the 
parish had people in it, and when 
you hurt people they bleed.” Two 
days after Jackson left the city, 
they closed the day care center. 

Jackson decided ‘to leave the 
parish ministry. He wanted to 
give himself some distance to gain 
a different perspective. 

“F-believed-in the church then 
and I still do,” said Jackson. ‘“‘The 
church is the best way for the 
community to meet its needs. It’s 
the best model anyone has come 


fo 


up with, and it has lasted longer 
than any of the others.” 

Ted Jackson came to the 
Ministry five years ago. He is now 
leaving with his wife, Millie, and 
his two children, Tim and Meg. 

“T have enjoyed being here to 
the end,’’ said Jackson. ‘‘It’s been 
great to.hang around with 7000 
people who are on the cutting edge 
of life: I've enjoyed questioning 
with them what they are going to 
do with their life; it’s still a 
question I’m asking myself.”

Legislature to vote on UW budget 


By Shirley Holten 

Stout’s problem situation bet- 
ween enrollment and funding may 
be changed depending on how the 
Wisconsin State Legislature acts 
on the UW System budget 
recommendations. The Board of 
Regents’ budget for the system is 
now before the Joint Finance 
Committee of the legislature for 
review and will be voted on by the 
legislature soon. The enrollment 
funding adjustments, Section 301, 
is of primary interest to Stout and 
may be a touchy situation if the 
legislature doesn’t approve the 
adjustments.

The governor 
has recommended to_ the 
legislature to discontinue funding 
in that area. 

Similarily, the Regents are 
asking for continued funds for the 
work study program, Wisconsin 
Students Serving Wisconsin. The 
governor recommends no further 
funds for these areas.

According to U.S. News & World 
Report, all four of the services 
have fallen short of their goals for 
the first time since conscription 
ended in 1972. 

General Ceorge S. Brown stated 
“T am struck by the fact that in 
nearly every area of military 
strength there has been a relative 
(U.S.) decline over the years in 
relation to the Soviet Union, our 
principal potential adversary.”’ 
This becomes important when we 
realize the Soviet’s have 2.4 
million more troops than we do. 

Aside from our voluntary force 
being disproportionate to Soviet 
forces, the Army Chief of Staff, 
General Bernard W. Rogers 
warms that the number of 
reservists now available would be 
“completely inadequate if war 
broke out.” 


The Quality is Minimal: 
Congressman, Les Aspin, draft 
opponent, proposes that the 
services lower mental standards. 
He says there ‘‘are a fairly high 
percentage of jobs in the military 
that can be filled by people who 
meet lower mental standards but 
who can still do a good job.’’ He

One contention that worries 
many is that the All Volunteer 
Ferces (AVF) cannot get enough 
volunteers. This point is spurred 
by recent reports that the forces 
have fallen short of recruiting 
goals. Whether or not the services 
have met recruiting goals, they 
have met strength goals, those 
goals that calculate how many 
people are needed to fill jobs. 

Still another worry is that the 
number of American males 
turning 18 peaked in 1979 and will 
begin to drop. :t is estimated that 
one-third of all 18 year old males 
will have to be recruited to fill 
quotas. 

Is the draft the inevitable an- 
swer? No. The key is to increase 
the size of the pool from which to 
draw volunteers. Recruit women, 
encourage reenlistments. provide 


for fewer first-term losses 
(booting out men), hire civilians 
to do a variety of work for the 
services, establish ROTC and 
adjust standards. 

The problems of future needs 
can be met through these and 
other ai.ernatives to the draft. 


No! 

It would be ridiculous for the 
services to continue to turn away 
droves of women. Women can be 
used without ever putting them 
into combat jobs, if the public 
should object. 

The services should also con- 
tinue to develop pay, benefit and 
bonus incentives. It might con-

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Students building energy efficient car

About 20 studetns here at Stout 
are participating in a competition 
that allows them to “explore 
beyond the classroom’ en- 
vironment into the design, 
fabrication and testing of 
something current in the 
engineering field,’’ said Dr. 
James Collier, who, with Edward 
Morical, is an advisor for SCORE. 

SCORE (Student Competition 
on Relevant Engineering) is an 
international student engineering 
competition. Three years ago, 
Stout took third place in what was 
then their first competition. ‘‘This 
year, officials have indicated that 
Stout’s proposal may be number 
one out of about 50 schools,’’ Dr. 
Collier said. The purpose of this 


year’s competition is to build an 
energy efficient vehicle. Students 
at Steut are modifying a Dodge 
Omni to burn hydrogen rather 
than gasoline. The car will also 
include a 16-horsepower 
Tecumseh engine, regenerative 
braking and a micro-processor to 
coordinate the mechanical 
components of the car. The car is 
a $250,000 prototype, virtually 
hand-built. 

Work on the proposal and design 
of the car began about one year 
ago. A grant proposal was sub- 
mitted to the National SCORE 
office and funds were awarded 
according to the quality of the 
proposal]. 

Hydrogen was chosen as fuel for 


the car because of environmenta! 
concerns. ‘‘Hydrogen is very 
clean. Our exhaust water is so 
clean you can drink it,’’ said Steve 
Mann, captain of the SCORE 
team. ‘‘When used properly, 
hydrogen can be very safe,’’ said 
Dr. Collier. The hydrogen used is 
stored in a metal hydride, which 
serves to stabilize the hydrogen. 
“When gas prices reach $1.00 a 
gallon, hydrogen will become 
competitive,’’ said Todd Larson, 
design coordinator. 

With regenerative braking, the 
energy used to stop the car is 
recovered and turned into stored 
energy, to be used to push the car 
ahead when acceleration again 
occurs. ‘“‘The car also stores 
energy while idling at a stop 
sign,’’ said Larson. ‘‘Our 
hydrostatic transmission gets 
better gas mileage in the city. We 
are saving gas rather than using 
it,’ said Mann. “The car ac- 
celerates faster than most cars on 
the road today.”’ 

The students are being helped in 
this competition by Robert 
Rasmussen, a leading authority in 
hydraulic circuit design.

Senate off to shakey start

“I’m here to express my con- 
cerns about the development of 
the 10th Congress. I don't think at 
this time we are headed in the 
righ direction,’’ said Bob Schuld, 
off-campus senator, as he ap 
peared before the student senate 
Tuesday night. 

Schuld pointed out that this 
congress has one of the youngest 
(least experienced) senate and 
executive branches ever. He noted 
the need for them to learn from 
the previous senate. But ac- 
cording to Schuld there was ‘ 10 
transition.” 

He said the transition between 
the eighth and ninth congress was 
like crossing a ‘‘crack in the 
sidewalk,” while between the 
ninth and tenth was like ‘‘crossing 
the Grand Canyon."' Schuld 
pointed this out to prove the 
congress has a lack of history. 

Schuld’s main point focused on 
planning and the need for some 
direction. ‘‘We need a plan of 
action,’’ he said. ‘I’m asking for 
leadership.”’ 

Schuld called for com- 
munication, saying ‘‘let’s get to 
know each other and get beyond 
personalities on the floor. You're 
not sitting here as a unit.” 

He finished his oratory by 
saying, ‘‘I’m doing this because I 
want to see us grow, I want us to 
be the best.’’ 

The senate sat quietly 
throughout Schuld’s presentation. 
Schuld opened himself up for 
questioning and thereby received 
a variety of responses. 

Steve Larson, administrative 
assistant, without commenting on 
the content of Schuld’s 
statements, said, ‘‘Why here? 
Why bring this up on the senate 
floor?’’ Larson went on to ask if 
Schuld was concerned with 
communication, why didn't he 


approach executives with his 


questions. 


made a 


move to ‘cut the 
discussion’ because there were 


Hope Blomberg, vice president 
of legislative affairs, advised 
Schuld that “‘it’s doers in this 
world that get somewhere, rather 
than complainers.’”’

manufacturing and _ electronics 
are all working on the car. ‘‘One of 
the biggest advantages Stout has 
is the availability of labs and 
facilities to fabricate and build 
things,’’ Dr. Collier said. ‘‘Many 
schools don’t have this asset.’’ 
Students will be working heavily 
this summer to finish the car by 
August. The car can then be put to 
as number of uses. It will 
hopefully stimulate continued 
research and provide feedback to 
the companies which have con- 
tributed their products and ser- 
vices. It could also’ be 
disassembled and put into labs for 
student use. ‘‘This car is a unique 
concept. It can serve as a means 


of transmitting concepts and as a 
test vehicle for other energy 
systems,"’ Dr. Collier said. 

Students working on the car can 
get credit if they want. ‘‘About 80 
percent do not take it for credit. 
Rather, they do it for interest 
only,’’ said Dr. Collier. 


People are still needed this 
summer to help complete work on 
the car. Any students interested in 
independent study and machine 
shop experience, body work, sheet 
metal, body mechanics, interior 
design, or any other field of study 
can get involved by contacting 
Dr.Collier in room 223, Science 
and Tech Building.

The Draft is Needed - There is a 
Threat: 

David C. Jones, chairman of 
Joint Chiefs of Staff states, 
‘Russia has 20 division and 400 
tactical aircrafts in a position to 
mount an invasion on Iran.”’ 


Dealing with Iran over oil is 
hard enough, what will happen 
when we have to deal with 
Russia? 


Senator Gary Hart noted that 
the Soviets are building up forces 
along Europe and are increasing 
their naval presence in China, 


Japan, the Philipines, and 
Thailand. 
The buildup in the Pacitic 


decreasing U.S. flexibility. And a 
Soviet buildup along Europe, 
according to Senator Sam Nunn, 
endangers U.S. access to the 
largest concentration of industrial 
might in the world. 


‘It’s loss to a power hostile to us 
would be catasphoric for the 
United States,’’ he said. Besides 
this, the U.S. is expected to be 
capable of protecting its 
longstanding political, cultural 
and social ties with Europe. 


The threat of inadequate forces 
in the event of war then requires a 
draft. But waiting until war erupts 
is like not practicing your football 
plays until the day of the game. 


Other Alternatives? 

The Pentagon offers a $3,000 
bonus to attract new volunteers. 
This bonus goes to recruits who 
sign on for four years. All this 
alternative does is shift tax money 
away from a draft to an 
inadequate volunteer system. 


Another altenative is to allow 
the services to accept more 
women. The women would 
primarily replace men in highly 
technical jobs, placed in jobs that 
don't require a rugged physique, a 
solution suggested by Les Aspin. 
While sex is a fair qualifier for 
some jobs, it is not for techincal 
jobs. Would men enlist knowing 
they would not get highly 
technical jobs but would be 
positioned ready to fight because 
of their rugged physique? 


My plea is this: let’s wake up 
and become aware of what our 
‘principle potential adversary’ is 
preparing for. Considering that 
the Soviet Union’s ideology is to 
spread Communism throughout 
the world we can view their armed 
preparations in the same manner 
and possibly for the same purpose 
as Hitler prepared for WWII. We 
almost lost WWII. 

I would rather fight than switch.

As Congressman John 
Seilberling (D-Ohio) stated in a 
letter to President Carter, 
“drastic proposals, such as the 
resumption of the draft in 
peacetime, will not eliminate the 
problems of the all volunteer 
force. The armed forces should be 
encouraged to develop con- 
structive responses to their 
problems instead of taking the 
unnecessary step of resuming the 
draft. I am convinced that 
proposals to resume the draft are 
premature.” 


I hope the misinformed or 
uninformed will seek to know the 
facts before any national decision 
is made before creating a policy 
that would be a gross intrusion of 
our lives, yours and mine. 


Recruiting quotas are. often 
misleading. They are only one 
side of the equation; the number 
of people leaving the service is the 
other side. Frequently recruiting 
shortfalls are balanced by people 
remaining in the service. A report 
by Les Aspen (Dem. Wis.) noted 
that although in the last quarter of 
1977 the Navy recruiting was a 
disaster, it actually had 3,000 
more men than it wanted. He also 
found that the four services taken 
together fell 2,000 men short of 
their recruiting goals, yet 2,000 
men over-staffed in their strength 
objectives. (The conclusion is 
inescapable: recruiting goals 
exceed strength needs.) 


Just why do we need such a 
large military? 

According to David Cortright of 
the Center for National Security 
Studies in Washington D.C., 
‘current manpower levels are 
based not on real defense needs 
but on a policy of global in- 


terventionism. The fact is that the . 
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U.S. forees could be reduced 
substantially below current levels 
without threatening national 
security or hindering nuclear 
deterrent capabilities.” 


According to the Aspen’s 
Hayfoot, Strawfoot report, ‘‘in the 
worst recruiting year of the all- 
volunteer era, the four services 
combined accepted fewer of those 
so-called ‘‘dummies” than in any 
year under the draft.” 

Aspen contends that these 
Category 1V people “are fully 
capable of performing many jobs 
in the military.” 


According to The Friends 
Committee on- National 
Legislation, ‘‘the Pentagon 
assumes it will be required to fight 
a sudden-breaking but prolonged 
war with extensive casualties in 
Europe. The Pentagon assumes 
the war will be fought with con- 
ventional weapons in spite of the 
fact the United States has 7,000 
tactical nuclear weapons in 
Europe.” 


Another debated point is that 
the AVF is made up of ‘‘dum- 
mies” and that the quality of our 
forces is decreasing. 


The ‘‘dummies”’ refers to those 
in Category 1V of military in 
telligence groupings who rank in 
the 10-30 percentile range which is 
roughly comparable to ‘‘D”’ 
students in a grading system. 


A lot of murmering about the 
AVF is that they are not fit to 
defend our country. It is im- 
portant to note that they never 
were intended to. The all- 
voluntary force would be 
scrapped should we go to war. 


According to Aspen, ‘‘the all- 
volunteer force was never in- 
tended to operate in wartime. In 
the event of an emergency, the 
draft would come out of its deep 
standby. The AVF would be the 
first to fight but they would be 
replaced by those drafted.

Chancellor Robert Swanson 
announced Tuesday that he has 
approved a university attendance 
policy effective May 11. 

The policy, which has been 
recommended by the faculty and 
student senates has a number of 
key points students should keep in 
mind. 

First, if students are going to 
miss the first day of class, they 
must notify the instructor or 
department chairperson. Students 
whose jobs require them to work 
through Labor Day must notify 
the instructor or department 
chairperson in writing before next 
semester. 

Second, students will be 
dropped if and only if other 
students are waiting to get into the 
class. The attendance policy will 
then apply to only classes with 
waiting lists. The policy: 
“Students who do not attend the 
first class meeting of a course or

Third, the words ‘‘may’’ and ‘“‘at 
the instructor’s option” mean that 
an instructor

her discretion. 


Last, being dropped from a 
course if you are not, present on 
the first day does not mean you 
are officially dropped. Students 
must still submit a signed drop 
card to the registrar. Failure to do 
so will result in receiving an ‘‘F’’ 
grade for that course. Since the 
instructor has dropped you from 
his roster, he has no record of you 
- thus no grade.

CPR: a matter of life or death

“The two recent incidences on 
campus of heart stoppage have 
increased .awareness,”’ said Kay 
Carter, coordinator of: womens 
athletics and physical-education. 
Carter is teathing a CPR class 
offered for .6 credits for the 
second year. CPR stands for 
cardio pul: recessitation, 
and is a combination of artificial 
respiration and circulation, ac- 
cording to Carter. 

The class meets three times for 
three hours each time. ‘‘It is set up 
like this because the mannequins 
and other equipment involved 
would make it impractical to put 
up and take down for nine 
separate hours,’’ said Carter. 

Carter teaches a modular 


system, like a package course. 
where students work through a 
book, then participate in the 
practical act: Carter is certified 
by the American Red Cross to 


. check'students off in an area in the 
course so they can move ontothe | 


next. The class is offered first and 
fourth quarters. 

“There are not nectasarily 
more heart attacks but -the 
awareness has increased a lot,’ 
said Carter./There is more public 
education being done all the time. 
There have been 30 second ad- 
vertisements by the Red Cross on 
TV and a county in Washington 
made a community project to 
teach its residents CPR, ac- 
cording to Carter.

Survey finds SSA apathetic

A survey completed last week 
reports that UW-Stout students 
are uninformed, uninterested and 
uninvolved with the Stout Student 
Association (SSA). As a class 
project for psychological methods 
class, two students randomly 
interviewed undergraduate 
students over the phone. 

“The inajor conclusion of the 
study is that students are in- 
different on the effectiveness of 
SSA,” said Sue Utzig. Utzig was 
one of the researchers. 

“Over half of the people we 
talked to are neutral concerning 
the effectiveness, importance and 
impact of the student 
association,’’ said Utzing. 

The survey reports that only 20 
percent of the students know who 
the SSA president is. Fewer than a 
third knew their . senate 
representative and over half 
didn’t know a single issue the SSA 
was dealing with. 

‘“‘The surprising statistic is that 
the majority of students believe 
they are adequately informed 
about the SSA. They don’t care to 
know more,”’ said Utzing. 

“This survey just conforms 
what we suspected,”’ said Cathy 
Poppelaars, SSA media and ad- 
vertising head. ‘‘The problem is 
that we haven’t adequately 
published our work, and the 
students haven’t asked us. They 
don’t vote. They don’t check out 
the issues. It’s a mutual 
problem,”’ she added 


The survey found a relationship 
between student opinion of the 
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heart attacks, but it can: be used 
for other reasons. “Under the 
“right circumstances, a person can 
stop breathing when he faints,” 
said Carter. The course teaches 
the correct in checking 
to see if a person is breathing and 
if the heart is beating. 

The CPR course has also been 
given to faculty and service 
personnel over the past two years. 
“The faculty classes . have _in- 
creased and we are doing a 


session for the employees in the _ 


Student Union after school’ is 
over,’’ said Carter. The American 
Heart Association also offers a 
class in CPR. ; 

“I enjoy teaching the class 
because it is a useful skill.2We 
never know at what point we may 
need the skill. The people in the 
class are there because they want 
to be, and believe in the need, 
which makes it more enjoyable to 
teach,’’ Carter said. She has never 
had to use CPR on a victim and 
hopes she’ll never have to, but 
would be qualified if it were 
necessary.

John Perri, a ceramist and 
Stout instructor, annually con- 
ducts a modified raku festival on 
his farm. 

Raku is a Japanese method of 
accelerating the ceramics 
process. Roughly translated, raku 
has the connotation of ease, 
contentment and resistance. It 
comprises the 24 hour firing cycle 
into about 20 minutes. 

Through a spy hole in the top of 
the kiln, one. can observe the 
glaze’s speeded up metomorphis. 
First, there is a slight disruption 
in the sintered coating which 
‘gradually becomes a surface of 
movement as bubbling craters 
develop .in the molten glaze. 
Finally the glaze smooths into a 
shiney wet covering, signaling the 
time for removal from the kiln. 

Unusually coarse-grained clay 
is used for raku to withstand the 
shock of being placed in a red-hot 
kiln and then suddenly removed to 
normal temperatures. After the 
pots are removed from the kiln, a 
process called reduction takes 
‘place where the pots are placed in 


a sada. can with burning 
leaves. The oxygen is absorbed, 


- darkening the glaze.

The pots are glazed with low- 
fire glazes and allowed. to 
before being placed only a few ata 
time in the kiln 

A regular kiln usually fires at 
about 1300 degrees C while a raku 
kiln fires at only 800 degrees C. 

Raku was developed by 
Japanese tea masters during the 
16th century. With the drinking of 
tea, a significant part of their 
cult’s ceremonies, the drinking 
materials became important for 
their aesthetic values. 

The emergence of raku_ was. to 
offer deeper understanding of 
those qualities in pottery which 


_ are of a more spiritual nature. 


The original cult of Teasim was 
involved in expressing -the ac- 
ceptance of the imperfect dnd 
saught to find beauty and meaning 
in man’s commonplace 
surroundings. 

The raku pots have a simple, 
rugged quality. Cracks often 
appear in the glaze and walls .as 
the pots cool, these were valued.as 
essential aspects of beauty since 
they were natural results of the 


process. 
Students find the process. of 
raku tantalizing. “‘It’s like being 
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the polaroid of ceramics 


blind, you never know how the 
glaze will turn out or if the will 
break in the kiln,” said Char 
Dennison, a junior. 

Perri enjoys the students ex- 
pectancy when the kiln is opened 
each time. “It’s always fun to 
watch their reactions as the pots 
cool and the color comes to the 


surface before them. You heaf=~-%. 


’ everything from ‘ohs’ and ‘ahs’ of 


happiness to exclaimations of 
disappointment.” 

Raku offers a unique 
educational experience, ac- 


cording to Perri. ‘Raku occurs . 


away from the classroom and the 
sophisticated lab. The student 
gets a feeling of the simplicity that 
can be part of the material before 
we all complicate it to death. The 
kiln is built in ‘rubble’ fashion in 
about 45 minutes. A tank of 
propane is the fuel source.’ 

Perri-thinks students open, up 
and are freer about themselves 
outside. ‘The spontaneity. of the 
process and the interaction of the 
participants make raku an even 
more exciting event.’ 

Tom Michael, a junior, says he 
can read the various stages of the 
raku process like a lifestory of his

According to columnist Jack 
Anderson, much of the weaponry 
the Pentagon wants to buy is 
either obsolete or unnecessary. 

For example, Anderson says the 
senate armed services committee 
recently approved a navy pur- 
chased order of more than $1.3 
billion (dollars) for four 
destroyers originally ordered by 
the Shah to modernize his navy. 

Yet, in 1975, the same com- 
mittee, Anderson says, vetoed 
further production of the 
‘destroyers because their anit- 
aircraft systems were obsolete. 

Anderson links the quick ap- 
proval of the purchase order by 
committee head senator John 
Stennis with the fact that the 
shipbuilder, a subsidiary of Litton 
Industries, is located in Stennis’s 
home state of Mississippi. 

Anderson quotes an unidentified 
congressional aide as saying 
(quote) ‘‘It’s a bailout for Litton. 
They’re saving 1500 jobs for $1.3 
billion.” That, incidentally, works 
out to be $866,666 (dollars) per job.
